ganization as formidable as the Na- 


tional Association of Recording 
Arts & Sciences, better known as 
the group that administers the 
Grammy Awards, would have 
much to offer to an unsigned rock 


band. And up until last year, it real- 


ly didn’t. But with the inauguration 


of the Grammy Showcase competi- 


tion — a nationwide battle of un- 
signed bands — NARAS has be- 
gun to offer, as the event's project 
manager John Abt puts it, “a 
unique opportunity for unsigned 
bands to get their music heard by 
industry decision-makers.” 

The-opening round of the sec- 
ond annual Grammy Showcase 
competition begins later this 
month, with bands from 12 US 
cities battling it out to win a slot at 
three regional semifinals in early 
February. In Boston, five bands — 
Jocobono, Mistle Thrush, Pound- 
cake, Ramona Silver, and Splash- 
down — were chosen to compete 
on January 16 at the Middle East. 
The winner will go up against the 
top picks from New York, 
Philadelphia, and Miami on Febru- 
ary 6 in Washington, DC. And 
whoever prevails in DC will then 
play the finals at Irving Plaza in 
New York City during the week of 
the Grammy Awards.

But Globe columnist Patricia Smith demonstrates 
that the left can be just as off-base. In a January 3 
column, Smith denounced the state Board of Ed- ip 
ucation’s proposed curriculum frameworks for 
language arts and history as monolithic, right- 
wing, and white-oriented. 

In the history curriculum, she wrote, “pre- 
kindergarten to 4th-grade students are ex- 
pected to describe the European discovery of 
the Americas, without a mention of 
the fact that natives were already 
settled there.” 

Smith ended the column by giving 
the Department of Education’s Web 
address, so that readers could see 
the offending documents for them- 
selves. And sure enough, a visit to 
the site turned up Item 3.2, which 
asks students to discuss European 
exploration and settlement without 
mentioning Americans (or, for 
some reason, the Dutch).

With the World-Wide Web evolving faster than a 
parasitic virus, a year can encompass the birth, 
maturation, and death of several technological 
generations. 

Which is as good an explanation as any for why the 
Boston Globe's megasite, Boston.com, plunged into 
the abyss in a widely publicized (though 
admittedly unscientific) survey of the Web’s 
best news sites. 

Nearly 33,000 readers last month partic- 
ipated in a poll conducted by NewsLink 
(www.newslink.org), a popular webzine 
published by the American Journalism Re- 
view. And Boston.com came in 51st, just 
missing a spot in the Top 50, despite finish- 
ing fourth in the inaugural survey a year ago. The first 
five choices this year: CNN Interactive, the winner for 
the second year in a row; the Washington Post; USA 
Today; the New York Times; and the NandO Times, 
published by the Raleigh News & Observer. 

Gina Maniscalico, Boston.com’s executive director, 
protests that since NewsLink was rating news sites, it 
should have listed the Globe 
(www.boston.com/globe) instead of the top level of 
Boston.com, which encompasses some 30 media 
partners, including magazines and broadcast-news 
operations. And she says that NewsLink even man- 
aged to get the address for Boston.com wrong

Meyer does concede that, despite efforts 
to prevent it, a considerable amount of bal- 
lot-stuffing took place, and that 
Boston.com — which, unlike many web- 
sites, did not build in a link to NewsLink so 
that readers could vote for it — was at a 
disadvantage. 

Then, too, some of the luster has faded from Bos- 
ton.com since its debut in the fall of 1995. Widely 
judged at the time to be one of the best media web- 
sites in the country, its slow loading speed and its 
failure to include the entire day’s Globe now make it 
look a bit worn. 

Maniscalco, though, is having none of that, as- 
serting that Boston.com attracts 10 times the traf- 
fic it did a year ago, and that, according to a rough 
estimate, 30,000 to 50,000 users log on every day.

HIS HAS NOT been a good week 
for the local political establishment. 
Governor Bill Weld and Boston 
Mayor Tom Menino look like not-ready- 
for-prime-time players. 

They've been done in, at least temporarily, 
by an unlikely cabal: Patriots owner Bob 
Kraft, a hard-headed businessman; the Na- 
tional Football League management, a gang 
of opportunistic bully boys; and Providence 
mayor Vincent “Buddy” Cianci, the undis- 
puted political leader of a much smaller city 
who plays a rough game of politics — some- 
times roguish, but almost always brilliant. 

Unfair, say defenders of Weld and Meni- 
no, who point out that these three horse- 
men of embarrassment enjoy-only the 
short-term advantage afforded them by an 
unexpectedly triumphant football team. 

Still, it must have killed Weld and Menino 
to pick up the Globe and the Herald earlier 
this week and see the headlines: the NFL had 
chosen Providence, not Boston, as the official 
host of Sunday’s AFC championship game 
between the Patriots and the Jacksonville 
Jaguars. But the real killer was that front- 
page photo of Cianci, grinning like a Borgia 
prince who had just ravaged a nunnery. 

What's the fuss? Aside from the political 
penis envy (not to be discounted in all this 
boys-will-be-boys jousting), it’s the free na- 
tional publicity — attention that would 
probably cost a couple of hundred thou- 
sand dollars to buy — that now accrues to 
Providence. 

The episode also highlights a larger prob- 
lem: for more than 20 years, Boston has had 
real trouble coming to grips with its urban 
planning and development issues. Quincy 
Market, for example, almost went undevel- 
oped because no one would spring for the 
money needed to build a parking garage. 
Only a crisis sparked resolution. That’s the 
way business is done in this town. 

Providence, by contrast, got its act to- 
gether years ago and undertook a massive 
renovation of its downtown. The city isn’t 
out of the woods yet, but it’s inching to- 
ward a comeback. Development, it turns 
out, is not just a political game: ii’s how 
cities make their names. 

Truth be told, this week’s Patriots news 
isn’t such a surprise — visiting teams play- 
ing at Foxboro have lodged in Providence 
for years. But the NFL’s very public an- 
nouncement of Providence as official host 


seems calculated to wound Menino, who 
has offered Kraft the site of the city’s aban-

doned incinerator on which to build the 
new stadium Kraft so fiercely wants, and 
truly needs. 

Few want to say so, but the site is a dog. 
Marisa Lago, Menino’s now departed de- 
velopment chief, offered it to the Patriots 
as one of her lame-duck acts. And the fact 
is that Lago herself was a dud. It was a no- 
ble experiment to bring her from Balti- 
more, but she never worked out. The may- 
or kept her on too long, and responsibility 
for the current development malaise can be 
laid in part at her feet — and, by exten- 
sion, at the mayor’s. 

Kraft’s own choice for a site is a prime 
undeveloped location on the fringe of South 
Boston, close to downtown. The Globe and 
the Herald have all but endorsed his plan. 
Bill Weld, for his part, has continued to jaw 
in general about his support for the stadium, 
but has done little to makes things jell. (It’s 
worth remembering that the Weld Adminis- 
tration exhibited a distinct lack of leadership 
several years ago when the deal to build a 
new Boston Garden — translation, Fleet- 
Center — almost fell apart.) 
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WELD: put up. 





KRAFT: shut up. 


Some in Weld’s camp slyly point out that 
he has positioned himself to appear pro- 
stadium without taking any political risks. 
Weld’s brand of hands-off support might 
be annoying both Kraft and Menino, but 
then Kraft has already pissed off thousands 
with his team’s inept handling of playoff- 
ticket sales — and as for Menino, he’s 
probably going to support Joe Kennedy for 
governor. 


TIME FOR some context. Eastern Massa- 
chusetts has three major development pro- 
jects in various stages of planning — a 
convention center, a new ballpark for the 
Red Sox, and a new stadium for the Patri- 
ots. The convention center and the ballpark 
are undeniably Boston-centric. 

Will any of these ever be built? Probably. 
But there is no telling when. 

Why? Because so many local political and 
economic players exhibit a mindset that is 
equal parts provincial, sophisticated, and 
self-centered: Or, to put it another way, too 
many are too smart for everyone’s good. 

In the abstract, there is no reason why a 
convention center and a stadium can't be 
built.in the vacant expanse abutting down- 
town that is technically part of South Boston. 

If this were Atlanta it could happen. Dit- 
to Charlotte. LA might pull it off. Chicago 
would give it a shot. 

But this is Boston — the home of the 
bean, the cod, and the neighborhood faction. 

As anyone who follows local politics 
knows, South Boston is a proud, compact, 
not-very-affluent collection of precincts that 
wields political clout out of all proportion 
with its size, primarily because its residents 
have the smarts to vote in large numbers. 

Southie has its share of distinguished 
sons, daughters, and residents: US Repre- 
sentative Joseph Moakley, populist Herald 
columnist Peter Gelzinis, and State Senator 
Stephen Lynch, to name three. 

It may be unkind, but it’s nevertheless 
accurate to point out that two of the neigh- 
borhood’s favorite cultural pursuits are 
speculating on the whereabouts of a federal 
fugitive known as “Whitey” and playing 
lottery scratch cards. Hostility to blacks in 
general, and to gays and lesbians who 
aren't natives, has also done little to en- 
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ANTI-CLIMAX: many political players believe the Patriots should stay in Foxboro.

Southie, however, 
takes it to extremes.) 

Since the retirement of Whitey’s brother 
William Bulger — a wily politician of Cian- 
ci caliber — from the presidency of the 
State Senate, Southie’s titular leaders have 
been city-council president Jimmy Kelly 
and State Senator Lynch. 

That Kelly, a hardworking but narrow- 
minded pol of the old school, opposes the 
stadium is no surprise. 

But the same stand is disappointing com- 
ing from Lynch. He has the wit to put to- 
gether a deal that might guarantee a por- 
tion of the construction jobs to his blue- 
collar constituents — as well as sizable 
Southie representation on the workforce of 
any convention center/stadium complex. 
He might even come up with a plan to 
block neighborhood streets to outside traf- 
fic during the eight to 10 weekends that 
football would be played. 

This, of course, is idle speculation. 

A Phoenix poll of a representative sample 
of political players yiclded the almost unan- 
imous conclusion that only a convention 
center could be built on the Southie site. 
Nobody has the stomach to take on the 
neighborhood on the stadium issue. And 
not too many trust the NFL or Bob Kraft. 

The NFL is eminently untrustworthy. Its 
notion of negotiation is sometimes tanta- 
mount to blackmail. As for Kraft, as one ob- 
server put it, “Many are irritated by his out- 
front behavior.” Kraft is a guy accustomed 
to getting what he wants. But after enjoying 
months of publicity as the man who saved 
the Patriots from moving to St. Louis, he’s 
turned into a public-relations nightmare. 


TO HIS credit, Kraft has pledged about 
$200 million of his own money to build the 
stadium, in exchange for necessary improve- 
ments to the neighboring infrastructure. 

Still, expert political opinion ranges from 
weary resignation to outright support for 
the idea of building the stadium right where 
it is now — in Foxborough. 

There is an element of the “gotcha” in all 
this. When Kraft owned the stadium, but 
not the team, he was a booster supreme of 
Foxborough. Situated in the triangle 
formed by Boston, Providence, and 
Worcester, it was, he said, a superb region- 
al location. 

Now that Kraft controls the neighboring 
Foxboro Park raceway — having squeezed 
longtime operator Charlie Sarkis out in an- 
ticipation of an expected future deal to allow 
expanded gambling facilities — he has, the 
presumption goes, more than cnough room 
to maneuver. He can simply tear down the 
track, build a new stadium, and then build a 
new track on the old stadium site. 

There is a logic to this. 

The best plan for the city would be a 
joint complex in South Boston. But if that’s 
a political impossibility, then the governor 
and the mayor should say so. 

Menino has been clear that his first pri- 
ority is getting the convention center built. 
If he won't help turn public opinion around 
in Southie, then he ought to stand up and 
say the stadium belongs in Foxborough. 

Weld, for his part, might do well to get 
his hands dirty and take a stronger stand 
on the issue. 

As for Bob Kraft — well, at this point 
he’s best off keeping his mouth shut. ®

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WE HOLD THIS truth to be self-evident: Boston’s 
public schools blow. 

Some, of course, are worse than others. And a few — 
especially among the elementary schools — are even 
very good. But mostly, overwhelmingly, they blow. 


What proportion of Boston’s high-school juniors can 
read at grade level? Twenty-four percent, thank you, 
and that remarkable showing actually includes students 
from the exam schools, which require a test for admit- 
tance. What proportion of 11th graders demonstrate 
similar competence in math? Six (6) percent. Boston 
Latin, anyone? Yeah, yeah, take a number. 


How did the city’s schools get this way? 
It depends who you ask. Maybe it was de- 
segregation, or court-ordered busing, or 
racism. Maybe it was apathetic teachers, or 
parents, or students. Maybe it was the 
unions, school committees, city councils, 
or mayors, all playing politics with educa- 
tion. Maybe it was because the economy, 
or the family, collapsed. Or maybe because 
everybody was — and still is — so ob- 
sessed with where kids go to school that 
they forgot all about what happens to them 
once they get there. 

Whatever the reason, the result is a system 
in which the teaching varies wildly between 
schools and classrooms. It’s a system in 
which it’s nearly impossible to track the per- 
formance of students and teachers because 
there are no reliable, standardized tests based 
on uniform curricula. And it’s a system in 
which the gap between the vast black and 
Hispanic majority and the diminishing white 
and Asian minority yawns wider with every 
grade. A system from which white, middle- 
class, and upper-working-class parents pull 
their kids, often moving out of Boston, leav- 
ing the city to the rich and the poor. 

To be sure, these problems are not unique 
to Boston. Nor are they new; the past two 
decades have been especially bad ones for the 
nation’s schools. It’s just that now, education 
has finally attained hot-button status (witness 

‘ Bob Dole’s tirade about “militant teachers’ 
unions” at the Republican convention). Ev- 

erybody seems to be talking about the sorry 
state of the schools. And everybody's got a 

cure for what ails them — vouchers, school 
choice, charter schools, uniforms, comput- 
ers, union-busting, reading volunteers, de- 

tention, even re-segregation. 

Here in Boston, 12 superintendents since 
1963 have tried to fix the schools. No dice. 
And though Bostonians aren't the only peo- 
ple in America to have lived through an 
ugly desegregation battle, they act as if they 
were, which makes education reform here 
an extra-perilous, politically charged un- 
dertaking, especially for outsiders. Some 
folks say the schools can't be fixed at all. 
Others say they can be saved, but only if 
somebody does it now, before the malaise 
consumes them. 

Enter Dr. Thomas W. Payzant, a man 
who is not quite the bomb many in this town 
have long maintained the system needs. 

He’s a man who was criticized as a can- 
didate for the superintendent’s job in mid 
1995 because he lacked charisma. A mild- 
mannered man who has been praised most 
often for quiet qualities like diligence, con- 
centration, and lack of ego. A man who 
hasn't lived here for 30 years. A man whose 
public persona to date has been marked by 
a kind of insistent blandness. 

But this is the man who, since October 
1995, has been working to save the Boston 
schools. He actually, fervently believes he 
can do it. Thing is, a lot of other people : 
think he can, too. PAYZANT IN SCHOOL: “You know at any moment he can drop in unannounced.” 
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Thomas Payzant leads 
a quiet revolution in 
Boston's Public Schools 


IT IS 7:20 on a bleak, frigid Monday 
morning. Payzant — 56, thin, with wire- 
rim glasses, prominent ears, and sandy hair 
— parks his dark-blue Ford Crown Victo- 
ria on the narrow street in front of East 
Boston High and walks straight in. “They'll 
be surprised to see us,” he says. 

Principal John Poto, a tall, round, gray- 
haired man, is just leaving his office when 
Payzant stops him short. Then comes the 
familiar routine: the second of recognition, 
the tiny step back, the step forward to hide 
the step back, the recomposure, and the 
overcompensatory welcome smile. “Wel- 
come!” says Poto. “Always good to see 
you!” He ushers Payzant into his office and 
pours him a cup of coffee. While most-of 
the school’s students settle into classes, 
Poto steels himself for Payzant’s questions. 

Payzant did this 125 times or more in 
his first year as superintendent, visiting 
each of the city’s schools at least once. He 
never tells them he’s coming. He says it's 
because he doesn’t want principals making 
a fuss, or preparing. Better, he says, to see 
the schools in their natural state. But the 
fact that the head of Boston’s Public 
schools could drop in at any time also 
works a special magic all its own. 

“That's the most dramatic thing [about 
Payzant],” says one principal. “You know 
at any moment he can drop in unan- 
nounced . . . looking at everything, all the 
data, the test scores, and asking the hard 
questions. We’ve never had that before.” 

Some principals are flustered, to say the 
least, by these visits. The fact that Payzant re- 
moved six of them last April for poor perfor- 
mance (and put another 10 on probation) 
may have something to do with that. Payzant 
talks very little on these outings. He asks 
questions, and listens — to the principals, 
the teachers, and especially the students. 
They, after all, have firsthand experience with 
the problems in Boston's public schools. 
Payzant takes it all in and stores it up. 

Driving to East Boston, Payzant was very 
serious, talking about his wife’s protracted 
cold, the schools he'll be visiting, his week- 
end (so packed with official engagements 
he didn’t have time to read a newspaper), 
the persistent problem of finding a good 
Chinese takeout near his South End home. 
He spoke ponderously, pausing often, 
weighing each phrase. He is now the same 
way with Poto: restrained. He laughs at 
jokes, but he doesn’t make them. 

“Tell me what you'd like to know,” offers 
the principal, sweating. The high schools 
have the system’s most intractable educa- 
tional and behavioral problems. In schools 
like East Boston High, the proverbial really 
hits the fan. In rigorous citywide assess- 
ments introduced last May, 85 percent of 
Poto’s ninth-graders scored below the na- 
tional average in reading. Thirty-five percent 
of his 1 1th graders demonstrated little or no 
mastery of age-appropriate reading skills. In 


math, 78 percent of his freshmen and 93 
percent of his juniors showed little or no 
mastery. It was Payzant who introduced the 
new test, even though he knew the scores 
would be abysmal; the old test was too easy, 
obscuring the severity of the problem. Then 
Payzant made the results public. This week, 
the schools department released report cards 
on each of the public schools, based partly 
on the new tests, mostly to help parents 
choose a school for their children. 

East Boston ‘High is beyond run-down. 
The bathrooms are ancient, say students, 
and dirty. The gym is barely usable. Mak- 
ing their way through dark hallways, Poto 
and Payzant come upon the Boston police 
officers who visit the school regularly, and 
the school security guards, who are there 
all the time. The kids here get on pretty 
well with one another. It’s safer than a lot 
of high schools, but the front doors are still 
locked most of the time. 

In the computer lab, the school’s 
$90,000 worth of hardware is being 
hooked up to the Internet. Here Payzant

learns that the school’s on-site computer 
technician doesn’t think computers are the 
best way to spend the department’s money. 
“If you have 50 or 60 million, do you spend 
it on early-childhood education, or this?” 
the technician asks Payzant. “I'd say early- 
childhood education. But | know there’s a 
lot of hype in the mayor's office.” The su- 
perintendent nods and moves on. 

By 9:30, Payzant is leaving, and as Poto 
walks him out, at least half a dozen stu- 
dents, heavy-lidded and two hours late, 
straggle past them. If being caught by the 
principal and the superintendent of Boston 
schools bothers them at all, these students 
don’t show it. 

These 90 minutes at East Boston High 
have shown Payzant a few of the reasons 
many parents with a choice pull their kids 
out of the public schools before freshman 
year. 

It’s not just the test results, though that’s 
where the whole mess finally shakes out: 
it’s what the kids are being taught, how 
they’re being taught, how much — and

where — money is being spent, lack of dis- 
cipline, apathy, mediocrity, and more. Add 
to that all of the social, economic, and 
emotional problems kids drag into the 
building every day and you've got a disaster 
so big that you start to wonder how the mi- 
nuscule percentage of them who do man- 
age to come out of the schools with a de- 
cent education can possibly do it. 


“BOSTON IS incredibly lucky to have got- 
ten Tom Payzant,” says Bob Schwartz, a 
lecturer at Harvard's Graduate School of 
Education. “He’s one of the four or five 
best urban superintendents in the country.” 

School-committce member Bill Spring 
says, “He's cnormously gifted, and you 
know you're not facing somebody who's 
resting on their ego, their reputation, or — 
worse — their PhD.” 

Payzant isn’t new to Boston. He grew up 
in Quincy, and, in his teens, he’d take the 
subway into Boston to see the dentist and 
first-run movies. The summer he was 13,

patchwork of 125 elementary schools,

in high schools, those proportions re- 
main fairly constant, but of the 2965 
white students left in the system, 1928 of 
them -—— 65 percent of white high-school 
students — go to one of the city’s three 
exam schools. 


The racial breakdown of the 4317 teach- 
ers in the system doesn’t match that of 
the students they teach: 

@ 26 percent are black 

@ 62 percent are white 

@ 12 percent are from other ethnic 
groups. 


Of the 15 public high schoois in Boston, 
four were placed on probation by the 
New England Association of Schools and 
Colleges because their buildings, li- 
braries, or computer resources were in- 
adequate: Boston High School, East 
Boston High, Hyde Park High, and 
Charlestown High. Three more 

—~ Dorchester High, the English 
High, and Boston Latin — were 
given warnings. Although much 

is made of Boston schools’ ac- 
creditation woes, there are good 
schools on warning and proba- 
tion, and fully accredited bad 
schools. Payzant hopes his re- 
forms will produce more-reliable 
indicators of a school’s quality. 


He began last year by introducing 
a new citywide exam, the Stan- 
ford 9 Achievement Test, to pub- 
lic-school students. The results 
weren't pretty, but, Payzant main- 
tains, they were realistic. This 
week, his department released re- 
_ port cards for every city school 
_ based partly on the Stanford 9 re- 
- gults, The aim was to help parents choose - 
a school for their children. The bonus: the _ 





_ report cards will be one way of charting — 
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his mother, a teacher, made him take a six- 


week typing course at one of the business’ 
schools downtown. 

Payzant married Ellen Watson, a social 
worker, when they were both 21, in 1961. 
He’d wanted to go into a marine officers’ 


training program, but failed the physical — 


knee surgery for a college athletic injury. 
By the end of the 60s, he’d changed his 
mind about the Vietnam War, but he had 
little time for street protests. He was work- 
ing toward a master’s and a PhD in educa- 
tion at Harvard, and he had three children 
to support. 

It was a different Boston then, he says: 
the city is so much more diverse now, with 
so many Hispanic and Asian immigrants. 
When he was growing up, race was as im- 
portant a part of this city’s culture as it is 
now. But he thinks this city feels its deseg- 
regation wounds too keenly. “People tend 
to think issues around race are unique in 
Boston,” he says. Sometimes, a yellow bus 
is just a yellow bus, and not, as Payzant 
puts it, “a symbol for what people did and 
didn’t like about desegregation.” 

He got his first superintendency in 1969, 
in Springfield, Pennsylvania, then went on 
to Eugene, Oregon, and Oklahoma City. 
He was appointed superintendent of the 
San Diego Unified School District in 1982, 
and stayed there 11 years. The average 
tenure of urban superintendents is 30 
months. 

San Diego is one of Payzant’s proudest 
achievements. In 1982, the San Diego pub- 
lic schools, like many urban districts, had 
reached a new low. The superintendent and 
school board were constantly at war. 
Dropout rates were high and test scores 
low, especially among minorities. 

Payzant’s tenure changed that. Test 
scores for students in San Diego’s public 
schools rose steadily with each of his first 
six years as superintendent. In 1986, the 
year the district began recording dropout 
rates, 6.2 percent of high-school students 
dropped out. Dropouts peaked in 1989 at 
6.9 percent, but, by the time Payzant had 
left the district, only four percent of high-

school students were dropping out. 

The board liked Payzant, too. After his 
first few years in San Diego, Payzant had 
even won over the unions — no mean feat 
after their first contract negotiations, dur- 
ing which union members wore buttons 
reading PAY US, NOT PAY ZANT. 

His strategy was fairly simple. First, he

shrank the bureaucracy. In his first few 
years in San Diego, a district twice the size 
of Boston’s, Payzant cut his central-office 


staff by a third, and decentralized the entire 


system, involving the schools more closely 
in decisions affecting them. 


Second, he made the schools’ leaders ac- 


countable for what went on in their 
schools. If principals had more right than 
ever to shape what happened in their 
schools, Payzant was going to make them 
more responsible than ever, too. 

Third, and Payzant is most proud of this, 
his administration developed core curricula 
— requirements every kid had to meet to 
advance a grade — and established chal- 
lenging, citywide tests to make sure the cur- 
ricula were being learned. Raise the bar, test 


properly, and encourage kids, his philosophy 
went, and performance will be raised as well, 


even for disadvantaged students. 

He’d done what had seemed impossible 
in the early ’80s. “The culture of that dis- 
trict has been significantly altered,” says 
Bob Schwartz of Harvard. Three ytars af- 
ter Payzant left, his initiatives in San Diego 
live. “The people Payzant put in place, and 
the agenda, have stayed in place,” he says. 

Payzant left San Diego in 1993 to join 
Clinton’s Department of Education as an 
assistant secretary for elementary and sec- 
ondary education. In his two and a half 
years in Washington, Payzant helped get 
education bills through Congress, including 
Goals 2000, the Educate America Act, 
which set voluntary, general national edu- 
cation standards and provided for funding 
so that states could come up with their own 
specific learning guidelines. 

He also learned a great deal about poli- 
tics, which would come in handy soon 
enough. Payzant says he missed the schools 
while he was in Washington. In the sum- 
mer of 1995, he headed for Boston. 


RON JACKSON, principal of the McKay 
School, a K-8 in East Boston, greets his 
surprise visitor, pulls on his gloves, and — 
even though it is freezing, and he is fight- 
ing a cold — goes outside to greet his stu- 
dents, as he usually does. Twenty yellow 


buses stop at the school’s

|. hood kids. As they get off 

4 the buses, some of the 
younger children hug Jackson’s knees hel- 
lo. Payzant laughs. 

Inside the McKay, Payzant passes from 
room to room as the students write in their 
journals. He reads over their shoulders, asks 
them about their weekends, and when a mis- 
erable 10-year-old spends five minutes 
telling him about her awful weekend and her 
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family troubles, he listens sympathetically, 
gives her a pat on the shoulder, and says, “I 
hope your week is better,” satisfying her. 
The classroom walls are crammed with 
kids’ art and Christmas decorations and 
learning aids, but amidst the colorful chaos 
is an interesting detail. On some of the 
walls, teachers have posted goals. “Stu- 
dents will be able to write well-organized 
essays, letters and research papers . . . will 


make effective oral presentations, using ap- 


propriate language, making eye contact, 
using visual aids,” read some. 

These are the Citywide Learning Stan- 
dards. In other developed countries — 
Germany, Japan, Australia — standards 
like these are a no-brainer, having been in 
place for decades. In America, the 
groundswell for uniform curricula began 
only about 10 years ago. 

Without standards, there is chaos. With- 
out some central plan, what teachers teach 
has varied enormously, not just from 
school to school, but also from classroom 
to classroom. And from grade to grade. 
Since there are no clear requirements for 
promotion from one grade to the next, it’s 
been impossible to assume anything about 
kids’ knowledge. Lessons taught to some 
eighth graders and not to others would be 
taught to all of them in the ninth. 

In Boston, as elsewhere, the bar has long 
been low. Many students have managed to 
scrape through the grades with the most ba- 
sic skills and knowledge, some with less than 
that. Without uniform standards, without 
constants against which to measure their 
progress, keeping tabs on students’ perfor- 
mances, or on those of teachers, principals, 
and entire schools across the system, was 
like trying to pin Jell-O to a wall. 

So if an 11th-grader was reading at 
sixth-grade level, it was impossible to 
know if that was because of the student, or 
because of the teachers she’d-had. It has 
been impossible to isolate the causes of 
Boston’s rotten test scores. And if it is im- 
possible to isolate problems, it’s hard to 
hold anybody accountable for them, or to 
come up with solutions. 

“Nothing happened to anybody if the 
kids didn’t learn,” says Ellen Guiney, exec- 
utive director of the Boston Plan for Excel- 
lence in Public Schools, a corporate coali- 
tion, “except to the kids.” 

So Payzant made it his first priority to 
get standards written. On June 19, the Bos- 
ton School Committee approved uniform 
standards in English, mathematics, social 
studies, and science for every classroom in 
the city. That was the easy part. Over the 
next five years, the Boston Public Schools 
will spend several million dollars a year to 
buy instructional materials, train ed- 
ucators, and develop assessment 
procedures based on the standards, 
one subject at a time. That’s the 
hard part. Some teachers have com- 
plained that the curricula are hard to 
use, and that Payzant and his com- 
mittee didn’t consult enough of 
them when they were being written. 
There are wrinkles to smooth. But 
by June of 2001, if all goes accord- 
ing to plan, every Boston public 
school should be in sync, and test 
scores, theoretically, will have im- 
proved markedly. 

Jackson, of the McKay School, says 
his teachers are much more focused 
now on how their students are per- 
forming. They’re working on improv- 
ing their lessons to meet the stan- 
dards. They’re being called upon to 
do much more than ever before, to 
spend time planning lessons and at- 
tending professional-development 
sessions to meet the new guidelines 
(all of which will probably be a factor 
in Payzant’s negotiations with the 
Boston Teachers Union this month). 

“We have to do a few things well,” 
Payzant is fond of saying at public appear- 
ances. He is narrowly, intensely focused on 
teaching and learning. Introducing stan- 
dards, which Payzant has repeatedly said is 
key to his entire plan to reform the schools, 
doesn’t seem like an earth-shattering place 
to begin fixing the system. It’s a conserva- 
tive start, way inside the classrooms; the re- 
sults won’t be visible for years. It’s not ex- 
tending the year or corporal punishment or 
turning the schools over. to the private sec-

tor. It’s not one computer for every four 
children (which, since it was in Menino’s 
State of the City address last year, will hap- 
pen, too). It’s not the stuff of stumps and 
headlines. It’s a plan for quiet, deliberate 
change. Its personality matches Payzant’s. 


IN THE cafeteria at the James W. Henni- 
gan Elementary School, in Jamaica Plain, a 
fifth-grader, the frizz coming back into her 
straightened hair, all Nautica down jacket 
and sass, sidles up to Payzant. “What do 
you do here?” she asks him loudly, looking 
him straight in the eyes. 

“I’m the superintendent,” he replies, 
smiling down at her. 

“What does the superintendent do?” 

“Well,” he says, pointing to school prin- 
cipal Eleanor Perry, “who is this?” 

“The principal.” 

“And what does the principal do?” asks 
Payzant. 

“She’s the boss of the school.” 

“Well, I’m the boss of all the principals.” 

The girl’s eyes go wide, and, to Payzant’s 
delight, she is momentarily dumbstruck. 
More than any other superintendent before 
him, Payzant has made it clear that he is 
the boss of all the principals. He has also 
made it clear that the principals are ac- 
countable for what goes on in their schools. 
And not just on his surprise visits. 

When he arrived here, there were 40 “lev- 
el administrators” whose job was to act as li- 
aisons between the principals and the super- 
intendent. Payzant did away, with them. He 
then reorganized the 125 schools into 10 
area “clusters,” each led by one principal, 
whose job, the theory goes, is to mentor and 
troubleshoot, not to boss the others around. 
The 10 leaders, in turn, compose half of 
Payzant’s cabinet, with strong voices in for- 
mulating policy for all of the schools. 

Now the principals have direct access to 
Payzant, but they also answer directly to 
him. “In the old days,” says Boston Latin 
head Michael Contompasis, “you could get 
lost in the bureaucracy.” Now there’s 
nowhere to hide. 

Before Payzant arrived, principals who 
weren't working out were relocated to dif- 
ferent jobs, maybe, but they got to retain the 
rank — and pay — of principals. When 
Payzant found out about 15 such cases in a 
meeting during his first few months here, his 
jaw dropped. And shortly thereafter, those 
former principals’ salaries did likewise. 

Now, this is what happens to principals 
who demonstrate an inability to improve 
teaching and learning in their schools: they 
get canned. In his first six months, Payzant 
evaluated all of the principals in the system. 
And then he removed six of them. Publicly. 
That Payzant announced the removals, in- 
stead of quietly moving the principals along 
to other positions (they could still return to 
teaching or become assistant’principals), 
marked an enormous change. °* 

Some educators were angry that he 





Payzant wants to make sure that every student 


hadn’t given the principals time to improve 
their performances. It was, counters anoth- 
er principal, “a terrific wake-up call.” 
Some principals, in fact, think he needs 
to go even further. “What's needed,” says 
Boston Latin’s Michael Contompasis, “is a 
certain amount of accountability for every- 
one — administrators, students, and teach- 
ers. Right now, the principal is the only one 
on the line.” Since 1993, principals have 
been ineligible for union membership. Not 
so the teachers, who, Payzant concedes, are 
very difficult to fire. When one of the six 
canned principals announced his departure 
to his teachers, according to a Herald re- 
port, he said, “This is the price one pays 
for being a principal. The buck, indeed, 
stops here. | have taken your sword.” 
Payzant says making teachers account- 
able is largely the job of the principals. But 
he acknowledges that in the past, principals 
who tried to fire bad teachers were burned 
because the school department at Court 
Street didn’t back them up. So the bad 
teachers have been passed around, a bur- 
den shared by all the schools and borne by 
the students. Payzant vows to change that. 
Will the union stand in the way? If it gets 
ugly, Payzant will at least have experience. 
When he canned four principals in Oregon, 
they brought a lawsuit against him. But 
Payzant insists that the Boston Teachers 
Union doesn’t want to defend somebody 
who is incompetent, and that, as long as a 
teacher’s rights aren’t violated, the BTU 
won't stand in the way of their dismissal. 


SOME OF his critics suggest Payzant un- 
derestimates just how politically charged 
education in this city is. His attempts to 
change the culture of school administrators 
at Court Street is a case in point. 

For Payzant’s plan to work, he has to up- 
end the way program administrators — the 
people at the top of the system who control 
its resources — do their jobs. Instead of the 
folks at Court Street telling schools what to 
do, Payzant wants the schools telling Court 
Street what they need. And the recovering 
bureaucrats (newly named “Team Leaders” 
— Payzant didn’t completely miss the '60s, 
after all) attend to those needs. 

“People in Court Street were rewarded 
for directing and telling,” says Janice Jack- 
son, Payzant’s deputy superintendent. 
“Now we have to change those roles. We've 
got good people, and we have to help them 
do a job in a different way.” 

So sometimes folks at Court Street ap- 
plied the rules too blindly. And sometimes 
they didn’t apply the rules-blindly enough. 
Last year, Payzant’s administration came 
up with a new formula for allocating funds 
to schools so the amount of money they get 
no longer depends on whom they ask. 

“We've been trying to create an infras- 
tructure where it doesn’t matter who you 
know,” says Jackson, “Few understood the

process of allocating funds before. Last 
year, if you asked the right person the right 
question, you’d get your money. We want- 
ed no under-the-table stuff.” 

Payzant and Jackson say they’re making 
progress at Court Street. But many people 
involved in education, even those who are 
fans of the new superintendent, say they're 
dreaming. 

“There are still bunches of central people 
who think their job is to see to it that all the 
rules are obeyed,” says Ellen Guiney of the 
Boston Plan for Excellence. And that is a 
long and proud tradition downtown. Court 
Street is stacked with people who signed on 
for the long haul — and staked out their 
territory — years ago. The whole building, 
insiders say, is rife with petty territorial bat- 
tles, office politics, and pessimism. 

The red tape is thick, and many of the 
people who've seen five superintendencies in 
10 years have no interest in helping Payzant 
cut it. “The system is so entrenched,” says 
Maryellen Smith of Critical Friends, an edu- 
cation-reform group. “There’s such a cul- 
ture of aversion to change.” 

Hubie Jones, also of Critical Friends, 
takes an even dimmer view. Not only do 
the people at Court Street not want to 
change; even if they did, he says, they still 
wouldn't be very good at their jobs. “He 
needs a leadership team of his and Janice 
Jackson’s quality,” says Jones. “It can’t be 
the Tom and Janice show, and right now it 
is. They'll burn themselves out. It’s a very 
complex and politicized scene here.” 

One person who has watched education 
here for years says, “[The people under 
Jackson and Payzant] are not the people 
who are going to bring Boston to the 
promised land.” 

If those critics are right, the greatest ob- 
stacle to Payzant’s success may be right in 
the building — or, say others, just around 
the corner, in City Hall. 

This is the first time Payzant has dealt with 
city politics. His previous school districts 
were independent, their school committees 
funded directly by state legislatures. “Had I 


come to Boston directly from San Diego,” 
Payzant says, “the politics would have made 
me more uncomfortable than they do.” 
Mayor Menino clearly preferred Payzant 
from the start to the other finalists for su- 
perintendent, New York City superinten- 
dent Anthony Alvarado and then—Chelsea 
receiver Harry Spence. Some of Menino’s 


education, who wants to call the shots and 
does call the shots,” says City Councilor 
Peggy Davis-Mullen. “Payzant is safe, and 
he’s the first superintendent, probably in 
decades, who has that safety. But there’s a 
cost for that safety.”

critics suggest he chose Payzant over a 
more outspoken Spence, or a more charis- 
matic Alvarado, because he did not want to 
share the limelight.

In January 1995, Menino, hitherto the 
Action Mayor, renamed himself the Educa- 
tion.Mayor and told Boston he wanted his 
administration judged by its record on ed- 
ucation. Menino’s commitment marks 
quite a departure. Mayor Kevin White veri- 
ly sprinted away from education during the 
"70s, when the busing battle looked like it 
might cost votes. Ray Flynn introduced an 
appointed school committee, then did little 
with his new control, having been present- 
ed by the outgoing elected committee with 
a superintendent — Lois Harrison-Jones 
— he wasn't crazy about. With an ap- 
pointed school committee, a superinten- 
dent of his own choosing, and a public 
commitment to education as his first prior- 
ity, Menino has bound his political for- 
tunes to what Payzant does. 

“We have a mayor who is very active in 


recalls one advantage of more turbulent 
times. “In the past, if a superintendent 
made a tough or unpopular choice, it didn’t 
reflect on the mayor,” he says. “That's all 
changed. The mayor's accountability on 
education will have a major effect on 
Payzant’s flexibility.” 

“Payzant has complete autonomy,” coun- 
ters Menino. “I don’t get involved in his 
day-to-day operations. That’s why I have 
him. He knows a lot more about urban edu- 
cation than I will ever know.” Payzant has 
hardly made the kind of decisions so far that 
would put Menino in an uncomfortable po- 
sition. It would be interesting to see how 
supportive Menino would be of him if 
Payzant were to do something that would 
make folks in Southie angry. In San Diego, 
for example, Payzant forbade Boy Scouts 
from meeting during school hours because 
of their policy against homosexuals. It's hard 
to imagine Menino throwing his heft behind 
something like that. 

Docs Menino call the shots? Payzant says 
no. “I don’t go to him for approval,” says 
the superintendent, “but if he’s going to get 
behind a budget and support it in city coun- 
cil, then yes, I'm going to work very closely 
with the mayor and his people. It’s a very 
open kind of relationship, and he’s really 


given me a lot of rein, and by the same token 
I have a lot of respect for him and try to 
make sure there are no surprises.” 

Whether his money comes from the state 
or the city, Payzant says, the basic rule is 
the same: “If you don’t produce, you're 
gone.” He accepted a five-year contract, be- 
cause it takes that long to see results, but he 
doesn’t fret about what will happen when it 
expires. “This is my eighth retirement sys- 
tem in 35 years,” he says. “Job security has 
never been a fundamental issue for me.” 


IT IS 9 p.m. on a Thursday, and, having 
started the day at 7 a.m., Payzant is still in 
his Court Street office. This is not unusual. 
He puts in between 12 and 18 hours a day. 
This job is more demanding of him than 
any he’s had. Part of it is the newness. He 
also has to meet with a lot of organizations 
with interests in education, and they won't 
accept a substitute, even though Deputy 
Janice Jackson, whom he brought with him 
from Washington, plays as big a role in the 
system as he does. 

So he can’t run anymore, or go to the 
gym, which he did three times a week in 
Washington. (His New Year’s resolution is 
to find the time this year.) He hasn't read 
a novel since last summer's vacation at his 
beloved “cross between a cabin and a small 
house” eight miles from Sisters, Oregon. 
(He read David Guterson’s Snow Falling 
on Cedars.) 

Even without all that, the last year hasn’t 
been an easy one for Payzant. In March, he 
“got into hot water,” as he puts it, because he 
tried to close down Roxbury’s Phillis Wheat- 
ley Middle School to make way for a per- 
forming-arts high school. That led to an up- 
roar, both because Payzant hadn’t consulted 
parents and community groups — ironic in 
the light of his bottom-up philosophy — and 
because the Wheatley served predominantly 
black students. The proposal was “viewed by 
many as one more example of blacks getting 
the short end of the stick,” he says. Payzant 
had stepped right info that place where a yel- 
low bus packs major metaphor.

though he hasn’t ruled out a future closure of Wheatley. 

Then there was the GED flap. State Board of Education 
chairman John Silber wanted high-school students to pass 
the GED exam as a condition for graduation. Payzant 
maintained the test would be a distraction from the larger 
reforms he was proposing. They spent a month arguing 
about it, Silber spewing fire and brimstone and when-I- 
was-a-boy rhetoric, Payzant quietly maintaining his posi- 
tion, repeating the mantra “We’ve got to do a few things 
well.” Payzant played the tortoise to Silber’s hare. The 
GED proposal crashed and burned. 

The Boston Latin suit was a doozy. Sitting in his office 
on this Thursday night, Payzant is happy to talk about the 
admissions policy and minority set-asides at the exam 
school, jewel in the BPS crown. The policy was called into 
question by a lawsuit filed on behalf of Julia McLaughlin, an 
applicant rejected because she was white. Judge Arthur 
Garrity, whose 1975 busing decision led to Boston Latin’s 
minority set-asides in the first place, ordered last November 
that McLaughlin be allowed to graduate from the school 
and urged the school committee to come up with a new ad- 
missions policy. 

So the previous night, Payzant’s school committee had 
approved a plan to reduce the number of racial set-asides 
for blacks and Hispanics, and to up the percentage of stu- 
dents admitted on entrance-exam rank alone. 

“But, you know, the really interesting figures,” he says, 
concern “what happens to students once they get into the 
exam schools.” Of all the students who passed through Latin 
between 1992 and 1996, he says, only 68.1 percent collected 
diplomas from the school. Some moved away, some didn’t 
like the curriculum, and some were struggling academically. 
More amazing, of all of the students admitted to the school 
on minority set-asides, only 38.4 percent graduated from 
Boston Latin. 

Payzant says students admitted to Boston Latin need more 
support once they get there. But he’s also aiming for a school 
system where the whole city won’t have to be beating on the 
doors of the exam schools as the only hope for a good educa- 
tion. The Latin figures are central to his outlook on schools. 

But they also challenge it. Here is the best school in the city, 
and there’s still an enormous disparity between the experiences 
of white/Asian and minority students. Payzant’s critics suggest 
that his reforms will do little to change such inequities. 

“Standards and curriculum don’t come to terms with the 
culture in the schools,” says Ann Wheelock, an education 
author. “In Boston, the culture in a lot of schools is based on 
the belief that only a few kids can really succeed.” 

And despite Payzant’s success and accolades in San Diego, 
the fact remains that he was unable to close the gap between 
minority students and their white and Asian counterparts. 
Raising the bar did not guarantee that every student would 
jump higher. Not that he didn’t try: he offered teachers work- 
shops in black English, to help them understand students bet- 
ter, and put programs in place in four schools to provide extra 
help for black males. He did not, as last week’s New Republic 
asserted, introduce Ebonics in San Diego, according to both 
his spokesperson here and an administrator in San Diego. 

Despite his initiatives, the performance of minority stu- 
dents in San Diego continued to lag.

CLEARLY, THE kind of school reform Payzant has begun 
— and the extra work it requires — will be a picnic for nei- 
ther students nor teachers. It’s enough to make some veter- 
ans of the system, who have seen so many superintendents 
come and go over the.years, nod and smile and just wait for 
that revolving door downtown to complete yet another of its 
inevitable revolutions. 

Except, for the first time in a long while, it doesn’t look 
like that door will be spinning anytime soon. 

Often, superintendents have to solve puzzles to be able to 
do their jobs, fitting together the unions, politicians, the 
school committee, parents, and the business community — 
some or all of whom often have competing interests — to 
achieve anything. That does not seem to be the case in Bos- 
ton, at least for the moment. 

Payzant entered a Boston school system that is more sta- 
ble politically than it has been in decades. He has Menino on 
his side. He works with an appointed — not elected — 
school committee, which theoretically does away with com- 


peting constituents and the need for political favors, allowing | 


its seven members to concentrate on education policy. And 
the business community, which bankrolled last November’s 
campaign to retain the appointed committee, seems happy to 
help out, too. Even the Boston Teachers Union likes him. 

There are those who say setting academic standards isn’t 
ambitious enough for a system with problems like Boston’s. 
Or that Payzant’s plan will take too long to implement, and 
that parents with kids in the system right now won’t see 
changes in time to benefit from them. That his proposals are 
too modest altogether. 

But modest or no, if he continues as he has been, =o can 
deal with the political obstacles, those proposals could make 
the Boston Public Schools unrecognizable by the turn of the 
century. 

“Right now in Boston there’s a unique alignment. Every- 
»ody is reading off the same page,” says Neil Sullivan, of the 
Boston Private Industry Council. “No one’s blaming any- 
sody, for once, and if you’re ever going to achieve your life- 
long career goal, this is the time and this is the place.” @

things couldn’t be better between him 


F and the reporters who cover his ad- 


ministration. “I have a great relationship 
with the media,” he insists. As good as Ray 
Flynn, who built his career by assiduously 
tending to the needs and egos of the press? 
“The difference is that I don’t court them 
every day,” Menino replies. “I just do my ev- 
eryday job, and when they call, I’m helpful 
to them the best I can.” 

But as Menino approaches the fourth an- 
niversary of his accidental rise to the may- 
oralty, there are warning signs that all is not 
well between him and the local journalistic 
community. 

Both on and off the record, reporters and 
editors agree that Menino is generally acces- 
sible, and rarely freezes out reporters who’ve 
angered him. Observers say that’s a signifi- 
cant departure from Flynn, whose appoint- 
ment as US ambassador to the Vatican 
paved the way for Menino’s ascension, and 
from Kevin White, mayor from 1968 to ’83, 
who came from the don’t-get-mad-get-even 
school of politics. 


thin skin, traits that are at odds with his

To his credit, the mayor is universally re- 
garded as someone who gets over his piques 
of anger quickly. Sciacca, for instance, re- 
calls being confronted by Menino on City 
Hall Plaza after he had written an unflatter- 
ing column. “He sees me, points, and 
screams, ‘I’m not talking to you,’ ” Sciacca 
says. “Two weeks later we were having 
lunch. I don’t think he holds grudges.” 

Says Menino: “That is my style. I might 
say, “‘You’re a knucklehead.’ But then an 
hour or two later it’s forgotten. Some in the 
media probably don’t like it, but that’s the 
way I am. I believe in being honest with peo- 
ple. Once you get cute, you get in trouble.” 

But as Menino moves toward his second 
term, tensions between him and the media 
are likely to increase. 

For one thing, despite the press’s general- 
ly respectful treatment of Menino’s gover- 
nance, there’s been a cruel streak that occa- 
sionally surfaces because of his tongue-tied 
speaking style. Examples range from a Bos- 
ton Globe feature by Joseph Kahn this past 
November 18, in which Menino was charac- 
terized as “The Mayor Who Mistook His 
Tongue for a Torque Wrench,” to a tally of 
Menino’s malapropisms in a recent issue of 
Boston magazine, in which it was recalled 
that Menino once referred to the city’s 
shortage of parking spaces as “an Alcatraz 
around my neck.” 

Both Kahn and Boston editor Craig Unger 
say they didn’t hear from the mayor after- 
ward, though Kahn adds archly that he and 
Jacque Goddard had “a frank and thought- 
ful exchange of views.” (Says Goddard: “Joe 
wrote a superficial piece, which is not what I 
expected out of him.”) And both men re- 
ceived invitations to the mayor’s Christmas 
party, where Unger says Menino promised 
his cooperation for a future Boston profile.

only poison the relationship between the 
press and City Hall. 

WRKO Radio talk-show host (and Herald 
columnist) Howie Carr, who tagged Menino 
with the nickname “Mumbles,” and who oc- 
casionally broadcasts Menino soundbites for 
laughs, has been unable to get Menino on 
his show for three years, with.the exception 
of a recent joint appearance with Providence 
mayor Buddy Cianci. 

“I’m not complaining,” Carr says. “I un- 
derstand there’s a price to be paid for pok- 
ing fun at a guy. But some people take it 
better than others.” Menino denies any ani- 
mus between him and Carr, and says he 
would consider appearing on the show again 
if invited. But Goddard probably represents 
Menino’s true feelings when she bristles at 
Carr’s “cheap shots” and says the mayor has 
no intention of doing the Carr show. 

Though the japes over Menino’s syntacti- 
cally unorthodox speaking style help set a 
tone, a far more important issue is the me- 
dia’s role in Boston’s current political cli- 
mate. With a strong-mayor system of govern- 
ment, an undistinguished city council, and 
the likelihood of an uncontested re-election 
campaign, the only real opposition Menino 
faces at the moment is the press. In a climate 
in which no one else is asking hard questions, 
it must fall to reporters to push Menino on 
his troubled efforts to put forth a develop- 
ment plan, on his oft-cited lack of an overar- 
ching vision, and on the progress of his work 
to reform the citys disastrous school system 
(see “Class Struggles,” page 10). 

Yet if one recent example is any indica- 
tion, the way Menino responds to tough re- 
porting is not particularly encouraging. 

It was around 8:30 p.m. on Wednesday, 
December 11. Marisa Lago, the director of 
the Boston Redevelopment Authority, had 
resigned earlier that day amid criticism that 
Menino consistently turned for development 
advice toa small group of Hyde Park 
cronies rather than to her. And Patriots 
owner Bob Kraft was under fire from South 
Boston officials for his plan to build a foot- 
ball stadium on the waterfront. 

In the Herald newsroom, editor Andy 
Costello, news editor Andy Tomolonis, and 
Joe Sciacca were planning the next day’s front 
page. The main head — HUB OF CHAOS — 
had already been stripped in. On the left-hand 
side of the page was a Peter Gelzinis column 
on Southie’s opposition to Kraft’s plan, and 
on the right, Andrea Estes and Joe Batten- 
feld’s story of Lago’s resignation, beneath a 
blank space where the subhead would go. ; 

Sciacca had a suggestion: REDEVELOP- 
MENT BOSS QUITS, LEAVING MENINO MUM- 
BLING. In it went. “We were just throwing 
around different possibilities,” Sciacca re- 
calls. “It was no big deal.” 

That’s not how it was seen on Thursday 
morning at City Hall. Indeed, the Herald’s 
“Inside Track” reported on Friday that 
Menino “threw a major hissy fit, . . . uttered 
more than a few four-letter words and even 
kicked a door! Guess the tongue-tied Tom 
didn’t like the headline about him mum- 
bling.” (Menino and Goddard both insist 
that it was HUB OF CHAOS that angered them, 
not the reference to “mumbling.”) 

On Friday, Herald publisher Pat Purcell 
summoned editorial-page editor Shelly Co- 
hen and asked her to set up an air-clearing 
meeting with Menino. The meeting, which 
took place in the mayor’s office the follow- 
ing Monday, included Purcell, Costello, 
Menino, Goddard, and Andrew Gully, the 
paper’s managing editor for news. (Cohen 
had just departed on a vacation.) But rather 
than removing toxic particulates from the at- 
mosphere, the meeting, if anything, resulted 
in a rise of the smog index. The reason: the 
two sides disagree on what they were meet- 
ing about in the first place. 

“The Herald called me and asked to 
come in to see me to apologize for that 
headline,” says Menino. Wrong, says Co- 
hen: “That wouldn’t have been appropri- 
ate. I don’t have anything to do with the 
news side of the operation.” 

At the meeting, Menino adds, the paper 
again proffered an apology. Wrong again, 
says Costello, asserting that as far as he was 
concerned, the purpose of the meeting was 
to discuss what, if anything, the city might 
be willing to do for the Patriots. 

“Was there an apology for the headline? 
No,” Costello says. “I was certainly aware 
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that the mayor wasn’t happy with it. As edi- 
tor of the paper, I told him I'd take responsi- 
bility for the headline, but I did not apolo- 
gize for it.” Indeed, sources say that Gully 
told Menino point-blank that the head accu- 
rately depicted the day’s news. 

That’s debatable. After all, since Lago had 
widely been described as being out of the 
loop, it’s hard to see how her departure 
could have contributed to any chaos regard- 
ing the future of development in Boston. As 












for Gelzinis’s column, it seems clear that, as | t 4 NM E S Ss 
far as South Boston was concerned, Bob 
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Kraft was creating chaos entirely on his own. 

But even though the headline was unfair, 
Menino, by claiming that Herald managers 
came crawling to him to apologize, botched 
an attempt to improve what could become a 
troubled relationship. 

Menino’s inability to stifle the urge to 
gloat may stem from his alleged insecurities. 
A number of observers have noted that un- 
like Kevin White, who was born into two 
prominent political families, and unlike Ray 
Flynn, who was a college basketball star who 
nearly played for the Boston Celtics, Tom 
Menino harbors the resentments of a self- 
made man, quickly taking umbrage at any 
sign of disrespect. Before being elected to 
the city council, in 1983, Menino had la- 
bored mainly as an aide to former state sen- 
ator Joe Timilty. And though his mastery of 
the inside game led to his eventual election 
as council president, few in the city had ever 
heard of him before Flynn’s 1993 departure 
made him acting mayor. He became a 
household name only by defeating 
then—state representative Jim Brett in a spe- 
cial mayoral election that fall. 

“I think he actually likes to feel like he 
has the power to humiliate people,” a for- 
mer department head told the Globe’s 
Scot Lehigh in a Focus piece on Menino’s 
temper last March. 

That’s almost surely too harsh. But Meni- 
no, in his dealings with the media, often re- 
flects the narrow, inward-looking Boston of 
which he is a part, rarely evoking the expan- 
siveness of his predecessors. 

“More troublesome to me than his temper 
is his reflexive parochialism,” says WLVI-TV 
(Channel 56) political reporter and Globe 
columnist Jon Keller, who’s had his ups and 
downs with Menino. He cites as an example 
an occasion several years ago when he con- 
fronted Menino with FBI statistics showing 
that Boston’s crime problem was worse than 
the mayor was willing to admit. Menino’s 
response, according to Keller: “What do you 
know about this city anyway? You don’t 
even live in this city. You live in Brookline.” 
(For the record, Keller lives in Belmont.) 

Keller sees Menino’s reaction as an exten- 
sion of the resentment that many Boston na- 
tives harbor toward outsiders — out-of- 
town liberals dictating to city residents, a 
federal judge foisting a well-intentioned but 
destructive school-desegregation plan on the 
city two decades ago, city employees who 
moved to the suburbs, prompting the city to 
adopt an inflexible residency requirement. 

“You're going to write this piece,” Keller 
says, “and Boston voters, that ever-dwin- 
dling breed, are going to read it and say, 
‘Look at that. Media people are upset about 
Tommy Menino getting upset with them. 
Way to go, Tommy.’” 

Maybe so. But Menino’s going to have to 
live with the media for some time to come. 
And though he claims to be unaffected by 
the rough-and-tumble of the relationship, 
the hurt shows through nevertheless. 

“I understand the media better than most 
people,” he says. “They have to make these 
statements every once in a while. I’m the 
mayor of the city. I’m fair game. Do I like 
it? No, of course not. I don’t like any of that 
stuff. But if they said good things about me 
all the time, nobody would read it.” 

A tolerant view, perhaps, but a reactive one 
as well. If Menino is to create a legacy as 
someone who was more than a pothole may- 
or, an urban mechanic who paved the way for 
the next visionary leader, he’ll have to reach 
out, explain, persuade. And he’ll need the me- 
dia in order to do that. Ultimately it’s not so 
much about returning or not returning phone 
calls, or yelling or not yelling at reporters. It’s 
about articulating a sense of where the city is 
and where it should be going. x 
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that message.

IVE-AND-A-HALF-YEAR-OLD “Christopher” 


[names in quotes have been changed] saw a little boy in 


his kindergarten class shoving one of his classmates a 


few weeks ago. Apparently, the little boy wanted to play with 


the classroom’s Buzz Lightyear toy, so he pushed the little 
girl who had it in her hands. 


“So I told him, ‘Don’t do that. You can’t touch people like 


that because it’s not nice and it hurts people’,” explains 


Christopher, shaking his finger in the air to show how he in- 


terceded. “Just like no one is allowed to touch my mommy 
or make her cry.” 

Christopher isn’t parroting some textbook. He speaks 
from experience. Last year, as he stood in a kitchen door- 
way, Christopher saw his mother’s boyfriend — whom he 
calls “the bad man” — repeatedly punch his 27-year-old 
mother in the face. Then, over the course of six hours, the 
pudgy, soft-voiced boy watched the man and three of his 


friends brutally gang rape his mother on the kitchen table — 


the same table that Christopher now sits at to play with his 
Spider-Man action figure. 

Christopher’s mother, “Tricia,” explains that she endured 
three years of hell at the hands of her boyfriend, but 
that was the last time. When she saw her son’s little face, 
says Tricia, his wide eyes marked with silent tears as she lay 
across the kitchen table that night, she knew enough was 
enough. 


“(My boyfriend] is in prison now,” says Tricia, a part-time 


employee at a local convenience store who is only now, 
with the help of group therapy, recovering from the ex- 
perience. “But my biggest concern was what my son was 
feeling.” 

Fortunately for both of them, she can enroll her son in 
an award-winning citywide program designed to help 
kids like Christopher. The Child Witness to Violence 
Project takes as its impetus an important, though per- 
haps underappreciated, statistic: the majority of people 
who commit violent acts against others were witnesses to 
violence at a young age. Plenty of programs for rehabili- 
tating young criminals exist, but this is among the first 
that is trying to stop the cycle of violence even earlier. 
The idea is simple: children must not be allowed to learn 
that violence is an acceptable way to solve problems. 

“Our biggest hope,” says program director Betsy 
McAlister Groves, “is to separate fantasy from reality for 
these children.” 

One of 25 national finalists-for the Ford Founda- 
tion and Kennedy School of Government’s 10th an- 
nual Innovations in American Government awards, 
the program is a one-of-a-kind partnership between 
the Boston Police Department and the Department of 
Pediatrics at Boston Medical Center (formerly Boston 
City Hospital). The project began in 1992, when pe- 
diatric doctors at Boston Medical Center noticed they 
were treating a growing number of small children who 
had witnessed either street or domestic violence. 

To get a feel for how pervasive the problem was, 
McAlister Groves and other clinical therapists conducted 
a simple study of patients while they sat in the waiting 
room of the hospital. Of 125 mothers who filled out the 
survey, 10 percent said that their children had witnessed 
a knifing or a shooting by the age of six — the average 
age of the witness being 2.6. At that point, the doctors 
realized it was time to do something. 

The program is designed to use play therapy and other 
techniques with which small children are comfortable. 
The therapy room at Boston Medical Center, for instance, 
has brightly colored pictures on the wall; strewn around the 


floor are toy cars, a doctor’s kit, dolls of all sizes and charac- 
teristics, a big dollhouse, and desks where paper and crayons 
or markers are available for the children to draw their experi- 


ences. 
e Over the course of six to eight sessions, the children are 


asked about their understanding of the violence they’ve been 


exposed to, and are encouraged to show their fears through 
the use of creative play. While this is going on, the clinicians 
answer questions that the children might never ask at home. 


Researchers say that child witnesses to crime often 
learn a terrible lesson: that violence is okay. With an 
inventive program, cops and therapists hope to change

For instance, not too long ago, a young woman who had 
been repeatedly beaten by her husband was referred to the 
program after her three- and four-year-olds saw their father 
split open their mother’s head. 

The woman was taken by police to a shelter, where she 
contacted McAlister Groves for help. 

“In the first session, I spoke with the mother in front of 
the children about what happened,” says McAlister Groves. 
“The children said very little, which is not unusual.” 

During the second session, however, McAlister Groves 
took the two children into a separate room to begin play 
therapy. 

“What was surprising,” she says, “is the children’s per- 
ception of what happened. Their biggest concern was the 
amount of blood that was involved and the fact, believe it 
or not, that they were scared because the police took their 
daddy away. 

“These kids,” she says, “like many of the ones that come 
through the program, don’t cognitively understand what 
happened. For instance, they thought that because their dad- 
dy was taken away that their mommy would be, too.” 

The clinicians spent the remainder of the sessions sorting 
out the facts for the children, clearing up any misinterpreta- 
tions of what they had seen. At the same time, the mother 
was being counseled on how to talk to the children in a way 
that would help them feel safe and help them understand 
what happened while learning that the behavior they wit- 
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nessed was wrong. 

Sometimes, however, the trauma is so intense that the 
clinicians find themselves going beyond the call of duty to 
ensure progress. 

Such is the case with an incident that occurred in Dorch- 
ester a month ago. Two eight-year-old boys who live in the 
same apartment complex were playing in the hallway when a 
psychotic male resident attacked them, storming down the 
hall.and throwing a knife at the boys. 
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Although the knife struck the wall and not the children, 
the boys were devastated. They’re both still terrified to leave 
their apartments; they won’t go to school, and they won’t 
even venture alone into the hallway where they had been 
playing. 

“For these boys, the first step is to strategize with the 
moms on how to get them to school,” explains McAlister 
Groves. “Once they are back into somewhat of a normal 
routine, we can combat the emotional trauma they are 
dealing with.” 

Thus, realizing the ride on the school bus contributed to 
the boys’ fear, the clinicians arranged for the two to get a 
ride to school for the next several weeks. 

A six-month study of former clients seems to indicate 
that the program is working. So far, graduates of the pro- 
gram, such as Christopher, appear to be remarkably 
well-adjusted. The clinicians periodically call: the fami- 

lies to check on progress. 

They also follow up when a child seems to be slipping 
back into a crisis mentality, whether it be because the 
child has witnessed more violence, because the perpe- 
trator has returned to the scene, or because the child is 
growing older and experiencing flashbacks. 

“We also throw an annual Christmas party for the chil- 
dren and their families,” says McAlister Groves, “and, I 
am happy to say, the majority of the children who come to 
the party are much happier.” 

Unlike many other youth-intervention projects, the 
Child Witness to Violence Project does not rély on federal 
funding. The annual operational budget of $211,000 
comes from the Attorney General’s office, the Massachu- 
setts Office for Victim Assistance, and several private 
foundations. 

Even with that funding, program’s founders encoun- 
tered one hurdle early on. “We hit a huge obstacle,” says 
McAlister Groves, “when we realized one of the biggest 
challenges would be finding the children.” 

That’s when the Boston Police agreed to act as case 
finders for the six-member staff, four of whom are part- 
time, and two of whom are skilled in Spanish and French 
Creole. 

Working out of Area C, Station 11 on Gibson Street, in 
Dorchester, participating officers undergo eight weeks of 
training from pediatric clinicians, therapists, and state so- 
cial workers on how to talk to children, what questions to 
ask, and the best way to handle trauma at the scene of a 
violent incident. The police have remedied the problem of 
locating the affected children by acting as a liaison be- 
tween the children’s parents and the clinicians. 

“The police are like a band-aid when it comes to the 
high rate of recidivism in domestic-violence situations,” 
says Robert Dunford, captain of Station 11. “There is 
much more that needs to be done to end the cycle of vio- 

lence, and that’s what this program is all about.” 

To measure the real effectiveness of the play-therapy pro- 
gram, all that’s necessary is to speak to one of the children, 
such as little Christopher. 

“I like the toys at the hospital, so I am nice to them,” he 
says. “Even the ones I don’t like, like the dolls, I just leave by 
themselves. That’s because I don’t want to hurt them and I 
don’t want to be scared of them. Plus, it’s funner to be nice 
because it doesn’t make Mommycry tike being mean does, 
and I will never make anybody cry. It’s simple.” Ss

AM NOT what you'd 
call an otaku, an 
obsessive fan of 
anime, or Japanese ani- 
mation. Not even close. 
But when | walked into Anime 
Crash, a Harvard Square shop 





dedicated to Japanese popular cul- 


ture, | felt as if | could be. There’s 
an insider quality to the store. 
Everyone here shares a passion 
for anime, everyone is somehow in 
on the trend. Anime fans aren't 
snobbish, though. In fact, they are 
happy to enlighten prospective 
converts. 

My education in 
anime began with 
two of the more 
commercially suc- 
cessful films, Ghost 
in the Shell and 
Ninja Scroll, which 
together shed light 
on the anime sen- 
sibility. Based 
largely on manga 
(Japanese comic 
books), which are 
read by everyone 
from businessmen 
to toddlers, anime 
is an established cultur- 
al medium in Japan. For 
Americans raised on a steady diet 
of Saturday-morning cartoons, 
anime will come as something of a 
shock. Overall, the animation is of 
higher quality: the backgrounds 
are more intricate, the colors 
seem more vivid, and far more 
attention is paid to shadows and 
contrasts. In short, anime is much 
more cinematic — the camera 
pans and the music is dramatic 
and an integral part of the story, 
rather than an afterthought. 

Apart from the quality, anime dis- 
tinguishes itself by tackling sophis- 
ticated themes, such as identity, 
sorrow, and love. Kevin Friel, who 
works at Anime Crash, was partic- 
ularly moved by Grave of 
the Fireflies, an 

anime film deal- 

ing with the after- 
math of 
Hiroshima. But, as 
the two movies | 
watched demonstrate, 
anime also explores “adult 
situations” — rape, sex, vio- 
lence. Ghost in the Shellis a 
futuristic look at the strug- 
gle for identity in an 
age of ever- 
encroaching tech- 
nology. Major Motoko Kusanagi, a 
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cybernetic agent more machine 
than woman, battles the evil 
Puppet Master in a desperate 
attempt to retain what's left of 
her Ghost, or soul. Despite 
Ghost's impressive computer 
graphics, though, | found Ninja 
Scroll, inspired by old Japanese 
cinema Classics, to 
be more engaging. 
The plot is 
Herculean: a merce- 
nary ninja does battle 
with 10 devils to stop 
a plot to overthrow 
Japan's feudal gov- 
ernment. A veritable 
bloodbath ensues. 
Strangely enough, 
Anime Crash also 
traffics in things 
cute — as 
epitomized 
by Hello Kitty. 
What you immediately notice 
about Hello Kitty products is that 
they are unbelievably small. 
There are tiny hairbrushes, 
little backpacks, mini 
lunch boxes (as if you 
could fit even an 
Oreo in there), 
and teensy 


mugs, jars, 
pencil boxes, 

and ring watch- 
es. Cute would 
also describe 

the music of the 
Japanese pop 
band Pizzicato 
Five, whose lat- 
est album features 
songs like “Strawberry Sleighride” 
and “Happy Sad.” Admirers of the 
cuddlier side of Japanimation hang 
out at a website called the Cute 
Page (http://gpu.srv.ualberta. 
ca/~bfan/cute/cute.htm), “devoted 
to anything cute in anime.” There 
one can gaze upon and listen to 
Ai-chan (of the series Video Girl 
Ai), the “cutest girl in the 
universe.”

Paleolithic, outside some gloomy Pleistocene hovel, and 

Thog is proud. “Lookit,” he says to Hel-Ga, the hairy 
little woman at his side. “I call it ‘fire.’ No more raw meat. 
Pretty good, huh?” 

“[Pithecanthropusian expletive!],” replies Hel-Ga. “Now 
we have to find wood every time we want to eat.” 

Well, call me pessimistic. Tell me I have a bad attitude. 
Thanks for the medium-well, Thog, but in her own slant- 
browed way, Hel-Ga had a point. 

It’s 1997, the last-gasping hours of the Industrial Age, 
inside one of those pharmacy-cum-general-stores that have 
efficiently diverted virtually all local consumer-goods rev- 
enues to some out-of-state economic monolith, and I’m 
impatient. I’m standing fourth in line, my six-pack of blank 
audio cassettes ($5.99) in one hand, $7 at the ready in the 
other. | am primed for an idealized convenience-store 
transaction. I will ask no more of this mass merchandiser 
than it promises. | will demand no more of the clerk 
(named Whendee, to believe the Dymo-tape on her “Hello, 
I’m...” tag) than she has been trained to deliver: ring up 
and bag my purchase, take my money, give me change, 
and say “thank you” when I say “thank you.” 

Not so the customer at the register. The shopper 
three up in line is buying several dozen personal-care 
products — lotions and unguents and cleansers and 
conditioners whose 
applications and purpos- 
es are way beyond my 
imagining. I’m impressed 
that anyone can buy $90 
worth of what amounts 
to perfumed soap and 
water in a lifetime, never 
mind in one shopping 
trip. But that’s not_my 
business. What is my 
business is the fact that 
there is nothing simple 
about her purchase. 

As I watch, Whendee 
becomes increasingly 
swamped in the instru- 
ments of commerce. 
Several of the personal- 
care products are on sale; 
others are subject to coupons; some are both; others 
promise rebates; and there is a raincheck involved in the 
transaction (actually two — one that’s come due from a 
previous shopping trip and one that needs to be issued 
because the store is plumb out of one particular brand of 
perfumed soap and water). Whendee’s head is spinning. 
Whendee has not been properly prepared for these con- 
tingencies. And even if her employer had given her more 
than a fraction of a clue, this barrage of discounts and 
promotional gimmickry isn’t fair. She’s calling for price 
checks, fumbling for rebate literature. The customer 
wants her order split — a portion to take her up to her 
credit-card limit; another for which she'll write a check 
(necessitating a call to Ralph, the manager, to approve 

some foreign-state ID). 

Screw any further details; you get the idea. The whole 
business couldn’t be more complex if the customer were 
buying term life insurance with a locked suitcase full of 
partial penny rolls and an open letter of credit for the bal- 
ance in zlotys. 

Considerable time and effort later, the customer shoul- 
ders her personal-care products and steals away. The next 
guy in line looks to be buying breath mints. This shouldn’t 
take long. But it does because the mints are just a cover. 
This is a lottery-ticket customer. Now, the lottery is a form 
of legal gambling played primarily by people so poorly edu- 
cated that they think 700 gazillion to one are acceptable 
odds, yet these same demonstrably stupid folk have mas- 
tered a system of betting more intricate than Flemish lace. 
This is more than can be said for Whendee, who apologeti- 

cally admits she hasn’t undergone official lottery-sales 
training yet. She gets on the PA and cries for help. Ralph 
— looking not a day under 14 in his short-sleeved nylon

dress shirt, sporty red vest, and attempted mustache — 
responds, and prolonged negotiations begin. 

(Don’t know what they’re doing; it involves a big 
machine and a bunch of numbers. The customer, despite 
his unmatched socks, rattles off numerous requests like a 
commodities trader heating up to a killing in teaberry 
futures. Ralph, ostensibly the kind of guy who has trouble 
finding the same radio station twice, responds with grace, 
playing the big machine with Bachian precision.) 

All this gives Whendee time to answer the phone 
(“Mom, I’m busy . . .”) and welcome the guy from the Lil 
Debbie truck double-parked outside who needs her to 
inventory his delivery. Screw further details. Roughly 20 
minutes later, | pay for my tapes. Whendee, by this point 
pretty much professionally spent and defeated, doesn't 
even thank me. 

Of course, the convenience store’is not the only innova- 
tion that promised to make life better, then backfired. 

Automatic teller machines. ATMs really did improve our 
lives. Most of the time they work, and using them sure 
beats synchronizing deposits and withdrawals with 
bankers’ hours. And those mile-long serpentine payday 
queues? Don’t miss ‘em. At first, ATMs were swell; they 
did only a few things, but they did them well. The second 
generation of banking robots allowed you to do more com- 
plicated transactions — make cash-back deposits and loan 
payments, access account 
histories. But the keypads 
got bigger. Now we're 
into stage three. You can 
buy stamps, order pizza, 
whatever, from ATMs. 
And the new ones feature 
touch-screen technology. 
Except the ergonomics 
experts installed the 
screens right up against a 
wall so you have to 
switch hands to touch the 
buttons on the left, and if 
your hands are cold (hear 
this, BayBank), touching 
the screen doesn't work! 

Long-distance credit 
cards. Just slip your credit 
card into the pay phone 
and . . . forget it, unless you accidentally walked up to one 
of the eight pay phones in North America that can read 
your card. Of course, you can punch in your 16-digit 
account number capped with the secret Personal 
Identification Number (PIN), which you've probably for- 
gotten, and be rewarded by reaching an operator from a 
competing long-distance company, which will bill you dou- 
ble for the call and hijack your service so suddenly you're 
doing business with another corporation without even ask- 
ing. No big loss here; pay phones never did work. 

Credit-card gas pumps. Standardized hardware would 
help in this case. Texaco has you insert the card facing 
right; Sunoco opted for left. And why such a big deal about 
getting a receipt? “Receipt yes?” “Receipt no?” And who 
can read those display screens when the sun’s out anyway? 
Too bad they didn’t think this one through. Untouched-by- 
human-hands gas buying could be a real boon. 

VCR Plus. Having trouble setting your VCR's timer to 
record shows while you’re out? VCR Plus is for you. Just 
hire a software engineer to coordinate your cable compa- 
ny’s channel-number assignments with your VCR's chan- 
nel designations, then when you want to record a show, 
just punch in the program’s meaningless seven-digit VCR 
Plus number using the microscopic numeric keypad on 
your 85-function VCR remote. No one has ever used VCR 
Plus. 

In itself, innovation may not be such a bad thing. 
Without it, there would be no hamburgers and half of us 
would have polio. But it’s a fact of modern life that every- 
thing from shopping to calling the gas company has 
become so complicated that it’s hardly worth the trouble. 
So why do they call them convenience stores? Why did 
Eric the Red call it Greenland? x

THE STRAIGHT DOPE

One day, owing to a case of the munchies, | started scarfing 
down a dish of cold macaroni and cheese. | soon gave myself a 
case of hiccups, which | proceeded to douse with milk. This got 
me thinking: what are hiccups? Do they play a role in how our 
bodies function? Why does rich food (even macaroni and 
cheese) cause hiccups? Why does drinking cure hiccups? And, 
paradoxically, why does drinking alcohol also cause hiccups?

You're lucky to be writing me now, Dan. For years very little 
was known about hiccups, and even less was written about 
them. Today that’s changed. We still don’t know jack, but sci- 
entists have said so at great length. 

Here’s what we know. When you hiccup, your diaphragm 
and nearby muscles convulse, causing you to gulp air briefly. 
Within 35 milliseconds the glottis (the opening at the top of 
the air passage) slams shut, producing the characteristic “hic.” 

If you're able to stifle the hiccup right away, great. But if 
you hiccup more than seven times you'd better settle in for the 
long haul. Once in hiccup mode you typically will hiccup 63 
times or more. Maybe a lot more. The hiccup record, last time 
I checked, was 57 years. 

Hiccups are commonly caused by distention of the stomach, 
which you get if you eat too much, drink carbonated bever- 
ages, or swallow too much air. This suggests that hiccuping as 
a sequela to boozing may be more the result of fizzy mixcrs 
than alcohol itself. Or else you're just a slurper. 

Why do we hiccup? Beats the hell out of me, and as far as I 
can tell, beats the hell out of everyone else. Unlike gagging, 
sneezing, and so forth, hiccups serve no known useful func- 
tion. One researcher speculates that hiccups “may represent a 
vestigial remnant of a primitive reflex whose functional or 
behavioral significance is now lost.” 

Or maybe hiccups are just, you know, hiccups — an acci- 
dental reflex triggered by a stimulus to (usually) the vagus or 
phrenic nerves. This travels up the line_to a nerve control cen- 
ter that for some reason emits a “commence hiccup” impulse 
via the phrenic nerve. 

The vagus and phrenic nerves extend all over, which 
explains why so many things cause hiccups. For example, a 
16-year-old girl began hiccuping after receiving a blow to the 
jaw. A brain scan found that a blood vessel was pressing 
against the vagus nerve in her neck. Surgeons inserted a 
Teflon spacer between the nerve and the blood vessel, and the 
hiccuping stopped. When the spacer later fell out the hiccup- 
ing resumed. 

Which brings us to the question of hiccup cures, of which a 
great many have been proposed. Unfortunately, to paraphrase 
the distinguished physician Charles Mayo, the number of 
remedies is in inverse proportion to the likelihood that any one 
of them will actually work. 

Home remedies are mostly based on the idea that you have to 
disrupt the hiccup cycle. These include holding your breath, 
breathing into a bag, drinking water while covering your ears, 
pulling your tongue, pressing on your eyeballs, sudden fright, or 
— this is interesting — eating dry granulated sugar. Merely 
drinking water, if done soon enough, may work by washing down 
a glob of food in your throat that’s pressing against a nerve. 

If the preceding don’t work, you might try a doctor who 
will administer such drugs as chlorpromazine, or will tickle 
your pharynx with a catheter stuck through your nose. 
There’s always hypnosis or acupuncture, too. Still no go? 
Time for stern measures. An 1833 remedy recommends blis- 
tering or burning the skin above the phrenic nerve on the 
neck and back. This procedure has now been supplanted by a 
marginally more civilized one in which the nerve is sliced or 
crushed. 

Sometimes, unorthodox procedures are efficacious. Doctors 
tried everything they could think of on a 60-year-old man 
who'd been hiccuping for two days. No luck, so “digital rectal 
massage was performed, resulting in abrupt cessation of the 
hiccups.” I'll bet. Sd

OME CAME ALONE, some in father- 
son pairs, but mostly they came in 
groups, from hundreds of Baptist and 
other evangelical churches with names end- 
ing in Temple, Chapel, Mission, and Taber- 
nacle, until 35,000 men — and only men — 
filled New York’s Shea Stadium. The day 
they got there, they sang hymns arm in 
arm, huddled together in prayer, and came 
forward to the stage to “accept Jesus Christ 
as [their] lord and savior.” The next morn- 
ing, on a sunny Saturday last fall, they were 
back, their attention fixed on a huge, fern- 
lined stage in center field. It was from there 
that David Bryant, a Chica- 
go-area minister who 
looks and sounds like 
Coach’s Craig T. 
Nelson, addressed 
the first big-city 
Northeastern 
gathering of the 
Promise Keep- 
ers, the all- 
male Christian 
fundamentalist 
group that has 
been called the 
fastest-growing 
phenomenon in 
American religion to- 
day. Bryant stood before a 
banner featuring three manly 
followers of Christ and the words BREAK 
DOWN THE WALLS, inscribed in garish let- 
tering like something out of an Incredible 
Hulk comic, and delivered his sermon. 
“As I was growing up,” Bryant told the 
crowd, “I had a bad relationship with my 
father.” Because of that, he added, “there 
was a big hole inside of me . . . and maybe 
some of you have that today as well.” He 
went on to say that his story had a happy 
ending — his dad eventually found Jesus, 
and that solved everything. But his words 





















were nevertheless jarring to a spectator 
used to the wrath-of-God boilerplate of 
many evangelical preachers. And his argu- 
ment proposed what might, to the tradi- 
tional born-again Christian, seem a surpris- 
ing and difficult approach to God. 

“So how do we respond,” he boomed, 
“to a God who longs to do great and 
mighty things within us?” The answer, he 
said, could be found through a pastime as- 
sociated less with knowledge of God than 
of the self: journaling. “I challenge you to 
get a diary for one month,” he said, “and 
before you go to sleep, record as many evi- 

dences of the work of God that you can 
see... throughout that day, big or 
small. Keep a diary for one month 
sitting on the side of your bed, 
and when that month is over, 


go before the Lord, [and] read 
through those pages.” Bryant 
then instructed them to break off 
in groups of three and tell each oth- 
er about the walls they wanted to top- 
ple in their lives. Just moments earlier, he 
had rattled off a whole list of possibilities, 
from “fatigue, exhaustion, [and] bitter- 
ness” to “addiction to alcohol, drugs, or 
pornography.” 

What followed was a remarkable sight: 
thousands of groups of men clustered to- 
gether like teams huddling for Sunday af- 
ternoon games of three-man touch. Al- 
though such get-to-know-each-other stunts 
often inspire little more than awkwardness 
at company seminars, this crowd seemed 
game, even hungry for the exercise. Tens of 
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The Promise Keepers seem to be leading a new kind of men’s movement. 
But behind their New Age call for healing between fathers and sons lurks.

thousands of men, their arms around each 
other, stared down at their shoes and came 
clean, talking eagerly until Bryant called 
time and gave them the words that each 
man must say to his neighbor, no matter 
what awful mess he had just opened up 
about. He instructed them to use words of 
unequivocal acceptance, offering no solu- 
tions, only support. “Thanks for praying 
with me,” they said. “I agree with you.” “It 
shall be done.” 


OUNDED IN 1990 by former Univer- 
sity of Colorado football coach Bill 
McCartney, the Colorado-based Promise 

Keepers held 22 stadium-size, all-male 
conferences last year. At each stop, the 
group used hymns, prayers, and a parade 
of professional evangelists to exhort as

many as 54,000 men in paid attendance 
($60 in advance, $70 the week of the 
show) to deepen their faith, become better 
husbands and fathers, meet regularly in 
small groups, support their local churches, 
and reach out to men of other racés. 
These events drew nearly a million men 
last year, including some 1500 men from 
100 Boston-area churches who made the 
trip to Shea. Sales of Promise Keepers 
books, magazines, audiotapes, videotapes, 
and clothing helped build an annual bud- 
get of $110 million in 1996. Next fall, 
they plan their own million-man march on 
Washington. 

Depending on who you talk to, the 
Promise Keepers are a manifestation of 
spiritual reawakening in this country, a

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sign of a new emotional awareness 
among men, or the most formidable army 
ever assembled by the religious right. 
Supporters applaud the movement for 
“feeding men back into their churches,” 
and even many of its critics find the or- 
ganization’s appeal for racial reconcilia- 
tion to be sincere. “I think the main thing 
is probably about a spiritual revival that 
is underway in our country,” says 
Michael Ahearn, 40, a Massport employ- 
ee from Arlington who has been married 
for six years and has one son. “I'd say 
there’s been a substantial falling away 
from the faith over the last 75 years or 
so, and people are searching.” 

“In my mind it’s clearly a move of God 
and is drawing men back into the church,” 
adds Tom Carmody, a 39-year-old invest- 
ment-services manager from Acton (mar- 
ried 18 years; two daughters) who has 
been to five Promise Keepers conferences 
across the country. “For many years, | 
think men started to drift away [from reli- 
gion],” he says, but now “there’s a sense 
... that being spiritual and being godly is 
not — and I don’t know if this is a good 
term — unmasculine.” 

But others say that at its core Promise 
Keepers is simply the religious right in 
New Age clothing, anti-gay and sexist, as 
evidenced by McCartney’s public support 
for Colorado’s anti-gay referendum, and 
by a passage in Promise Keepers litera- 
ture exhorting men to “take back” the 
leadership of their families. The organiza- 
tion is avowedly nonpolitical, but the am- 
bitious political activity of the religious 
right over the last two decades certainly 
makes one wary about the sight of profes- 
sional evangelists taking on social issues 
to roars of approval from a crowd. And 
the militaristic, cultlike tone that some 
critics detect at Promise Keepers rallies 
raises concerns as well. A recent article in 
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the Nation warned that the Promise 
Keepers were sowing the seeds of “holy 
war” in this country, and a writer for GQ 
last January went so far as to compare 
McCartney to Hitler. Sam Osherson, a 
psychologist in private practice in Cam- 
bridge and author of Finding Our Fathers, 
a collection of observations on male pain 
and the gulf between fathers and sons, 
sees some positive aspects to the Promise 
Keepers but expresses concern about “the 
negatives of mass movements . . . that 
people lose their identity and their sense 
of self-responsibility, and they are very 
easily swayed.” 

But this rush to paint the generally soft- 
spoken, beleaguered suburban dads who 
call themselves Promise Keepers as a deter- 
mined, lock-step army may be more reflec- 
tive of our suspicions when it comes to 
men in general — our tendency to simplify 
their motivations and, perhaps, to overesti- 
mate their power. More important, these 
fears obscure what may well be the move- 
ment’s real significance. 

“It’s not uncommon to see in men a real 
dullness and a lack of spiritual initiative 
when it comes to their spiritual relation- 
ships, and their relationships on the 
whole,” says Promise Keepers president 
Randy Phillips, a goateed 44-year-old. “Be- 
cause of that void . . . a desperate 
bankruptcy [has evolved], an emotional 
bankruptcy that has serious negative im- 
pact on those around us.” 

“Men have found themselves isolated in 
society,” adds Tom Carmody. “I had an in- 
cident not too long ago where a guy was 
telling me he was going through a divorce, 
and he was saying, ‘You know, it’s terrible, 
I don’t have any friends. I don’t really have 
any friends.’ ” 

Whether their leaders have a political 
agenda or not, the Promise Keepers are 
speaking to an issue that needs attention 
in our society — particularly, it might be 
argued, among people whose religion 
has largely isolated them from the Amer- 
ican “culture of therapy”: the emotional 
pain and isolation of men. What’s not so 
clear is how well the group can help men 
deal with the issues it ostensibly encour- 
ages them to confront. Last year the or- 
ganization named its tour “Break Down 
the Walls,” attacking what its leaders say 
are the social and spiritual barriers re- 
sponsible for absent fatherhood, joyless 
friendships, and poverty of self-under- 
standing and personal responsibility 
among men today. But in doing so as 
evangelical Christians, the Promise 
Keepers leave in place the barriers that 
their faith seems so clearly to rely on — 
barriers against self-acceptance, moral 
complexity, and doubt. 


AUL, DID YOUR father hug you?” 

Al Cialella, co-host of the Calling All 
Men talk show on the Boston Christian ra- 
dio station WNRB (1510 AM), is asking 
me about my dad. 

“Did he kiss you, say ‘I love you,’ say 
‘I’m proud of you’? .. . Did he hug [your 
mother] openly in front of you?” 

Doing my best to keep me and my father 
out of this, I ask him what he thinks men 
are really looking for in the Promise Keep- 
ers. Although his show isn’t affiliated with 
the movement, Cialella himself is a member 
of the Promise Keepers and says he doesn’t 
see much mystery about its appeal. 

“I ask [every guest] what I asked you,” 
he says. “It’s down pat, because it’s so sim- 
ple it’s stupid. 

“I’ve been in jail, Middlesex County 
Jail, for chapel service. Thirty guys there, 
and I asked them the same thing — ‘How 
many guys had a Daddy like this, that did 
all these things?’ Guess how many hands 
went up? None,” he says. “I asked the 
same question of 30 guys in a prayer

breakfast at a church. How many hands 
went up? None.” 

What he goes on to present is an evan- 
gelical version of the familiar argument that 
since men left the home for the factory a 
century ago, they’ve had little left with 
which to perform the other job in their life 
when they return at the end of the day. 

“You and I wind up in [a] line going 
from childhood to adulthood not know- 
ing what a man is,” he says. “So we get 
involved in a relationship and we don’t 
even know how to be a goad husband. A 
good father. It all comes from mentor- 
ing. ... We need to be mentored. And it 
used to be done, way back in, say, Eu- 
rope and Israel. That’s where apprentice- 
ships actually started, where dads would 
teach sons.” 

Randy Phillips agrees that societal 
changes are to blame for the state of affairs 
for men. “Prior to the industrial revolu- 
tion,” he says, “most of the mentoring that 
went on with children took place in the 
context of the community.” 

Tom Carmody, who says that he had a 
good relationship with his own father, be- 
lieves that “there are a lot of men who 
missed that, and I think that’s part of this 
movement. .. . For most of us, our fathers 
were really pushing hard, pushing for their 
careers and .. . a better life, and in that 
stretch to do that, I think many men 
missed their families growing.” 

To men’s-movement author Robert 
Bly, who brought public attention to this 
topic nearly 10 years ago, there’s nothing 
wrong with this part of the Promise 
Keepers’ message. “I think the greatest 


shock in the next 10 years is going to be 
the realization of how wrong the culture 
was to consider fathers disposable,” he 
says. “I think people are feeling that, way 
down.” He thinks it’s “positive” that the 
Promise Keepers encourage “men talking 
more with their children, with their fa- 
thers and with each other . . . reminding 
them how ragged fatherhood. has become 
in the last 20 years, and how much grief 
comes to them from their absent father- 
hood, and absent sonhood.” He also likes 
“the way they tend to [reach out] to black 
people.” 

If the message gives him hope, howev- 
er, Bly has a problem with the medium. 

“I do think that people are tapping into 
the awareness that all men have to be bet- 
ter fathers, and more alert fathers,” he 
says. But, he asks, “what’s that got to do 
with Jesus?” 

For Bly, who has also written about the 
Jungian concept of a “shadow” within each 
of us, self-discovery is incompatible with a 
belief system devoted to holding the line 
against internal, original sin. 

“To me, and I was brought up as a 
Christian, this did a lot of damage to men 
my age when they were younger — the 
declaration that you are full of sin and the 
most proper attitude for you is tremen- 
dous shame,” he says. “I think [that’s] 
very dangerous and harmful to men... . 
That stuff has caused a lot of grief and 
disaster in Europe, and it’s amazing to 
see it brought up here again as if it’s 
something new. 

“To me it’s not a healing motion,” he 
adds. “It’s the opposite of therapy. Thera- 
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py tries to help you become friends with 
your dark side. Here you are asked to be- 
come kind of a tyrant over your dark 
side. . . . If we have a dark side, I think 
it’s important to become friends with the 
dark side, and lead it somewhere, rather 
than killing it.” 

But if the sermons at Shea are any indi- 
cation, the Promise Keepers, and evangel- 
ical Christians in general, aren’t interested 
in making friends with their dark side. 
They believe that man is born with sin, 
that Jesus died to take sin away, and that, 
in the words of the Promise Keepers 
handbook, “just a small deviation from 
God’s standard” — even something as 
seemingly trivial as lingering over the 
swimsuit issue of Sports Illustrated — 
“can put us at risk and lead us far afield 
from our desired destination.” 

While the Promise Keepers may share 
the concerns of the men’s movement about 
the state of affairs for men and fathering in 
this country, their beliefs leave little room 
to pursue any solution that doesn’t square 
with their brand of Christianity. When 
pushed to consider such a possibility, Al 
Cialella comes up against the one wall that 
the closed belief system of his faith won’t 
let him break down. 

“How can you do that,” he asks, “if you 
haven't dealt with the very basic [question]: 
what will I do with my sinful nature?” 


HOUGH NOT ALL the men at Shea 

are avowedly hostile to the psychologi- 
cal establishment, it’s hard not to conclude 
that for most of them, their experiences 
with the Promise Keepers are the closest 
thing to therapy they'll ever get. Given 
men’s difficulty talking honestly with each 
other, and given the way spirituality and 
self-discovery have been bound together in 
many parts of our culture, it seems unlikely 
that the issues raised at Promise Keepers 
rallies could enter the mainstream by any 
other route. 

By examining the problem of male isola- 
tion through the lens of religious salvation, 
however, the Promise Keepers movement 
could increase that isolation in the long 
run. For centuries, we have resorted to the 
idea of sin and salvation to explain what we 
cannot face inside ourselves, and the 
Promise Keepers have stuck to that basic 
script. These categories don’t promote 
breaking down psychic walls as much as 
they encourage building new ones to con- 
tain the evil within. 

By talking to these men, in fact, it be- 
comes clear that the rally isn’t really about 
their roles as men, or husbands, or fathers; 
it’s about Jesus. If their need to let their 
guard down and look inward comes into 
conflict with their commitment to Jesus, it 
isn’t hard to guess which will win. 

And that brings up another problem as 
well. While there’s much to regret about 
the reflexive cynicism of secular ob- 
servers when it comes to conservative 
Christianity, the communication prob- 
lem cuts both ways. If you don’t have a 
“relationship” with Jesus, trying to have 
a conversation with someone who does 
can get you only so far. Even if you’re 
both men, both divorced, both angry or 
struggling or hurt, there’s no real way to 
connect. The offers to pray together, 
however well-intentioned, seem to miss 
the point. 

If the success of the Promise Keepers is 
a sign that something’s wrong with what 
we ask of men, the movement’s prescrip- 
tion says as much about us as its diagnosis. 
In a culture where one man’s emotional 
need is another man’s sign from Jesus, it’s 
not clear that we’ll ever be able to break 
down the walls. a

RADICAL REMEDIES

ELL,” SAID MY three-dollar-a-visit pri- 
W mary-care doctor, looking up from my 

folder, “what can I do for you?” Having 
greeted her moments earlier with a burst of 
phlegmy spasms — either sneezy coughs or 
hacking sneezes — | wasn’t sure how to take the 
question. I hardly needed to get a diagnosis; my 
symptoms were not only self-evident, they were 
downright trite. | had the thing that’s going 
around, the same thing everyone else had: con- 
gestion, cough, fatigue. The telephone reception- 
ist and the triage nurse hadn’t bothered to ask 
for details. What could the doctor do for me? 
“Probably nothing,” I croaked. 

After a quick pass with the flashlight, tongue 
depressor, and stethoscope, she confirmed my 
guess. My lungs were clear, my throat not terri- 
bly inflamed. I had (and still have, after more 
than a week) some kind of respiratory virus — 
meaning that, as far as medical science was con- 
cerned, there was no cause for action. | wasn’t 
going to die, and antibiotics wouldn’t do me any 
good. Like the rest of the wheezing Northeast, | 
was on my own. 

Although cancer and AIDS may loom in the 
public imagination as the most fearsome diseases, 
modern medicine has, through diligence, made re- 
markable gains against them. The truly intractable 
problem is in the annual outbreak of respiratory 
infection. There are names for the assorted viruses 
that flourish in our snot each-winter, the sundry 
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influenzas and rhinoviruses and parainfluenzas, 
and there are even protective flu shots, if you get 
the right shot for the right version of the virus. But 
even so, the identity of most sufferers’ pathogens 
remains a mystery. December’s plague, for exam- 
ple, which seemed to smite two out of every three 
people in this region, has been variously attributed 
to an unseasonably early Type-A influenza virus, 
an uncommonly vicious strain of the common 
cold, or simply a simultaneous outbreak of unre- 
lated illnesses. So we make our own guesses: if it 
comes with a fever, it’s the flu; if not, it’s a cold. 

Either way, there’s nothing the doctor can do 
for it, unless it turns into something worse, such 
as pneumonia. But while we grudgingly accept 
our helplessness against the flu, taking to our 
beds and vowing to get a shot next year (though 
nobody ever does), the cold assumes mystical, ir- 
rational qualities. We speak of its cure as a fabu- 
lous thing, like a perpetual-motion machine or 
the philosophers’ stone. People raised on the 
germ theory, who know that bacteria cause food 
poisoning and a virus gives. you chicken pox, re- 
vert to the paradigms of their ancestors in cold 
season: wear a hat and stay dry, or you'll take 
cold. Avoid bad air. 

And when it comes to seeking therapy, our 
clogged nostrils definitely engender an open mind, 
particularly once we’ve exhausted the medical pro- 
fession’s banal handful of options — get rest, 
drink fluids, take over-the-counter drugs. We try 


chicken soup or hot tea (the latter with honey, or 
lemon, or thyme, or peppermint, or whiskey, or 
combinations thereof). We look to the example of 
the late Linus Pauling (whose Nobel Prize, it 
should be noted, was neither for medicine nor bi- 
ology) and ingest huge doses of vitamin C. 

Our willingness to experiment and our disap- 
pointment with medical science render a bout of 
the cold a natural occasion for exploring the bur- 


geoning offerings of alternative therapies (see “Be- 


yond the Pail,” News, December 6, 1996). While 
most people pick and choose alternative-healing 
methods the same way they might sample vitamin 
lozenges or cough syrups, alternative-medicine 
practitioners each approach the issue with a very 
definite set of theories — many of which are 
counterintuitive, to say the least — about what 
brings on a cold, how to get rid of one, and just 
what the key to health is, anyway. 


THE TREATMENTS prescribed by alternative 
healers often seem to be generally in step with 
standard medical practice and popular tradition. 
Kay Finn, an herbal specialist at Harnett’s, the 
dauntingly well-stocked natural-medicine store in 
Harvard Square, recommends getting plenty of 
fluids — warm ones, such as soup and tea, are es- 
pecially helpful — and using a humidifier. She 
emphasizes the importance of rest and a nutritious 
diet (supplemented, if need be, with a decidedly 
old-school dose of cod-liver oil). 

This advice, however, is based not on modern 
consensus, but on Finn’s study of the Ayurvedic 
tradition of India. Ayurveda, Finn explains, holds 
that ill health is largely a matter of poor diges- 
tion; fending off colds — and maintaining good 
health in general — involves keeping one’s “di- 
gestive fire” strong. As with many non-Western 
belief systems, concepts lose some nuance in 
translation; here, digestion refers not simply to 
the passage of food through the alimentary canal, 
but to metabolic processes and cell growth 
throughout the body. Not only does the pace and 
quality of your digestion affect how quickly im- 
purities are carried out of your body, it affects 
the substance of the body itself. “We form our 


tissues from food,” Finn says. “Good, healthy tis- 


sues won't be formed unless digestion is strong.” 

The diet that works best features fresh fruit 
and warm foods, particularly dishes that include 
such beneficial spices as pepper, ginger, clove, or 
turmeric. For treatment of colds, Finn recom- 
mends trikatu powder, a decongestant made of 
ginger, black pepper, and something called “long 
pepper”; the powder can be sniffed or added to 
teas. Other beneficial ingestibles include ginger 
teas and, for flu, a teaspoon of turmeric stirred 
into hot milk. 

Ayurvedic practitioners are particularly con- 
cerned with fighting respiratory illness, Finn says, 
because they view the nasal passages as the place 
where life force enters the body. A little sesame oil 
in the nose will help moisturize the mucous mem- 
branes in a dangerously dry building, Finn says. 
And for maintaining sinus health, Harnett’s offers 
a small, teapot-like vessel called a neti pot, with 
which one can pour warm salt water in one nostril 
and out the other, flushing out the system (“The 
key ... is holding your head in the proper posi- 
tion,” reads the brochure). 
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CHINESE HERBAL medicine takes a more 
technical approach to fighting a cold. According to 
local practitioner David Euler (who complements 
his herbal work with acupuncture), the Chinese 
system focuses on expelling a cold by counteract- 
ing it, using a range of specific cures narrowly tai- 
lored to specific sets of symptoms — for example, 
some herbal preparations warm the body against a 
chill, while others cool down a fever. Other 
considerations, Euler says, include the strength of 
the pulse, the state of the complexion, and the 
consistency of the coating on the tongue. “Every 
person should be well-differentiated” before they 
get a particular treatment, Euler says, adding that 
he discourages people from buying Chinese herbs 
without professional guidance. The only general- 
purpose remedy he suggests is one called yingiao, 
which he recommends using at the onset of an 
itchy throat. 


MUCH MORE accessible, if less appealing to 
xenophilic New Agers, is the Western herbal tradi- 
tion, which Cambridge herbalist Ruth Dreier de- 
scribes as the result of European and Native 
American influences. Ever pragmatic, European 
arrivals in the New World learned from the natives 
how to use indigenous healing plants, Dreier ex- 
plains, though they didn’t absorb any of the na- 
tives’ spirituality. 

One of those indigenous plants is the trendiest 
herbal remedy of the moment — echinacea, which 
is purported to boost the immune system by stim- 
ulating white-blood-cell production. In this case, 
however, a little more information is called for: 
Dreier (and the half dozen or so other herbalists 
who mentioned the stuff) warn users that echi- 
nacea and its almost-as-trendy herbal comple- 
ment, goldenseal, are not to be taken willy-nilly. 
Both, Dreier says, should be taken for only 10 
days at a stretch, followed by a two-week rest peri- 
od, to avoid exhausting the immune system. 

The rest of Western herbal medicine’s cold treat- 
ments are more low impact, concentrating, Dreier 
says, on clearing away mucus, “the medium that 
bacteria fester on.” For decongestion, she employs 
teas made from elder flower or yarrow, and she says 
she adjusts her clients’ diets to steer them away 
from “mucus-forming foods” — mainly dairy prod- 
ucts and sugars. Like Ayurveda, the Western herbal 
tradition regards digestion as the foundation of 
health. Dreier recommends that ailing people try 
peppermint as a digestive stimulant and take aci- 
dophilus bacteria supplements before meals.

to healthy digestion. Antibiotics, which can wipe 

out good microbes along with the bad, should be 
approached with caution: though antibiotic treat- 
ment may help chase out an infection, she says, it 
“will really weaken your body for the next round 

of cold or flu.” 


ALONGSIDE THE herbs in natural-health- 
care stores — but born of markedly different the- 
oretical underpinnings — are the offerings of 
homeopathy. Homeopathic medicine, a 200-year- 
old discipline, takes on the common cold with a 
formidable array of Latinate remedies, matching 
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its cures to very particular sets of symptoms. For 
instance, an entry in one diagnostic guide reads: 
“Arsenicum: Thin discharge from the nose .. . 
weakness and run-down state . . . thirst for small 
amounts of water. Patient is irritable. . . . Worse 
after midnight.” 

But all this complexity is derived from two sim- 
ple principles. The first is the Law of Similars, 
which maintains that rather than reversing one’s 
symptoms, a remedy should mimic them, to stim- 
ulate the body's defenses. The most common 
homeopathic cold remedy, Belmont homeopath 
Larry Raffel says, is called Allium cepa, and takes 
its name from its active ingredient, the snot-and- 
tear-inducing onion. 

If taking onion (or mercury, which is likewise 
listed as a cold treatment) sounds unpleasant, it 
has to be considered in the light of the second 
homeopathic principle, known as the Infinitesi- 
mal (or minimal) Dose: the less a homeopathic 
preparation has of an active ingredient, the more 
effective it is. In a homeopathic remedy, then, the 
active ingredient has been diluted with water or 
alcohol several millionfold, and several million- 
fold again, until, in Raffel’s words, “a molecule 
or less” remains. The medicines, Raffel says, 
have “a long track record of safety.” 

For homeopathic treatments to work best, Raf- 
fel says, patients should take them at least 15 min- 
utes before eating or drinking anything, and 
should avoid drinking coffee altogether. If a reme- 
dy doesn’t seem to be working, he says, a patient 
can try a more diluted — that is, stronger — ver- 
sion of it, or a different remedy altogether. 


FOR THOSE dissatisfied with teas, clixirs, and 
pills, there are also plenty of treatments available 
that bear no resemblance at all to internal 
medicine. Acupuncture, for instance, seeks to 
drive out a cold by working on the body’s surface, 
targeting regions that strengthen immunity and 
“open up” the body so it can drive out infection, 
according to Euler. The idea is to aim for meridi- 
ans, lines that are supposed to represent the pat- 
terns of the body’s internal flow of energy. For 
colds, Euler says, the meridians involved are usu- 
ally those associated with the lung, large intestine, 
and the stomach-spleen system — the last being 
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the site of production of one’s vital force, 
or chi. To this end, needles are deployed at 
various sites all over the head, upper body, 
and arms, not necessarily close to the body 
parts to be influenced. As Euler stresses, 
the focus of the work is not the literal or- 
gans, as Western medicine and anatomy 
define them, but “concepts” of the organs. 


ANOTHER OPTION, if you want your 
cough and congestion treated at some re- 
move, is chiropractic. Though best known 
as a therapy for back ailments, chiropractic 
is in fact a comprehensive theory of heal- 
ing, based on the notion that all ill health is 
due a weakened nervous system, caused by 
the misalignment of the skull, spine, and 
pelvis. “Structure is related to function,” 
Cambridge chiropractor Steven Brown ex- 
plains. “If there is proper structure, there 
is proper balance in the function of the 
body.” 

For a cold, then, a patient would get 
pretty much the same sort of treatment 
that he or she would get for anything else: 
a session of skeletal manipulation, lasting 
three to 20 minutes, done primarily by 
hand, with occasional resort to ultrasound, 
ice packs or heating pads, or something 
called an “activator gun.” Almost any part 
of the central skeleton could be to blame 
for a cold, Brown says, but the likeliest cul- 
prits are the third or seventh thoracic ver- 
tebrae (which are associated with the lungs 
and spleen, respectively) or the bones of 
the cranium. 

Because chiropractic emphasizes whole- 
body health, Brown says, the best way to 
handle colds is to avoid them, through 
proper nutrition, rest, and regular chiro- 
practic maintenance. He frowns on over- 
the-counter medications, because, he says, 
they weaken the body. “Health starts from 

within,” he explains. “It’s always the body 
that does the curing.” 


AND SHOULD the ravages of a cold 


make you question your body’s ability to 





heal itself, there’s always the rarefied option 
of Christian Science. According to church 
spokesperson Victor Westberg, Christian 
Science holds that illness in the body is 
caused by a “suggestion” in the mind; relief, 
he says, comes from recognizing that we're 
created in God’s image and that “we’re nev- 
er separated from the divine being.” 

“Even though it may appear to be a bio- 
logical thing,” says George Reed, a Chris- 
tian Science practitioner in the Back Bay, 
“deep down there’s some mental thing that 
needs to be corrected.” To help someone 
suffering from a cold, Reed says, he will 
pray with the person, starting with some- 
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thing along the lines of the 23rd Psalm. 
(“The Lord is my shepherd; | shall not 
want... .”) This is not, he emphasizes, 
secular counseling between two people, but 
a direct appeal to God to intervene and al- 
leviate the patient’s symptoms. And 
medicine is simply unnecessary: “Christian 
Science gives you the results with prayer 
alone,” Reed says. 


MOST COLD sufferers, though, seem 
disinclined to stick with any single ap- 
proach, whether spiritual or secular. Vita- 
min supplements, yingiao, homeopathic 
cures, and the ubiquitous echinacea chase 
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each other down the hatch, in a sort of 
mix-and-match ecumenicism. Most practi- 
tioners seem not to mind this approach, 
and even cite other disciplines’ offerings 
when discussing the best therapies avail- 
able. Still, there are contradictions among 
them — Ayurveda’s milk-and-turmeric 
cure, for instance, runs afoul of the West- 
ern-herbalist ban on dairy products, and 
nearly everyone who mentions honey has a 
different opinion about whether it should 
be taken cold or hot, or avoided altogether. 

Western medical science, meanwhile, 
casts a skeptical — though not entirely 
hostile — eye on the whole business. The 
problem with evaluating alternative cold 
remedies, says Dr. Robert Temple, associ- 
ate director for medical policy at the FDA’s 
Center for Drug Evaluation and Research, 
is that colds tend to come and go on their 
own, capriciously, so people can’t be sure 
whether a particular treatment is responsi- 
ble for their relief or not. Controlled clini- 
cal trials could prove or disprove the claims 
of various therapies, and would be “trivially 
easy” to run,.he says, but hardly anyone 
has put them to the test. 

Still, Temple says he suspects that some 
herbal remedies can help relieve symptoms, 
especially congestion and aches. After all, 
he points out, plenty of things have been 
isolated from plants and made into drugs; 
many antihistamines, for instance, are just 
refined and dosage-regulated versions of 
trendy herbal remedies. 

As for echinacea, Temple says he has no 
idea how it’s supposed to help the immune 
system. “Nobody’s even been able to define 
what constitutes a useful boost of immuni- 
ty,” he says. What matters against viruses, 
he explains, is having the right antibodies, 
not an elevated white-blood-cell count. 
And the body, he adds, almost always man- 
ages to take care of that on its own. De- 
spite all the misery of the season, “people 
fight colds perfectly well,” Temple says. 
“That’s why colds go away.” %

Ginger Tree 


At first glance, it’s obvious that Ginger Tree serves au- 


thentic dim sum: the clientele is largely native Chinese. 
Dim sum, the name for traditional Chinese brunch, is a 
popular weekend draw in Chinatown, where restaurants 
can charge up to $20 per person. Usually dim sum is 
served by waiters who wheel around carts of various 
steamed and fried foods. But in Brookline, Ginger Tree 
does things a bit differently, offering instead an all-you- 
can-eat buffet for only $7.95 per person, tea included. 
Odds are you won’t be able to identify the food (unless 
you’re skilled at identifying Chinese food), but don’t be 
timid. Among the best items: sweet-and-sour pork, 
Peking ravioli, and dessert pastries. The carts pushed 
around the aisles here contain steamed shrimp or beef 
dumplings. A wide variety of beverages is available, but if 
you’ve ever wondered what flowers taste like, try the 
chrysanthemum tea. 

Ginger Tree, located at 1366 Beacon Street, in Brook- 
line, serves dim sum Saturday and Sunday from 11 a.m. to 
3 p.m. Expect a short wait in the afternoon. Call 277-6869.

Angelo’s 
Ristorante 


T FIRST IT sounded like a joke. My

girlfriend’s parents were taking me to 


A dinner in Stoneham, somewhere we 


could bring our own wine. We're going to a 
place called Angelo’s, they said. It’s one of our 
favorites, they said. 

It’s a sub shop, they said. Ha ha. 

It was all very funny until we actually exited 
the car in front of a sub shop called Angelo’s. 
We walked past the counter, past the one-ounce 
bags of Fritos, past the board listing 10 kinds of 
grinders, hot and cold — and then we passed 
through a doorway into a dining room that was 
quiet and even elegant, though I wasn’t sure | 
could ignore the glow of sub-shop neon sneak- 
ing through the doorway behind me. | ordered 
escargot in puff pastry; for an entree, the waiter 
recommended something that wasn’t even on 
the menu, a mixed grill with lamb, venison, and 
wild boar. 

Boar? | forgot the neon light. This was one of 
the treasures of the northern suburbs. 

| probably wouldn’t even be telling you 
about it, only now Ange- 








arugula that was almost too fresh (we encoun- 
tered a bit of sand) added up to a salad of mem- 
orable originality and depth of flavor. We did 
pretty well, too, ordering the sort of thing you'd 
expect at a more predictable Italian restaurant: 
the antipasto plate ($8.95), for instance, was 
loaded with prosciutto, marinated eggpalant, 
and even a chunk of excellent Gorgonzola 
cheese. 

One other barnburner appetizer was called 
lumache in sfoglie ($8.95), which Angelo claims 
to have invented himself: snails nestled in mush- 
room caps, then baked in puff pastry. The pastry 
and the sherry-cream sauce were delightful, but 
even more so was the secret pleasure of being 
presented with a plate full of golf ball-sized 
spheres concealing, somewhere inside, chewy 
little gastropods. 

None of our entrees hit quite that pitch of 
novelty, but they all displayed a seriousness 
and consistency that elevates Angelo’s into that 
small group of restaurants that actually merit 
their $13-to-$25 menu prices. A dish of 
pheasant ($19.95)

The thirtysomething Angelo Caruso, born in 
Naples and raised in Stoneham, has jumped 
wholeheartedly into his Boston operation, leav- 
ing his father Sal as chef of the original Ange- 
lo’s. He told us this as he circulated among the 
tables one Saturday night, with toque and em- 
broidered chef's jacket, to check on everyone’s 
meal. (Ours was fine, thank you.) Angelo’s 
style is consistent more in its high-endedness 
than in its devotion to any one culinary tradi- 
tion; the chef himself explained that his cook- 
ing is influenced by traditions from all over 
Italy, especially those of the regions between 
Florence and Naples, and by the simple grilling 
of Sardinia. 

For all that, the food here isn’t always Italian. 
It is, however, very good. We started our first 
meal with a lobster bisque ($6.95) that was as 
transcendent to eat as to look at; served in a 
wide, flat dish, the soup had a vivid saffron col- 
or, an almost satiny texture, and a taste that 
married the richness of butter and lobster. The 
bowl held a bright sprig of green watercress 
and a langoustine the size of a small rock lob- 
ster, tail split and ready to be eaten by anyone 
(say, me) willing to get a little bisque on the 
fingers. 

Another starter with the same style, and the 
same ability to surprise, was the portobello ai 
ferri ($9.95). Slices of the giant mushroom were 
grilled and served over arugula; with them came 
sundried tomatoes pan-roasted in a way that 
created a crisp, light texture and a mouth-filling 
taste that stopped just short of seeming smoked. 
All this, along with a roasted half-tomato, crispy 
scallions, truffle-oiled parmesan slices, and 





thing was on target. We ran into a bit of trouble 
with the quail ravioli ($16.95), which we re- 
membered fondly from Stoneham as rich-tast- 
ing dumplings in a sauce of brandy and 
pancetta. I can eat a lot of salt before puckering 
up and drying out at the edges, but this tasted 
as though it had received its full share of salt at 
least twice, the result being that the flavor of the 
whole thing was sadly masked. On the other 
hand, there was no such trouble with the 
salmon tagliatelle ($14.95), which combined 
toothsome fresh pasta, chunks of salmon, and 
green onions. 

The middle of the room at Angelo’s boasts 
a hulking wine cabinet, a sure sign that the 
new branch doesn’t cleave to the bring-your- 
own policy that makes the Stoneham restau- 
rant a favorite haunt of local oenophiles. The 
wines on offer, though, seemed a nice match 
for the food; we enjoyed a half-bottle of Ren- 
wood zinfandel ($15) and some pleasant 
whites by the glass: a mild pinot grigio by 
Campanile ($4.75) and a Trimbach pinot 
blanc ($5.75). 

The desserts, on average, don’t stand out in 
memory the way the rest of the cooking does. 
We had one fresh and lively bowl of lemon 
sorbetto ($5.25), but the various chocolate 
cakes and tarts (all between $6 and $7) were 
merely adequate — not bad, mind you, but 
nothing that couldn't be found at any restau- 
rant. And the whole point of opening a mod- 
ern, swellegant Italian grill on Boylston Street 
— certainly, the whole point of Angelo’s — is 
that what you’re ordering isn’t available just 
anywhere. *

Good house special soup, clams in 
black-bean sauce, king tou spares, and 
chow foon as well. Late hours, full liquor 
license.

The downstairs of the famous dim sum 
restaurant, full of big round tables for 
large groups on medium-celebratory oc- 
casions. The best of an overly inclusive 
menu are the ambitious Cantonese clas- 
sics: steamed fish; lobster Chinese style; 
Imperial egg roll; roast duck; clams in 
black-bean sauce. Lavishly redecorated 
with live fish and lobster tanks, without 
losing the rococo, kitschy sense of the 
thing.

NEW SHANGHAI RESTAURANT, 21 
Hudson St., Boston, 338-6688. $8-$17. 
Chinatown's venerable Szechuan palace 
refurbished and refocused on Shanghai 
cold appetizers and soy-based stews. 
Five-spice beef and duck, crispy eel (out- 
standing, no joke), crispy scallops with 
black-pepper sauce, steamed prawns 
with garlic, whole fish with braised bean 
curd — a consistently fine meal hand- 
somely served. You could dress up for 
this.

ORIGINAL BOSTON DINER, 178 Knee- 
land St. (South Station), 350-0028 $3-$5 
In the funky little 1920s diner building at 
the corner of South and Kneeland 
Streets, the only 24-7 diner in town 
serves solid, handmade versions of what 
you'd expect: burgers, fries, cheese 
omelets, and plenty of coffee. No beer or 
wine. Cash only. (8/96) 

PEKING CUISINE, 10 Tyler St., Boston, 
542-5857. $3-$9. Formerly known as Chi- 
na Grove, this family-style restaurant con- 
tinues in the Mandarin and Szechuan tra- 
dition of its predecessor. Serves both 
standard Chinese fare as well as more 
adventuresome dishes like scallops with 
black-pepper sauce and sautéed eel with 
yellow leeks. 

PEOPLE'S CAFETERIA, 21-23 Edinboro 
St., Boston, 482-7328. $4-$11. Not a real 
cafeteria, but fewer frills and lower prices 
than most of the current wave in China- 
town. You could make this your personal 
chow foon palace, but I'd also feast on 
lobster in ginger and scallion, clams in 
black-bean sauce, and salt-and-pepper 
squid.

PHO BOLSA RESTAURANT, 1 Stuart 
St., Boston, 695-1843. $4-$6. A good at- 
tempt to market Vietnamese soup with a 
user-friendly menu describing the usual

courage elsewhere, once you've had a 
few experiences at Pho Bolsa. Stir-fries 
less reliable.

Russell Sherman 


Local keyboard wizard Russell Sherman is one of the 
world’s great exponents of the romantic piano reper- 
toire, so it’s no surprise that the program for his 
Celebrity Series recital next Friday includes Beethoven's 
Appassionata Sonata and the Liszt Sonata in B minor. 
But he’s also got planned two world premieres: George 
Perle’s Six Celebratory Inventions and Ralph Shapey’s 
Sonata Profondo, the latter written explicitly for 
Sherman himself. Are these new works the broccoli 
we're expected to gulp down before we get to feast on 
Ludwig and Franz? 

Not at all, says Sherman from his home in Concord. 
He makes no apology for programming new, challeng- 
ing music, and indeed, his description of Ralph 
Shapcey’s personality — “Beethoven and Mount 
Rushmore and Charles Ives” — sounds more like 
chateaubriand than broccoli. Sherman and Shapey go 
back some 45 or 50 years, but it was when they ran 
into each other at a Bowdoin summer session a few 
years ago that Sherman asked his prolific composer 
friend to write something for him. The resulting Sonata 
Profondo Sherman describes as “strong, monumental, 
beautifully crafted,” and reflecting Shapey’s “Herculean 
way of grasping the universe.” At the end, written into 
the score, is the injunction “Go, Buddy, go, in a voice 
of thunder.” (“Buddy” is Sherman’s nickname.) 
Shapey also writes that the work should last “approxi- 
mately 18:01” — which corroborates Sherman's claim 
that bencath the composer’s “stern madness” lurks “a 
lovable teddy bear.” The sonata itself, Sherman says, 
“is a compliment. He thinks I'm a mad and super-diffi- 
cult pianist, so he writes a super-difficult work.” 

The Perle piece, on the other hand, “sort of fell into 
my lap,” Sherman admits. It’s a series of tributes to, 
among others, Gunther Schuller and Leonard 
Bernstein. “George called a few months ago and told 
me they were being published as a set and said it would 
be nice if there could be a performance, so I told him 
about my [Celebrity Series] concert. His work is 
extremely elegant and tasteful, almost the polar oppo- 
site of Ralph's, though they're both out of the 12-tone 
school. His contribution is to find tonal references in 
atonal music; he creates euphonious texture and sur- 
face, but with enormous rhythmic élan. His works have 
a jazzy, Fred Astaire quality — they swing.” 

Suddenly contemporary classical music doesn’t 
sound so formidable. As Sherman explains, “I believe 
all new works come out of conversations with old mas- 
ters — and my mission is to make these two seem as 
natural and direct as works from the 19th century.” So 
what should we expect from the two actual | 9th-centu- 
ry works on the program, the Beethoven and Liszt 
sonatas? Sherman wants to make these picces “perma- 
nently radical and revolutionary,” because that’s the 
effect they had on their original audiences — and 
indeed, that’s how the romantic repertoire sounds when 
he plays it. So when he sits down at the piano next 
Friday, forget all about broccoli and settle in for an 
evening of taste treats.

Joyce Carol Oates explains her Cry Me a River 
BY ANNE MARIE DONAHUE Joyce Carol 


Oates has been drawn to the hidden and the 
taboo for nearly as long as she can remember. 
In “Trespassing,” a brief biographical essay 
about her childhood wanderings published last 
year in the New York Times magazine, she 


recalls that “the sign ‘No 
Trespassing’ exerted a strange fas- 
cination. Still more attractive was 
the sign farning — Bridge 
Out.’ ” 

A half-century later, Oates is 
still intrigued by broken bridges 
and things taboo. Her most 
recent novel, We Were the 
Mulvaneys, chronicles the col- 
lapse of a once-proud farm fami- 
ly shamed by a daughter’s rape. 
And Zombie, published last year, 
is written from the perspective of 
a necrophiliac gay serial killer. In 
her play Cry Me a River, which is 
getting its official world premiere 
at the Hasty Pudding Theatre in 
Cambridge, Oates explores the 
unacknowledged racism that 
seethes beneath the civilized 
veneer of two highly educated and 
ostensibly “liberal” men, one 
white and one black. When they 
first meet, for dinner at the home 
of the woman they both love, each 
tries to surpass the other in 
expressions of open-mindedness, 
good will, and general bonhomie. 
By the end of the evening, both 
are slinging racist slurs, and one 
is slinging a loaded gun. 

Speaking from her home just 
outside Princeton, New Jersey, 
Oates describes the play’s genesis 
and complex evolution. “I’ve writ- 
ten about race a fair amount in 
my prose fiction. | have a whole 
novel — called Because It Is 
Bitter, Because It Is My Heart — 
that’s basically about race rela- 
tions. . . . But I haven't treated 
race in the plays” — which, 
though Oates is primarily known 
for her fiction, number in the 
dozens. All but one have been 
written since 1990, and 15 have 
been produced. 

“Actually,” the writer contin- 
ues, “this play began with a short 
story entitled ‘Black.’ It’s about a 
white man who's returning to visit 
his former wife. Basically, the 
woman has fallen in love with 
another man. Because that man is 
black, the white man is relating in 
terms of black and white, but 
that’s not the situation. So the 
story focuses on the white man 
and his misconceptions. 

“Then, when I transformed it 
into a play called Black [which 
debuted at the Women’s Project 
in New York City in 1992 and 
was given a workshop produc- 
tion later that year on the 
Williamstown Theatre Festival’s 
Other Stage], the woman be- 
came much more important. And 
as | worked more with it — this 
always happens in theater — the 
characters became more equal. 
At the very beginning, the black 
man, Lew Claybrook, was a mys- 
terious figure, a white man’s per- 
ception of a black. In the new 
version, his role has been built up 
enormously.” 

This she attributes in part to 
the actor playing him, Tony Todd 
of Candyman film fame (Victor 


Slezak and Julia Gibson round 
out the cast, under the direction 
of Long Wharf Theatre associate 
artistic director Gordon 
Edelstein). “Tony,” she enthuses, 
“has so much presence and has 
done so much in interpreting the 
role of Claybrook that they’re all 
equal now.” 

Looking back on it, Oates 
seems rather amazed at the 
amount of work she’s put into Cry 
Me a River. “It’s become this 
strange experience in my life. I 
keep revising it. I’ve never worked 
on anything over so many years. 
Every time I’ve seen a production 
of this play, which has been 
staged a number of times, I’ve 
revised it. It’s been published — 
twice — but it’s no longer in the 
same form.” 

Even on the eve of production, 
Oates is still fine-tuning. She reg- 
ularly attended rehearsals for the 
Cambridge production, which 
were held in New York City. And 
when she couldn’t make it, she 
often talked afterward with direc- 
tor Edelstein, usually between 1 1 
p.m. and midnight. “I’ve been 
involved quite a bit. In part, it’s 
because I’ve worked before with 
Gordon [who will also be direct- 
ing an opera version of her novel 
Black Waters]. But it’s also 
because this play means so much 
to me.” 

Asked why Cry Me a River is so 
close to her heart, Oates seems 
surprised, as if the answer ought 
to be obvious. “It’s because | 
identify personally with each of 
the characters,” she replies, her 
soft, measured voice dropping 
almost to a whisper. Perusal of an 
early version of the script yields 
few clues as to why this should be 
the case. Debra, the female char- 
acter, isn’t exactly Oates’s avatar. 
A thirtysomething divorcee who 
dropped out of college to get 
married, the character seems to 
set great store by her own sex 
appeal and has put up with a lot 
of abuse. Boyd, her ex-husband, 
is a pent-up, burned-out photo- 
journalist who’s long on charm 
but short on self discipline. And 
Claybrook, Debra’s lover, is a 
social worker who grew up in the 
ghettos of Philadelphia. 

With characteristic openness, 
Oates explains the connections. “I 
identify very much with the black 
man because he comes from an 
impoverished background but has 
risen in the world. People look at 
him and see a successful, profes- 
sional person, and they don’t 
know where he came from. They 
don’t understand his background 
and his family. And that’s exactly 
analogous to my own life. | come 
from a relatively impoverished 
background, yet I’m here at 
Princeton, as a professor. | was 
raised in a farm community in 
upstate New York, and my par- 
ents had to drop out of school in 
eighth grade so that they could

work. My students just .can’t 
understand what it would be like 
to have to do that.” 

With Debra, she continues, the 
link lies “in being a woman and 
having some men. . . trying to 
coerce me into thinking the way 
they think. By the end of the play, 
Debra has shown real courage: 
she stands up to her ex-husband 
at gunpoint. When it comes down 
to that, how many of us would 
have that kind of courage? 
Ultimately, she emerges as very 
strong. In a sense, it’s her play.” 

Fair enough. But what about 
Boyd, the out-of-control and 
rootless photographer who’s fool 
enough to believe that he can 
show up on his former wife’s 
doorstep and reclaim her after 
five years? It turns out this con- 
nection is more one of empathy. 
“I feel a bond with Boyd because 
he thinks that his art might 
change the consciousness of the 
world. He’s emotionally involved 
with his work, and he’s pushing 
himself, he’s on the edge. I can 





imagine what it would be like to 
not be able to do my work, for 
some emotional reason or 
because | was burned out.” 

It’s a testament to her prodi- 
gious imagination that Oates can 
identify with a burnout case, even 
one of her own” making. 
Throughout her career, she has 
been wildly prolific — to a fault, 
in the opinion of some critics — 
and shows no sign of stopping 
anytime soon. Since 1964, she 
has published 26 novels and many 
volumes of short stories, poetry, 
plays, and criticism. Her work 
also appears in a wide range of 
periodicals, from Playboy to the 
New York Times Book Review. In 
addition, she teaches, is political- 
ly active, gives readings, and even 
records her work for the blind. 
And she does it all without the aid 
of researchers or assistants of any 
kind. 

Asked how she manages to get 
everything done, Oates insists — 
amazingly — that her output isn’t 
particularly prodigious. “From 





my point of view, it doesn’t seem 
that I’m prolific. I just start in the 
morning and keep on working. | 
try to use my time well. Actually, | 
also do my own housework and 
cooking. | like doing those things 
because of the contrast with writ- 
ing. Making a meal at the end of 
the day is such a reward.” 

For Oates, the contrast with the 
writing life is also part of the the- 
ater’s appeal. “Writing is a solitary 
activity, and theater is very com- 
munal. Basically, it’s a director’s 
medium, and the excitement lies in 
the collaborative relationship. So 
when I leave the privacy of prose 
fiction and move emotionally into 
the theater, I’m giving up much of 
my autonomy and independence, 
which I think is incredibly appeal- 
ing. But it’s the livingness of the- 
ater that draws.” &

pretension, Entertaining Mr. Sloane is both proper and perverse. The 
play that put Joe Orton on the map, in 1964, it’s a Pinteresque, post-

Angry-Young-Man comedy about 
middle-aged siblings fighting for 
the sexual favors of a comely 
young “lodger” — even after the 
opportunistic lad, who has 
already copped to a murder, adds 
their antiquated father to his 
homicidal roster. That nasty fact, 
like any other that interferes with 
the ruthless but seemly pursuit of 
satisfaction, can be dusted off 
and dressed up in nice-sounding 
vernacular, just as the threadbare 
decor of the home where the play 
is set can. After all, Kath and Ed 
aren't vying for a silky hustler’s 
stud services; they’re “entertain- 
ing Mr. Sloane.” Sounds like a 
tract by Martha Stewart. 
Entertaining Mr. Sloane lacks 
the wild, anarchic air of Orton’s 
later, more complicated farces, 
Loot and, What the Butler Saw. 
But, believe me, Mr Sloane is not 
the only one who’s entertained. 
The way in which this play couch- 
es shameless lust and amorality 
beneath a_ slipcover of ad- 
topy/Church Lady rhetoric and 
Brit propriety is hilarious. Even 
the violence in the piece hovers 
between horror and farce — as 
does the satisfactory Lyric Stage 
revival, which fakes a few slaps but 
doesn’t pull any significant 
punches.

Rosemary Ryding and Australian 
actor Jennifer Jones launched 
QE2 after realizing that the roles 
available to mature women are 
“mostly Mums: . . . especially 
ditsy Mums.”

Toast to the Ladies, is to produce 
plays that present “older women 
as individuals in their own right.” 

Given that objective, it seems a 
bit odd that the company chose to 
kick off its evening of two one- 
acts with Ayshe Raife’s Cafe 
Society, which centers on three 
elderly English widows who have 
been meeting for many years in a 
charmless East London Cafe. 
Although none is a Mum, all eas- 
ily might have been. Of the three 
— Hetty, Dolly, and Amy — only 
Amy has had a career, and all are 
ditsy in one way or another.

Indeed, Hetty is an archetypal air- 


head, so confused that she can’t 
tell the difference between reality 
and the TV shows that fill her 
empty evenings. Amy, a former 
actor, seems to spend much of 
her dwindling energy on her 
appearance. And Dolly, desultory 
and unkempt, is morose to the 
point of neurosis. 

The play opens on the day that 
the women learn their habitual 
haunt is closing down and ends 





about 10 days later. [n the interim, 
the women mostly moan: about 
the street kids who harass them, 
about the ineptitude of the social- 
service bureaucracies that rule 
their lives, about society’s indiffer-- 
ence to: the elderly.

He’s a broken- 
down old geezer with delusions 
of Puritanism who hasn’t spoken 
to his other offspring, the myste- 
riously better-heeled Ed, since 
catching him “committing some 
kind of felony in the bedroom” 
some 20 years ago.

The only problem 
is the Dadda, who, as it happens, 
was a witness to Sloane’s first 
murder and doesn’t want to sleep 
with him.

company and support. In the end, 
they take solace in the fact that at 
least they still have one another. 

These lonely and rather self- 
pitying women ring distressingly 
true, and their downhearted 
indictment of society's callousness 
is right on the mark. Moreover, the 
acting by Ryding, Jones, and 
Carmel O'Reilly is uniformly 
excellent: even the difficult cock- 
ney accents are convincing. Ayshe 
Raife and QE2 certainly deserve 
credit for having the courage to air 
unpleasant truths. But ultimately 
there’s something unsatisfying 
about the characters’ ordinariness. 
By intermission, | was longing for 
something more arresting, more 
daring, more dramatic. 

After intermission, the same 
actors delivered just that, big 
time. Although flawed, Geraldine 
Aron’s The Donahue Sisters is a 
riveting play that always surprises 
and eventually shocks. Set in the 
toy-strewn attic playroom of a 
house in southern Ireland, the 
play begins as an offbeat comedy. 
Three middle-aged sisters — 
Annie, Rosie, and Dunya — have 
returned to their family home to 
attend to their sick father. Sitting 
at a childsize table and drinking 
tea out of tiny cups, they san- 
guinely assure one another that 
their lives couldn’t be better. 

After they break out the dope 
and the vodka, however, the nasty 
truths tumble forth. Giddily and 
with great comic brio, they own 
up to their domestic woes. Annie 
admits that her husband farts 
almost continuously but hasn't 


Bouffier (who also staged the 
troupe’s late-’80s production of 
What the Butler Saw) deploys a 
savvy cast who catch the mischief 
and the rhythms, if not always the 
danger, of the piece. Paula Plum 
puts her own saucy stamp on the 
frowzy, flirtatious Kath, making 
her a little sexier and kookier, less 
pathetic, than Orton intends (and 
softening the arguably misogynis- 
tic edge he puts on the character 
— what is it with Orton’s associ- 
ation of abhorrent female sexuali- 
ty with false teeth?). Plum goes a 
little wild in the second act, racing 
girlishly about and flipping her 
apron over the bun in her oven. 
But she captures Kath’s puling 
vulnerability, and she settles as 
comfortably into a power position 
as into a plush scat before telly 
toward the end. 

Liam Sullivan paints just the 
right cocky, baby-faced impas- 
sivity on the smooth slate of 
Sloane; mutable and manipula- 
tive, he’s hard beneath the soft 
skin. But he’s also tentative, 
showing the way Sloane feels his 
way into his slot in other people's 
fantasies, and he’s not above the 
occasional, amusing descent into 
panic. Michael Bradshaw is a 
sadsack and spidery, but also a 
predatory, coot of a Dadda. And 
he looks like death in search of a 
laundromat. Best of all is 
Michael Balcanoff as the edgy 
Ed, who, riding the play's innu- 
endo like a cowboy, almost 
seems to believe his posturing 
odes to clean living, mentoring, 
and middle-class values. “One 
thing | wanted to give you — my 
principles,” he plaintively lec- 
tures Sloane, and you're 
impressed by the moralistic huff 
and puff even as you hope Ed 
remembers to put a condom on 
those “principles.” 

Orton, tragically, was blud- 
geoned to death by his longtime 
companion to whom 
Entertaining Mr. Sloane is dedi- 
cated — in 1967, at the age of 
34. The plays, however, are an 
exhilarating reminder that the 
original Mr. Sloane did not go 
genteel into that good night. 


uttered a word to her in more 
than three years, prompting one 
of her sisters to speculate that he 
may be trying to pioneer a new 
mode of communication. Dunya 
confides that her man treats her 
cruelly and doesn’t even try to 
hide his affairs. And Rosie lets on 
that she’s being terrorized by her 
own children. 

Then, when the clock strikes 
the hour, the sisters suddenly stop 
the conversation and launch into 
a ritualistic re-enactment of a 
horrific crime they committed 
together when they were just 13, 
11, and 9. One August day, they 
reveal, a 15-year-old boy hap- 
pened into their playroom while 
trying to deliver a bill. Playful and 
innocent at first, they talk him 
into kissing them. Then, they 
force him to take down his pants 
and display his “dangle.” Fearing 
that he will rat on them, they fly 
into a frenzy and bludgeon him to 
death. Finally, after resuming 
their adult personas, the sisters 
consider how they might give 
their flatulent, philandering mates 
a similar comeuppance. 

In lesser hands, this play could 
easily come off as ludicrous. The 
shift from comedy to horror is 
abrupt, and the question of why 
these girls resorted to murder is 
not only unanswered but unad- 
dressed. But O'Reilly, Ryding, and 
Jones — as Annie, Rosie, and 
Dunya, respectively are bril- 
liant. Together they plant a chill in 
the spine that lingers long after the 
mind belatedly registers the bizarre 
plot’s utter implausibility. a

OXFORD, MISSISSIPPI — Talk about typecast- 
ing: in Courtney Love's first major role, she plays a 
flamboyant woman who wears skimpy clothes and 
is often under the influence. Not a big stretch. And 
even when the camera's not rolling, she’s in charac- 
ter, whether she’s leaning over a courthouse bench 
and revealing her derriere, or leaning into the audi- 
ence of extras to deciare: “Woody's America’s boy 
next door, I'm America’s bad girl, and he [she points 
at actor Edward Norton, 
who plays Larry Flynt’s 
lawyer] is America’s 
dickhead.” 

Actually, I'm in Oxford 
on vacation, but after 
discovering that a court- 
room scene for The 
People vs. Larry Flynt is 
being shot in the pic- 
turesque town square, 
ve enlisted as an extra. 
This means 6:30 a.m. cast calls for three 12-hour 
days, wearing “conservative” clothes, and drawing a 
check for $50 for each day’s first eight hours, time 
and a half after that. 

“Sit around and wait; I'm the man for the job.” A 
voice cuts the room on the first morning. This is 
pretty much the attitude of the crowd, though sever- 
al people clearly have more on their agenda — like

the young woman who breaks into song any timea 
member of the cast or crew comes near. She's the __ 
only extra who asks Milos Forman for some direc- 


tion in her role — passing notes to a fellow 
“reporter.” Thankfully, she offers us show-tune ren- 
ditions less and less as time wears on. Also over- 
heard: “No, not Woody Allen; Woody Harrelson, 
from Cheers.” 

Me? Make-up decides | need “ ‘70s” hair, so each 
morning they curl it into Shirley Temple ringlets, — 
which have to be redone up to four times daily. The 
hairdressers even follow us down to the courthouse . 
with a battery-powered curling iron for touch-ups. 

Among the extras, the initial attitude towards 
Courtney is negative. In the Oxford scene, Love — 
truly does most of her acting after the cameras stop 
rolling. She delights the extras by straddling court 
benches countless times, exposing her lingerie. 
“Did you see those track marks all up her arms?” — 
one woman asks. Later, we find they were make- 
up. Most of the older extras don’t know she’s in a 
band; most of the young ones know but haven't. 
heard Hole. But by the end of our three days, 
everyone, including Courtney, simply seems more 
human, and most of the extras appear to feel sorry — 
for her. 

The first day of shooting is much more animated 
for everyone — the director, the stars, the crew. As 
they begin a rehearsal of the first scene, Milos 
Foreman bursts out with a loud “Action” (just like in 
the movies!) and a louder “Cut.” Woody is a comedi- 
an, turning to the extras to tell long, not terribly funny 
jokes, tapping out tunes on the defendant's tabie, 
looking for audience response. He practices wheelies 
in his wheelchair for the next day’s scene. Even the 
crew are more boisterous that day. They never again 
reach the pinnacle of swearing and vulgarity that they 
achieve during the first morning’s breakfast. | guess 
even trying to rattle the extras gets old fast. 

The screenplay itself is outrageous. In our scene, 
Jerry Falwell is on the stand, fielding questions 
about having sex with his mother in an outhouse, 
about his sobriety during radio ministry broadcasts. 
But after hearing Flynt tell of his possession of a 
photo of Mr. “Fartwell” fucking a sheep for the 20th 
time, we extras have to be prodded into a passably 
shocked reaction for the cameras. 

Hey, this is the ‘90s. After day one, we get used 
to Woody strolling around, posing for photos, head- 
ing out to Ole Miss for a pick-up basketball game 
with the girls’ team, grabbing his guitar and playing 
a set at Proud Larry’s, one of several music bars in 
the tiny town square. Courtney is seen on a shop- 
ping spree at Square Books, Oxford's legendary 
Book Store of the South. And me? Despite my 
mother’s advice to “sit up front and show cleavage,” 
I'm seated in the second to the last row of the court- _ 

house, far from Courtney. Look for me. =

Milos Forman’s Larry Flynt comes clean

serving pornographer and one of America’s biggest 
assholes, I have to say that The People vs. Larry 


Flynt is one of the most compelling 
defenses of First Amendment rights 
ever committed to celluloid. It’s vastly 
entertaining, raucously funny, and 
emotionally moving — all the things 
that Flynt’s publication, Hustler, is not. 
Directed by Milos Forman, who 
knows from his experience in 
Communist Czechoslovakia in the 
60s the insidious consequences of 
censorship, the film features bigger- 
(and better-) than-life performances 
from Woody Harrelson as the smut- 
meister and vulgarian Flynt and 
Courtney Love as his true love and 
eventual wife, ex-stripper and future 
junkie Althea Leasure. From this dross 
the actors and filmmakers fuse a sor- 
did but radiant and authentic myth. 
Forman revels in Flynt’s tacky ori- 
gins as proprietor of an unthriving 
strip joint where listless dancers 
undrape before a handful of inert 
patrons. Dressed in the most painful 
extremes of ’70s fashion, Flynt is 
enduring complaints about his mis- 
management and profligacy from 
brother Jimmy (Brett Harrelson, 
Woody’s real-life sibling, and the 
dimmest bulb in an otherwise brilliant 
cast) when two inspirations strike him. 
The first is to advertise his establish- 
ment with a newsletter illustrated by 
beaver shots. The second is the arrival 
of a new dancer, 17-year-old Althea 
Leasure. “That girl has something,” 
Larry muses to Jimmy. Indeed she has 
— balls as big as Flynt’s own. “I’ve 
heard you’ve slept with every girl in 
every one of your clubs,” says Leasure. 
A minute later she adds, “So have I.” 
The newsletter, of course, becomes 
the infamous Hustler, and Leasure 
becomes Flynt’s lover, wife, and the 
brains behind the publication. 
Sporting the dubious motto “A

woman’s vagina has as much person- 
ality as her face,” the first issue is a 
fiasco. But the second, featuring nude 
photos of Jackie Onassis sunbathing in 
the Aegean, propels Flynt toward mil- 
lionaire status. 

It’s not just the smut merchants 
who are opportunistic, however. 
Flynt’s success is dogged by lawsuits 
from moral watchdogs ranging from 
future —_ building-and-loan-scandal 
felon Jack Keating to the inevitable 
Jerry Falwell. Invariably the holier- 
than-though windbags are outclassed 
by Flynt’s outrageous antics and the 
eloquent logic and acumen of his bare- 
ly-dry-behind-the-ears attorney, con- 
flict lawyer Alan Isaacman (Edward 
Norton, showing more of the uncanni- 
ly understated wit and nuance that 
was the best part of Primal Fear). 
Low-key and acute, Isaacman is the 
long-suffering Apollonian restraint to 
Flynt’s Dionysian excess. 

The claim has been made that Larry

Flynt trivializes the debate over free 
speech, with those arguing restraint 
portrayed as fanatical buffoons and the 
whole issue reduced to whether one 
can publish a cartoon in which Santa 
Claus has an erection. Actually, I think, 
the film expands Flynt’s story into an 
exploration of what it means to be an 
American. A self-righteous huckster 
preaching a carnal fundamentalism, 
Flynt inhabits our strange national 
meeting ground of the sacred and pro- 
fane, the hedonistic and the self-sacri- 
ficing, the anarchistic and intolerant. 
So it’s startling but not altogether 
surprising when the movie takes its 
strangest turn — Flynt’s creepily sex- 
ual seduction by Ruth Carter 
Stapleton (TV news correspondent 
Donna Hanover). His attempts to rec- 
oncile pornography and born-again 
Christianity are grotesquely funny and 
almost apt, but when the magazine 
starts losing money the pragmatic 
Althea gets Flynt back on the right 
track. His zealotry is undiminished, 
and he confronts his many lawsuits in 
a farcical crusade that culminates with 
his martyrdom outside a Memphis 
courthouse, as an assassin’s bullet 
paralyzes him from the waist down. 
Still, this is not a Christian allegory 
of redemption but a Greek tragedy 
about the catastrophic fall brought on 
by hubris. Wheelchair-bound, Flynt 
becomes more clownish, and more 
pathetic, as he pelts a judge with 
oranges or wears a diaper made from 
an American flag in court. The film’s 
hilarious allegro slows to the cadence of 
an elegy as an alienated Isaacson 
deserts Flynt and Althea becomes 
addicted to the drugs he takes to ease 
his pain. His voice transformed into a 
croaking drawl like a cross between 
Jimmy Stewart and WC. Fields, he 
grows into a bloated but compelling 
ruin, a lecherous Lear railing at the 
winds. “All I was guilty of was bad 
taste,” cracks Flynt in better days. In 
fact, what he was guilty of was elevating 
bad taste into a defense of freedom. @

Mother complex 


Albert Brooks explains why we can't go home 
BY PETER KEOUGH Albert Brooks is mellowing. 


With Mother (what’s the deal with a year that sees 
the release of Mother, Mother Night, and Some 


Mother's Son?) he’s put the incon- 
solable dilemmas of alienation and 
identity, the distinctions between life 
and media, and true love behind him 
to confront the origin of all these risi- 
ble miseries: mom: He does so with 
such triumphantly heartwarming 
wackiness that it seems he might not 
have any neuroses left: to turn into 
another of his daft and dead-on 
comedies. 

Well, that’s a bit of an exaggeration. 
Brooks still has plenty of kinks in his 
cables, to judge from the end of the 
movie, in which he’s hitting on a 
stranger at a filling station. He’s John 
Henderson, a writer of science-fiction 
novels who’s blocked in both his pro- 
fession and his social life. He’s stuck 
for an idea for a new book and lives in 
the wreckage of two failed marriages 
(the opening shot of Brooks entering 
his near-empty apartment and rear- 
ranging the two remaining sticks of 
furniture epitomizes his sardonic 
humor). An inspiration strikes him: to 
figure out what’s wrong with his life he 
must relive and understand his primal 
relationship. So he does what most of 
us in similar situations only dream of 
— he moves in with his mother. It’s 
kind of an Oedipal The-Mirror Has 
Two Faces with laughs and without 
Barbra Streisand. 

He calls it “the experiment,” and at 
first it seems woefully misconceived. 
Beatrice (Debbie Reynolds), named 
perhaps with an ironic reference to 
Dante’s seminal beloved, is the moth- 
er of all mothers, one who can re-cre- 
ate the psychological damage inflicted 
over a lifetime with a simple misappli- 
cation of call-waiting. Played by 
Reynolds against type in a stunning 
return to the screen after a 27-year

absence, Beatrice seems both blithely 
unconscious of her perpetual put- 
downs and supremely deft in her 
manipulativeness. Self-possessed, rid- 
dled with annoying oddities, well- 
intended, and sadistic, she welcomes 
John home not with open arms but 
with skepticism, beef stew (he’s a veg- 
etarian), a month-old salad, blighted 
ice cream, and a three-year-old frozen 
wheel of cheese. 


A lot of the torture relates, of 


course, to food. Shopping with mom 
proves revealing but not therapeutic. 
Major crises erupt over whether to buy 
generic peanut butter or splurge an 
additional 91 cents for organic. Once 
home, Beatrice divides the refrigerator 
into “his” and “hers” zones so his 
Haagen-Dazs won’t corrupt her more 
sensible, inexpensive products. “It's 
like /t Happened One Night with 
food,” laments John. 

And so it is. Like most romantic 
comedies, Mother is a love story that 
achieves the impossible task of recon- 
ciling social opposites. Usually the 
opposites are different classes; here it’s 
different generations. John embodies 
the — self-indulgent, _ self-pitying 


| 
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boomers whose chief ambition is self- 
fulfillment. His relationships with 
women are doomed by overanalysis 
and opacity, and he seeks solutions by 
blaming his upbringing. “I don’t need 
a doctor, | need my mother,” is typical 
of canards that reveal his inability to 
accept responsibility for his own 
pathology. Beatrice, on the other hand, 
is the prickly figurehead of a genera- 
tion whose credo was sacrifice for oth- 
ers and submission to the status quo. 
Now that her life over and her oldest 
son is a whiner struggling in what for 
her is a dubious profession (her nega- 
tive comparisons to Stephen King are 
especially galling to John) and seem- 
ingly intent on pinning all his failures 
on her — naturally she’s pissed. 

Such is the dry, generic formula 
Mother follows. When Brooks sticks 
too close to it, the film does get a little 
formulaic. And when John finally 
solves his mother problem by finding a 
cache of her unpublished stories (she 
had abandoned her ambition for the 
carecr John flounders at in order to 
raise her family), the “experiment” 
doesn’t feels very experimental. 

But the splendid pas de deux 
between Brooks and Reynolds sails 
above all restricting conventions. 
Whether he’s outraging her by taking 
her into Victoria’s Secret to buy her 
crotchless panties, or she’s outraging 
him by bringing home her hot-to-trot 
boyfriend for a night of nookie, the 
give and take is brilliantly witty, buoy- 
ant, and sad. The supporting players 
are necessarily overshadowed, though 
Rob Morrow’s turn as John’s younger, 
jealous, highly successful brother, Jeff 
(he's a sports agent — shades of Jerry 
Maguire), adds a zesty tang of sibling 
rivalry. But mothers have a way of 
overpowering all, even an errant 
child’s effort to comprehend and love 
them. Despite Brooks’s pop-psycho- 
logical resolution, Mother remains an 
enigma, an endless source of hilarity 
and woe. Expect a sequel. Ea 
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Everyone laughs 


LIKE WOODY ALLEN but darker and weirder and 
usually funnier, Albert Brooks makes a living acting 
out his neuroses on the screen, He admits the 
process is therapeutic, especially in his new film, 
the Freudian grab bag of gags with the loaded title 
of Mother. 

“| find that before you make them you have to 
work through the problems,” he says. “So that is the 
therapeutic part. | had to reach a point with my 
mother years ago where | got it, | figured out why 
she is who she is and why our relationship was the 
way it was. Then | could make a movie about it.” 

Still, he believes the film is more universal than 
personal. “It's autobiographical in that my mother 
represented a great many women who grew up at a 
certain time. She sort of gave up a career to raise 
children. She freezes everything that can be frozen. 
If you open up her refrigerator, you won't recognize 
any real brand of food. It looks like real food — the 
cookies are black with creme in the middie, but 
they're called something like ‘Sorreos.’ Not the real 
name. And she certainly can’t operate anything that 
comes with a telephone. | think all the mothers I’ve 
ever met are like that. 

“Years ago whenever she'd fly — I'm a big stereo 
buff —she thought she was doing me a favor by 
stealing the headphones. But they're the kind with 
the holes in it. | said, unless you take the whole 
seat it doesn’t fit. She just doesn’t get it.” 

Has he ever toyed with the idea of moving back 
in with her? 

“| guess people are really moving back in with 
their parents. | saw Time magazine calling it a trend, 
but more for financial reasons. For psychological 
reasons it's a funny idea to really do it. | don't want 
to move back in with my mother, but | could. The 
characters carry out that fantasy for real.” 

Comedy and filmmaking, Brooks believes, 
embody that process, a way of casting one’s 
desires before an indifferent world. “Who doesn’t 
struggle with the world? Chaplin fought the world 
too. It’s sort of what comedy is. Trying literally to 
pursue a dream instead of just dreaming it. You buy 
the motor home. You hit the bus and die.” 

The world Brooks struggles most against is the 
Hollywood industry. Although critically acclaimed, 
his films bewilder the studios that market them. 

“| would like more people to see my films. Who 
wouldn't? But | can’t make that happen. Greater 
people than myself have attempted it; | don’t think 
van Gogh was selling well. | wish | were main- 
stream and Tommy Boy were the oddity. What a 
wonderful world it would be to live in if my sensibili- 
ty were mainstream. 

“The lowest point was with Modern Romance. |n 
order to finish, | had to show it to preview audiences. 
They didn’t like it. The 
studio called in. They 
said, ‘Read these cards.’ 
| said | didn’t want to. So 
they read them to me. 
‘He’s got a good-looking 
girl, a Porsche, what's 
his problem?’ | said, ‘I 
don't know what his 
problem is.’ They said, 
have a psychiatrist 
scene — explain his 
problem or you won't 
have a second week. 

“| was so depressed | 
slept for two weeks. | did- 
n't want to make movies 
again. Then Stanley 
Kubrick called me out of 
the blue. He said, ‘This 
film could have made 
$50. million if they wanted 
it to. These decisions 
have nothing to do with 
you. They are decided by the studio. Do not take it 
seriously. It's happened to me. A Clockwork Orange 
—— they hated it.’ The call helped me a lot.” 

Mother, however, is a film Brooks thinks everyone 
can love. “This movie plays pretty well everywhere. 
There’s no prerequisite. You don’t have to have a 
college education. You have to have a mother. I've 
seen it: that ice cream is in everyone's freezer in 
America. That colorless ice cream — I've seen 
Japanese people laugh at that.”

iT WON'T BE a big surprise if Oscar winners Meryl 
Streep and Diane Keaton get another shot at the 
golden man with their work in Marvin's Room. As the 
diametrically opposite sisters Lee and Bessie, they 
give authentic performances that embody extreme 
notions of the role of women in society. 

Although she originally considered the part of the 
docile, self-sacrificing Bessie, Streep finally opted 
for the rebellious spitfire Lee. “Bessie’s character is 
the heart of the film,” she says. “But then it was ter- 
ritory in my heart that | understood and had worked 
on in other things. And Lee wasn't something that ! 
ever tried. She's mad all the time. | just let another 
side of myself emerge that’s always lurking there.” 

Off screen, though, Streep feels more the Bessie 
type. “Yes, the caretaker, the oldest daughter. | 
have four children and a life that pulls me toward 
the mundane and the real very easily. Although | 
hate PTA. | tend to get too emotional at the PTA. 
I'm a wild card. My friends go, ‘Shh, shh, shh.’ Am | 
a soccer mom? Yes, | am. | don’t understand soc- 
cer, do you? They all run up, they all run down. | 
don’t know who is playing what. And what is ‘off- 
side’? Nobody knows.” 

As for the commercial viability of a film that fea- 
tures a doormat, Streep is optimistic. “It’s not usual- 
ly what you see as the driving force in the cinema. 
But | thought it was wonderful to celebrate that kind 
of simple heroics taking place in houses all over the 
country by women ail the time.” 

Diane Keaton, who plays Bessie, agrees. “I 
admire the piece because Scott McPherson brought 
to life something that’s always overlooked. | mean, 
who cares about Bessie? If you saw her on the 
street you wouldn't look twice. It’s testimony to the 
fact that people can have beautiful lives inside and 
yet be completely unnoticeable on the outside.” 

Does Keaton think the character might present an 
anti-feminist role model for women? “I don’t see sto- 
ries as role models in general. It's not saying that all 
women should take care of their daddies and forgo 
the pleasure of being married or a lover or fulfilling 
yourself. | could never do what Bessie does; obvi- 
ously, that’s not possible for me. { don’t think this is 
a political film; | think it's a film about family.” 

As for herself, Keaton tends more to the Lee side. 
An unmarried mother with an adopted child, and a 
woman who's had love 
affairs with icons rang- 
ing from Warren Beatty 
to Woody Allen, she 
began her career in

Living Room 


Marvin embraces all of life 


BY PETER KEOUGH The one thing out of place 


in Marvin’s Room, Jerry Zaks’s adaptation of the 
late Scott McPherson’s play, is Marvin himself. The 


ancient, stroke-ridden, ga-ga patri- 
arch of a family for whom the word 
dysfunctional would be a compliment, 
he’s present in the play itself only as 
off-stage bleats and moans. Here he’s 
served up like the centerpiece in a 
banquet of human misery and folly, 
allowing Hume Cronyn to turn in one 
of the most embarrassing perfor- 
mances since Anthony Hopkins’s 
drooling geek in Legends of the Fall. 

That error of judgment aside, 
Marvin's Room is a bracing, hilarious 
balancing act of melodrama and black 
comedy played by one of the most 
potent ensemble casts in recent memo- 
ry. The material is such that with weak 
direction or off-key performances it 
could lapse into mawkishness, camp, or 
cheap laughs. Zaks and company are 
almost note-perfect in making it in an 
elegant, exuberant chamber piece of 
absurd pathos and delight. As dreadful 
as the concept sounds, Marvin's Room 
is a feel-good Ethan Frome whose 
laughs and tears are kept chilled by the 
breath of tragedy. 

Poor Marvin's existence is ‘made 
manifest enough with the opening 
credit sequence, a long close-up track- 
ing shot along ranks of prescription 
bottles chronicling his long, relentless 
decline. Attending him is his mousy, 
long-suffering daughter Bessie (Diane 
Keaton in a performance so fine it 
might dim the memory of her dismal 
turn in The First Wives Club). Bessie 
has forgone love, career, and identity 
in a martyrish effort to keep together 
her marginal family — which in addi- 
tion to dad includes her dotty Aunt 
Ruth (a heartbreakingly loopy Gwen 
Verdon). Not part of that family is sis- 
ter Lee (Meryl Streep at her blue-col- 
lar Silkwood best), who bailed out

many years before, when Marvin first 
took a turn for the worst. The two 
have been out of contact ever since. 

Not that Lee has escaped the famil- 
ial ties that bind. A youthful fling with 
a loser has left her saddled with Hank 
(Leonardo DiCaprio, clearly feeling 
liberated after entangling himself in 
the iambic pentameter of Romeo and 
Juliet). Now a brooding teen who 
despises his mother, idealizes his 
absent father, and savors every 
moment of his misery and malice, 
Hank first appears on the screen set- 
ting fire to a pile of family photos in 
his bedroom. He then flees with his 
brother Charlie (Hal Scardino, a won- 
derfully offbeat child performer), leav- 
ing the house, and much of the neigh- 
borhood, in flames. 

This is not a work of subtle, 
Chekhovian dramatic moments. As 
Hank is put away in the booby hatch. 
Bessie pays a visit to bumbling Dr. 
Wally (Robert De Niro, proving that 
his future in cinema might be come-

dy), a former pathologist who has 
trouble relating to the needs and fears 
of living patients. After an examination 
and blood tests that border on slap- 
stick, Bessie learns the bad news: she 
has cancer. Only a marrow transplant 
from a blood relation can save her. 

So much for: the old holiday- 
reunion device for getting estranged 
family members together. Ruth and 
Marvin are unacceptable as donors 
because of their age and _ infirmity. 
That leaves Lee and her brood, and so 
Bessie represses a decade’s worth of 
resentment and gives her sister a call. 

Thus begins a thorny and gag-filled 
reconciliation — despite the familiar 
pattern, it’s enacted with the breath- 
taking spontaneity and quirkiness of 
real experience. Bessie bonds with 
Hank, Lee comes to terms with the 
wheezing reality of Marvin, Charlie 
watches soaps with Aunt Ruth, and the 
two sisters somehow work out an 
acceptance of each other and their 
antithetical life styles — anarchic, self- 
destructive independence and total, 
self-destructive submission. 

It helps that the cast melds together 
into the most believable and outrageous 
cinema clan since The Addams Family. 
But McPherson’s writing is superb as 
well. Whenever the film threatens to 
sink into the pat or the platitudinous, 
Room recovers with low-key, self- 
deflating irony or a barbed one-liner. 
The quality of the acting and the writ- 
ing shines through in such moments as 
Lee and Bessie’s first meeting. A pause 
filled with terror, love, and uncertainty 
passes before Bessie gushes, “My God, 
are you that old?” 

Such toying with bathos and comic 
relief is a guilty pleasure that comes 
from a deep knowledge of pain 
(McPherson died of AIDS in 1992, at 
the age of 32). The filmmaker and cast 
embrace both pleasure and pain, and 
despite the redundant, almost farcical 
memento mori of Marvin himself, they 
fill this Room with triumphant life. @ 














Fetal positions 


Citizen Ruth is a smart, irreverent satire 


BY ALICIA POTTER Are fetal rights funny? Director 
Alexander Payne thinks so, and in his- biting and 
provocative first feature, Citizen Ruth, he pulls off the 


ultimate in cinematic oxymorons: an abor- 
tion comedy. Nearly 25 years after Roe v. 
Wade, the chasmal issue is finally grounds 
for chuckling, thanks to Payne’s wry satire 
about a pregnant young drifter who gains 
unwanted fame as the controversial It Girl 
of the abortion fray. Refreshingly original 
in its social commentary, Citizen Ruth 
takes neither prisoners nor sides but 
devotes itself to skewering the red-hot self- 
righteousness of fanaticism. 

We first meet Ruth Stoops (played bril- 
liantly by Laura Dern as a head-on collision 
of street-smart grit and dim naiveté) in a 
familiar routine. She’s flat on her back, star- 
ing bolt ahead, as a grunting cretin bangs 
away at her. Trashy to the core, Ruth does 
for “huffing” what the Trainspotting lads did 
for heroin. A vapor addict, she eyes model 
glue with glazed longing and salivates like a 
Pavlovian dog at the sound of a spray-paint 
can being shaken. Two cops discover her 
passed out, a gray beard of sealant covering 
her scabby face. “She looks like the Tin Man 
from The Wizard of Oz,” one cop cracks, 
foreshadowing the bizarre journey for the 
drugged-out Dorothy. 

In jail on her 16th vapor-inhalation 
arrest, Ruth learns that she is pregnant with 
her fifth child and is facing a felony for fetal 
endangerment. The disgusted judge offers 
to reduce her charges if she agrees “to take 
care of her problem.” In her cell, Ruth 
meets holier-than-thou housewives Gail 
(Mary Kay Place) and Diane (Swoosie 
Kurtz), who’ve just raided the local abor- 
tion clinic. They persuade Gail’s husband, 
Norm (Kurtwood Smith), to spring for 
Ruth’s bail and then offer her a place in

their suburban oasis until her delivery. 
Ruth, however, isn’t exactly planning on 
having the baby. 

It’s not long before the media maelstrom 
swirls around her case. Both pro-life and 
pro-choice activists circle, but Ruth’s cuss- 
laced tantrum makes it clear that she won’t 
be anyone’s poster girl. All she wants is her 
old life of spray-paint stupors and sex on 
stained mattresses. That is, of course, until 
a manipulative bidding war erupts over the 
future of her fetus. 


Payne brazenly offers us little to love j 


about Ruth. An anti-heroine whose exis- 
tence is one big screeching “Fuck you!”, 
she lurches from faction to faction as the 
stakes climb. When outside her window 
hundreds of right-to-lifers sing “Don’t Give 
Up on Baby Tanya” to the chorus of “The 
Battle Hymn of the Republic,” Ruth sits in 
a hot-pink bra, caking on make-up and 
guzzling purloined Courvoisier. 





Nonetheless, Dern’s electrifying perfor- 
mance validates Ruth’s plucky struggle to 
hear her own voice above the commotion. 
Dern’s raw-boned frame embodies a hus- 
tler’s scrappiness, and her expressive face 
freezes Ruth’s humorously uncensored 
reactions to the freak show before her, from 
awestruck disbelief to sneering reproach. 
The other characters can veer toward broad 
caricatures — a reflection of the film’s 


chief problem, its glee over cheap shots. 


Payne seems to think stereotypes are okay 
as long as they’re distributed evenhandedly. 
But Dern infuses a survivalist’s spirit into 
Ruth that grounds her careering self- 
destructiveness in life-affirming reality. Her 
bull-headed resistance to reform broaches a 
tough question: just what does freedom of 
choice mean for those women whose abili- 
ties to choose can’t always be trusted? 

Payne does not cork this query with a pat 
answer, any more than he sidles up to the 
pro-choice or the pro-life camp. Instead, 
the sardonic film excoriates both sides with 
one broad swipe of black humor, pitting the 
hypocritical, Scripture-spouting — right 
against the moon-serenading, feminist-les- 
bian left. Like the sublimely caustic To Die 
For, Citizen Ruth slings its folly hardest at 
those with a knack for PR and an ear for 
sound bites. The biggest offenders are a 
gloriously toupee’d Burt Reynolds as the 
baby savers’ pampered pooh-bah and a 
mediagenic Tippi Hedren as a white Faye 
Wattleton. 

Gym bag slung over her shoulder, fist 
punching the air, the irrepressible Ruth is 
not easily forgotten. This brash comedy not 
only makes us laugh at the previously 
sacrosanct politics of abortion but also 
reminds us of the individuals so often flat- 
tened by fanaticism’s juggernaut. An irrev- 
erent, gutsy debut, Citizen Ruth fulfills the 
unforgiving maxim of smart satire: offend 
everyone and spare no one. *

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JACKIE CHAN’S 
FIRST STRIKE 


Jackie Chan’s latest, First Strike 
(released to Asian audiences early last 
year as Police Story 4: Simple Task, and 
subsequently dubbed for American 
release), doesn’t vary much from the 
chop-socky formula, though there’s 
much less of the pyrotechnic martial- 
arts flavor that made Rumble in the 
Bronx and Supercop (another Police 
Story sequel) surprise hits on these 
shores. Billed as the first time Chan 
fights for America, First Strike only 
peripherally involves the CIA but 
makes up for that by overdosing on 
Western action-flick references and 
telegraphed James Bond parodies. 
Chan plays a Hong Kong policeman 
-— named, um, Jackie Chan —- who's 
enlisted by the KGB to chase a stolen 
plutonium warhead across the globe. 
Double-crossing international arms 
dealers provide Chan with an excuse to 
snowboard, bart his ass, sing (in 
English, even in the Asian version), 
fight on stilts in full dragon-parade 
costume, battle tough guys underwater 
in a killer-shark tank, and, in the only 
straight-up hand-to-hand throwdown, 
hold off a handful of offended brothers 
with only a folding aluminum ladder at 
his disposal. It ain’t quite Drunken 
Master I, but without any other readi- 
ly available contenders on the kung fu 
circuit, what choice have you got? Af 
the Cheri, the Fresh Pond, and the 
Allston and in the suburbs.

TURBULENCE 


This so-called action thriller is about as 
exciting as a preflight instructional and 
takes longer to get airborne than an FAA 
investigation.

Strange Kurosawa at the MFA 


“Ask him about horses. He likes to be asked about horses,” our obsequious 
guide advised us as our bus headed toward a luxury hotel on the side of 
Mount Fuji. There, filmmaker Akira Kurosawa, the world-famous creator of 
Rashomon, Ikiru, Yojimbo, and a dozen other cinema classics, sat awaiting 
the international press for a discussion of his new movie, Ran. 

The year was 1985, and I’ll never forget that strange, controlled Japanese 
press conference, about which we had been forewarned. Kurosawa enjoys only 

certain kinds of questions: those that 
flatter him, those that don’t threaten 
his fragile equilibrium. So inquire 
about how he directed the horses in 
Ran, but don’t go much deeper. 

“For the war scenes in Ran, were 
you influenced by Eisenstein’s battle 
on ice in Alexander Nevsky?” some- 
one ventured. A reasonable, definitely 
respectable question. Kurosawa 

fumed. “I am influenced by no one,” he said, and a sycophantic French 
journalist leapt to his feet to protect the vulnerable filmmaker. “Je proteste!” 
He yelled out. “Eisenstein est Eisenstein! Kurosawa est Kurosawa!” 

“Fuck you!” I yelled out, and so did other annoyed, frustrated Western 
journalists. And so it went. 

That’s a long way of saying why the bewildering Madadayo, Kurosawa’s 
1993 film (playing January 10, 18, and 20 at the Museum of Fine Arts), 
makes perfect sense to me. The focus of his 
30th dramatic feature, produced in 
the 50th year of his career, is an 
endless stream of tributes (134 
minutes of them) to his leg- 
endary main character, a 
fictionalized version of 
the real-life Japanese 
teacher and novelist 
Hyakken Uchida 
(1889-1971). 

Could there be a more 
autobiographical associ- 
ation for Kurosawa than 
with Uchida, this revered 
artist-intellectual? For 
Kurosawa, heaven on earth 
is being bathed in praise by 
his peers. So Madadayo is 
Kurosawa’s utopian vision. The 
film follows Uchida (Tatsuo 
Matsumura) from the day 
his university retirement is EDO REVISITED: Sharaku aims to re- 
announced to his shocked create 18th-century Tokyo. 
students. Never fear: his 
students attend him home, sing — and dance! — songs of tribute, laugh 
deeply at his corny jokes, rebuild his house (it’s World War II) when the Allied 
forces burn it to the ground. 

Finally, they turn their love-for-teacher into an almost mythic yearly ritual. 
The ex-students all turn out for an annual birthday party in which the guest 
of honor, the ever-aging Uchida, guzzles down a gargantuan glass of beer and 
announces, “Madadayo!”, which means, “Not yet!” He’s not ready to meet 
his maker. Neither is Kurosawa. 

Madadayo is the kind of personal, sentimental movie of old age (Kurosawa 
was born in 1910, so he made it in his early 80s) that advanced Kurosawa- 
ites may love but few others will warm to. Western audiences may be appalled, 
too, by the movie’s old-style, unapologetic sexism. The worshippers of Uchida 
are a boys’ club; Uchida’s wife sits near him through the movie, very obedi- 
ently, almost silently. 

I liked about 25 minutes of the film, when Uchida’s world falls apart 
because his cat, Nora, is lost. The desperate search for the missing feline 
proves heartfelt and touching. 

Madadayo is one entry in the MFA’s comprehensive “New Japanese Cinema” 
series, which runs through 25. Of the 10 additional titles, I’ve seen five: 

Sumo Do Sumo Don’t (1992; January 10 and 25), a sweet, amusing 
Revenge of the Nerds—like comedy about a ragtag university sumo wrestling 
team of geeks, losers, and bespectacled chubby boys who, of course, learn 
to respect the archaic sport and gain self-respect in the process. 

Sharaku (1995; January 11, 16, and 24), an ambitious and colorful, if not 
always coherent, attempt to re-create the historical world of 18th-century 
Edo (modern Tokyo). There, kabuki flourished, and the great woodblock 
artists, womanizing Utamaro and his compatriots, made their reputations 
drawing geisha girls. 

Down the Drain (1993; January 17), a moody, surrealist, sometimes 
effective Japanese Alice-down-the-rabbit-hole saga about a passive teenage 
girl whose life becomes a nightmare spiral of illogical misadventures. 

Kids Return (1996; January 17) concerns two high-school juvenile delin- 
quent pals who finally split up. One becomes a dedicated boxer, the other a 
lackey for the local yakuza. The story is fairly well told, but it was done bet- 
ter at Warner Brothers in the ’30s with James Cagney and Pat O’Brien. 

A Weatherwoman (1995; January 24). An outrageous, highly stylized, 
MTVish sex comedy about the war between new and old weatherwomen. The 
over-the-top stuff gets tiresome, but one great lesbian sex scene was sneaked in.

Paul West bed-wrestles the muse 
BY ANNE MARIE DONAHUE John Milton 


was looking only to cop a quick feel the day 
he met his muse. At the start of Sporting with 


Amaryllis, Paul West’s flawed 
but exquisitely written allegory 
about sex and creative genius, 


it’s 1626 and Milton is just 17,. 


horny as a caged rooster, and 
ambivalent about sex, which he 
fears will consume and corrupt 
him. So he takes to the streets 
of London intending merely to 
grope strange women on the 
fly. But then he meets an exotic 
Ethiopian woman so beguiling 
that he abandons his qualms 
and his virginity in a trice. 
Their initial tryst has none of 
the trappings of romance. 
Saying little, she leads the 
young poet to a fetid hovel full 
of rotting animal skins and 
seduces him with little ceremo- 
ny in the presence of her surly 
servant, Quiescan di Garbo, 
who compulsively squashes 
bugs with his filthy boot. 
Oddly, Milton’s ardor isn’t 
dimmed by the sordid sur- 
roundings. From the start, the 
woman strikes him as exalted 
and otherworldly, though he 
can’t discern whether she’s a 
witch, a myth incarnate, or a 
figment of his sex-crazed 
imagination. All he knows for 
certain is that he’s seen her 
many times before, perhaps in 
his dreams, and that she holds 
his fate in her hands. Thinking 
of Virgil’s poem about the 
shepherdess, he - dubs her 


Amaryllis and determines to: 


follow wherever she leads. 

His date with destiny, which 
lasts one full day, gets 
stranger and more unsettling 
by the moment. After a bout 
of transcendent sex, Amaryllis 
reveals that it is her duty as his

muse to plague him for the 
rest of his life, as suffering will 
sharpen his talent. “We of the 
old school set great store by 
suffering,” she says. “Who 
wants poems from the 
untouched? We usually try to 
make them hurt as much as 
possible without quite blowing 
out the flame.” And the pain, 
she warns, will intensify as his 
art improves: “If you fail, the 
flogging will cease. If you 
shine, we will half-kill you to 
see how far you can be 
pushed.” 

To Milton’s chagrin, the tor- 
ture begins tout de suite. With 
di Garbo in tow, Amaryllis 
leads her charge to a bargelike 
ship piled with corpses and 
comrhands him to kiss their 
putrid lips, inhaling deeply as 
he does so. “You will be writing 
in the language of the dead,” 
she tells him. “All languages, if 
they have ever been used, are 
languages of the dead, and you 
should tremble whenever, as it 
were, you play with their toys, 
fire their weapons, filch their 
sentences from them.” 

After the corpse-smooching 
has been accomplished, 
Milton’s day mercifully takes a 





turn for the better. As if by 
magic, the threesome are 
transported to a luxurious 
gondola, where Milton and 
Amaryllis make love madly 
and repeatedly until they 
reach the shore and go their 
separate ways. Never again 
will they meet on an earthly 
plane. But, then again, maybe 
they never did. 

On the page, the plot of 
Sporting with Amaryllis comes 
off as only slightly less ludi- 
crous than it does in synopsis. 
To be sure, West aims to 
amuse and often succeeds bril- 
liantly. But the silliness is too 
much even for the surreal alle- 
gory at the end, when it’s 
revealed that Amaryllis is a sis- 
ter from another planet, one 
called Radius Edna. The 
novel’s lighter strains seem 
painfully at odds with the more 
portentous ones. Moreover, 
neither Milton nor his 
extraterrestrial paramour ever 
springs to life: Amaryllis is 
both too mercurial and too 
ethereal to be believed; Milton 
is almost entirely cerebral, 
even when his libido is at full 
gallop. 

Nevertheless, Sporting with 
Amaryllis is packed with plea- 
sures that help compensate for 
the poverty of its plot and 
characters. The _ narrative 
often seems to be little more 
than a shaky scaffold erected 
in support of West’s explo- 
ration of the genesis of genius 
and the workings of creativity. 
As West maps it, sex is the 
surest pathway to the primal, 
which binds the genius to the 
rest of humankind and points 
the way to the universal. In 
Amaryllis’s arms, for example, 
Milton realizes that he will 
ever after labor “to match the 
world of words to that of the 

body.” Instead of 
sequestering art in 
the hermetic realm 
of the sublime, he 
will engage, “turning 
the world into words 
that made the world 
more like itself.” As 
he prepares to pry 
himself from _ the 
arms of his muse, he 
comforts himself 
with the knowledge 
that “his. brain, and 
his future too, had 
changed from the 
slime that under- 
hangs a dead fish’s 
belly to something 
like mercury, bald 
and heliotropic.” 

As arresting as West’s 
insights into the 
imperatives of com- 
mitted creativity may 
be, they are over- 
shadowed by _ the 
sheer brilliance of his 
language, which is 
lush, lyrical, and 
wildly evocative. In 
the end, Sporting 
with Amaryllis gets 
sidewinded by its 
own mixed messages, 
but the prose is so 
mesmerizing that one 
can almost be con-

The nation’s music press are 
the last folks to put that question 
to. They bemoan the decline of 
alternative rock (which never was 
such a big deal anyway), waiting 
for that next big thing when it’s 
already here. Led by the German 
duo La Bouche’s millien-seller 
Sweet Dreams (RCA; three pop 
single hits so far and more com- 
ing), “Eurobeat,” “Eurodance,” 
or “happy house” — whatever 
you want to call it — is a fast- 
moving, deliciously melodic, 
night-dream believer’s sound 
that’s suddenly commanding 
radio attention here in the US. 
And doing so in spite of its direct 
descent from — horror of hor- 
rors! — the fluffiest, most girlish- 
ly dizzy kind of classic 1970s 
disco. Every hour now, radio 
turns to these children of Lipps, 
Inc, Tantra, and _ Silver 
Convention to rescue the air- 
waves from flatness: Amber’s 
“This Is the Night,” Real 
McCoy’s “Another Night,” No 
Mercy’s “Where Do You Go,”

menco-Eurohouse “Macarena,” 
the story of a pretty little beach 
tease who flirts with all the boys 
and stays with none. You can’t 
move these days without hearing 
little Miss Macarena pucker up 
and say a coolly electronic “hi!” 
into your ear. 

What will the Smashing 
Munchkins do now? The 
Crapberries@e Bummer 
Ezra? What can they do but go 
back to the college library and 
look up the word “fun”? 

More than the sound has 
changed. Take the format. In 
place of single-artist CDs, for the 
most part, the happy high-Euro 
sound lives in compilations. 
Collections of singles emphasize 
the primacy of the Euro genre, its 
structure, its expression; and 
because the news of it is the 
sound itself, compilations are just 
about all a fan needs if he wants 
to breathe in his chosen ether. 
Not that this season’s mountain 
of compilations feature only 
Eurobeat. House music — espe- 
cially “hard house,” a painfully 
powerful sound — injects its 
uniquely dark, gothic potion of 
midnight and horni- 
ness into some 
notable collections. 
The terrific Burn: 
The Best of Dance 
Baby Records Vol. 1 
(Dance Baby), for 
example, broadcasts 
only on the house- 
music waveband. 
And why not, when 
the voice at the 
mike brings as 
much grit and glee 
into play as this 
label’s special diva, 
Michelle Weeks? 
(Weeks also sings 
one song, “I Don't

DMA Dance Vol. 2: Eurodance 
(Interhit) also parades hits: La 
Bouche’s “Be My Lover” and 2 
Unlimited’s most ephemeral 
song, “No One.” But the climac- 
tic moments here belong to Outta 
Control’s dewy-eyed version of 
Joan Osborne’s “One of Us” and 
two fast, fast flights through air as 
sugar-flavored as a sticky bun, 
Cartouche’s “Miracles” and 
Masterboy’s “Anybody.” 

Interhit offers a second compi- 
lation, NRG Unlimited 1, in 
which the singsongy siren sound 
of classic fast disco gets a second 
listen, especially in Bianca’s 
“Hypnotic Tango” and Lipstick’s 
“Back for Good” mild 
melodies and whisper voices that 
flicker like billion-year-old light 
from faraway space. Eurodance’s 
union of fantasy, distance, and 
girlishness reaches its epitome in 
Rambo Mix (Blanco y Negro,

These CDs are definitely purist 
music. Pop hooks play almost no 
part. Instead, the melody and 
voices give up their shape in 
search of an almost imaginary 
dreaminess. And if this dreami- 
ness is almost always tinged with 
a melancholy as light to the touch 
as a cloud — the style’s sopranos 
sound as anonymous as the mes- 
sages of angels — its avoidance 
of realism is exactly the point. 
Eurobeat is concept work. In it, 
the illogic of romance states its 
ideal again and again, like a tru- 
ism, an act of proof by demon- 
stration. There never has been 
pop music more logical and pure- 
ly Platonic than Eurobeat. That 
an ideal love and an ideal happi- 
ness exists and can be striven for 
is the first premise underlying 
Eurobeat’s genius. Which is why 
the almost identical-twin similari- 
ty of form (female diva, male rap- 
per, pulsating electronic riffs) 
among La Bouche, Real McCoy, 
Snap, Corona, and Captain 
Hollywood intensifies the truth of 
the music rather than disperses it. 

All manifestations of Eurobeat 
manifest this proof, even those that 
crutch themselves on dance-rock 
hooks and world beat. The 15 
tracks of yet another compilation, 
Deconstruction Presents (BMG), 
may grind through hard techno’s

familiar surfaces (best: Monkey 
Mafia’s “Work Mi’ Body” and N- 
Joi’s “Anthem”), but what matters 
is the blissful outcry of singer 
De’Lacy waving her wand in two 
Euro-diva tours-de-force, “That 
Look (Hani’s Club Look II Radio 
Edit)” and “Hideaway (Deep Dish 
Remix).” Similarly, carthiness and 
magic-carpet rides — Brazilian 
style — play yin and yang from the 
first, Money Mark note of Red Hot 
+ Rio (Antilles) to the bad-boy last 
words said by samba rebels Chico 
Science and Funk ‘n’ Lata. 
Everything But the Girl, in 
“Corcovado,” and Crystal Waters, 
doing “The Boy from Ipanema,” 
also appear, snoring the music like 
voices in heavily shaded sleepwalk. 

Lastly, Eurobeat superstars 
Culture Beat and La Bouche pre- 
sent their own new CDs, Inside 
Out (Sony Germany) and All 
Mixed Up (EMI), in which the 
matter-of-factness of the first and 
the bright-lit glamor of the sec- 
ond — and the super, super 
speediness of both — reinforce 
each other like buttresses. Up into 
the ceiling they curve, Culture 
Beat in “Take Me Away,” “Inside

ROBBIE BASHO: 


THE BEATIFIC LOST 
GUITARIST 


When folk guitarist extraordinaire 
Robbie Basho performed at Cam- 
bridge’s Club Passim years ago, he 
was widely known as one of a trinity 
of players (with John Fahey and Leo 
Kottke) who revolutionized folk-gui- 
tar picking. How times change. 
Whereas Fahey and Kottke have 
maintained cult followings, Basho, 
who died in obscurity a decade ago, is 
largely forgotten. So the Tacoma label, 
now owned by Fantasy Records, 
deserves fanfares for issuing Guitar 
Soli, the first CD of Basho’s music, 
though his LPs on various labels still 
surface in used-record stores. 

Fahey and Kottke invented guitar 
styles that were revisions of old coun- 
try-blues approaches; Basho created a 
guitar style largely based upon Asian 
models. He tuned his acoustic six- 
and 12-string guitars in peculiar ways, 
echoing the tunings of Indian sitars or 
Japanese kotos. He strummed and 
picked original instrumentals that 
borrowed from both Western sym- 
phonic forms and Eastern ragas. 
Undergirding his style was an oddball 
sense of spiritual mission. He saw his 
music as a theosophical and poetic 
expression of what would largely 
become vulgarized into new-age 


muzak. 
Guitar Soli’s 11 tunes — 10 instru- 
mentals and one song — have titles 


like “Seal of the Blue Lotus” and 
“Sansara in Sweetness After 
Sandstorm.” They average six min- 
utes in length; often they’re moody 
explorations of musical textures you 
wouldn’t expect to hear from any 


~acoustic guitar. Bass drone notes 


abound. High notes from Basho’s 12- 
string cascade like so many sliding 
sitar notes. Even. a cursory listen to 
this CD will have you pondering just 
how otherworldly a master can make 
a steel-stringed guitar sound. 

This compilation draws upon 
Basho’s first albums in the ’60s, Seal 
of the Blue Lotus/Guitar Soli, The 
Grail and the Lotus, and Basho 
Sings/Volume 3. Much needs to be 
said about the last, though compiler 
Bill Belmont was timid in including 
only one example of Basho’s singing. 
Basho sang like John McCormack, 
the famous Irish tenor, meaning that 
he was vibrato-laden and stentorian. 
There was nothing casual about his 
singing. He’d belt his original lyrics, 
words that sounded like a hallucina- 
tory mix of Kahlil Gibran and whatev- 
er exotic aphorism you found in your 
last fortune cookie. Yet every once in 
a while, you can hear the very odd- 
ness of his singing as being in synch 
with his Far Eastern guitar. Such an 
exotically complex folk-guitar style 
couldn’t really be counterpointed by a 
vocal stance as loosely informal as, 
say, James Taylor’s. 

I visited Basho at his Berkeley 
apartment months before his death. In 
a hovel filled with unreleased tapes 
stacked to the ceiling, he proceeded to 
tell me, cryptically, about his quasi- 
shamanic new songs. I think he knew 
he was dying, even as he struggled to 
finish new projects. For all the Far 
Eastern musical modes and the walls 
plastered with Hindu art, I thought of 
a line by poet William Carlos 
Williams: “the pure products of 
America go crazy.” Basho’s pure and 
crazy genius deserves a widespread 
hearing at last.

glitzy dance productions Paris is 
known for, these artists have cut their 
own path. Aiming squarely at a world- 
wide, soft-rock audience, Zaire’s 
Lokua Kanza and Senegal’s Wasis 
Diop have made albums full of gentle 
vocal harmonies, pristine acoustic 
sounds, friendly familiar rhythms, and 
catchy vocal hooks that glide effort- 
lessly from African languages to 
English to French. Both artists have 
shown impressive sales in Europe. But 
will their docile brand of Afropop find 
favor in the US? With Kanza’s Wapi 
Yo (BMG/Catalyst) and Diop’s No 
Sant (Triloka) in stores, the two artists 
have begun to tour here, and early 
signs look good for both of them. 

On No Sant, Diop presents himself 
as an African folk-rocker. On “Di Na 
Wo,” a strummy, acoustic-guitar-dri- 
ven chugger, his vocal harmonies 
shimmer like old Simon and 
Garfunkel. “N.O.P.” offers a funky 
rock groove with a solid live-band 
feeling. The song’s dreamy B-section 
vamp is just one example of Diop’s 
facility with Western song structures. 
His versatile voice is best in its raspy, 
low range. There’s a hint of reggae 
soul man Toots Hibbert in the album’s 
gospelly college-radio hit “No Sant,” 
which moves like a Latin-tinged ’60s 
pop tune and hits a homer with its 
playfully descending vocal hook, 
which is unforgettable after a single 
listening. Full of interesting elements 
— a bagpipe, fuzz guitar, piano, and 
a wryly commenting tenor sax — his 
album is masterfully arranged and 
very easy to listen to. 

Kanza’s Wapi Yo sticks even more 
to acoustic sounds — principally his 
own clean and tasty steel-string guitar 
picking and strumming, and a piano. 
His supple voice, capable of 
anguished soul cries and soothing 
intimacy, proves his greatest asset. On 








the title track, a piano ballad, fans of 
conventional Zairean pop will recog- 
nize the romantic flourishes and 
cadence of the fluid Lingala language. 
But on tunes like the spare “Yoka,” he 
also evokes the breathy nuances of 
Brazilian bossa nova. Kanza writes 
love songs — wistful, nostalgic, 
melancholy, and, some will say, 
mawkish. But like Diop, he’s a con- 
summate arranger with a great ear for 
hooks. The album’s radio hit, 
“Shadow Dancer,” recalls the earnest 
vocal harmonies and breezy urgency 
of the ’70s pop group America. 

Lest you doubt there’s a strategy at 
work here, just look at these two 
CDs. Both have easy, six-letter titles 
and cover images of the artists in soft 
sepia tones surrounded by lots of 
white space. Each artist makes a 
cameo appearance singing on the 
other’s record. In their recent tours, 
neither man could bring his whole 
band, but they both adapted like sea- 
soned professionals. Diop arranged 
his songs for two guitars, a percus- 
sionist, and a French accordion play- 
er, winning sure, if subdued, approval 
at New York’s SOB’s. Kanza brought 
just two singers, enough to deliver his 
finely crafted, unmistakable vocal 
blend. At Fez, a downstairs Man- 
hattan nightclub, he loosened the 
crowd up till he had them laughing, 
singing, and clapping along with him. 
He’s got the edge when it comes to 
rousing an audience, but these are 
both formidable talents who show 
every sign of exceeding the successes 
of their African predecessors. Tra- 
ditionalists will complain that Africa 
gets lost in the mix, but if Kanza and 
Diop can offend that core Afropop 
audience and still outsell the competi- 
tion, we can expect many to follow in 


their wake.

Bjork remixes up an urgent Jelegram 
BY CHARLES TAYLOR Bjork is nearly a guest star on her new 


Telegram (Elektra, in stores January 14), so it may not be much of a 
compliment to say that it’s the most enjoyable thing she’s released. 


Telegram is a remixed and rese- 
quenced version of Bjérk’s last 
album, 1995's Post. The notes on 
my advance CD claim that 
Telegram is a chance for Bjork to 
put out her different conceptions 
of the songs that appeared on 
that album. Whoever’s concep- 
tion it is we're hearing, though, 
Telegram is a producer’s and 
mixer’s album, pure and simple. 
The notes are right in calling it a 
radical restructuring. But what’s 
most radical — and most satisfy- 
ing — is that Bjork has become 
only one element in the mix. 

I’ve been alternately intrigued 
and irritated by Bjork for a couple 
of years now. When her first solo 
album, Debut, came out a few 
years back | couldn’t change the 
dial fast enough every time 
“Human Behaviour” turned up 
on the radio. The song’s video, 
with its faux fairy-tale imagery of 
Bjork being chased by a giant 
teddy bear, confirmed my image 
of her as the happy pixie of alter- 


na-pop. I decided I’d just as soon 
change the channel and allow her 
to let her porridge cool in peace. 
When Post came along, some- 
thing about the insistent melodra- 
ma of “Army of Me” got my atten- 
tion. | wanted to change the 
channel on this one, too, but 
wound up listening to it more 
often than not. And by the time 
her version of “It’s Oh So Quiet” 
(originally done by Betty Hutton) 
appeared, I capitulated. Listening 
to Bjork coo and shriek her way 
through it made me think of the 
way little kids get attached to 
songs they stumble upon in their 
parents’ record collection (for me 
it was the Ink Spots’ “If | Didn’t 
Care”) and mime and sing along 
till they wear themselves out. 
Still, | couldn’t shake the feel- 
ing that I was listening to the ’90s 
Kate Bush whenever I put Post in 
the CD player. I’ve got no qualms 
about Telegram, however. As a 
piece of alternative dance pop, it’s 
as strange and entertaining as No 





Protection, producer Mad 
Professor’s remix of Massive 
Attack’s Protection album. Bjork 
has less opportunity to waft off 
into her Brothers Grimm fantasy 
world here. On the original 
“Cover Me,” she played the elf- 
woman going off to have adven- 
tures, like the girls you knew in 
college who lit their rooms by 
candlelight and insisted on wear- 
ing capes. Telegram’s “Dillinja 
Mix” replaces the dreaminess of 
that version with a hectic, urban 
feel. Alarms (school bells, 
maybe?) go off in the back- 
ground, electronic buzzing cours- 
es in and out. And because of 
that, the line “This is really dan- 
gerous” sounds connected to 
something real and potentially 
threatening, not like a grown 
woman pretending there are 
giants hiding in the closet. 

Much of what makes Telegram 
work are the propulsive beats that 
give numbers like Eumir 
Deodato’s remix of “Isobel,” or 
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NOBODY'S ELF: with this album of 
reconsidered material, Bjork's made dream 
music that refuses to drift off into the ether. 


the best number, “I Miss You 
(Dobie Rub Part One — 
Sunshine Mix),” their momen- 
tum, keeping them from becom- 
ing insular and tangled up in 
Bjérk’s verbal eccentricities. 
Those oddities are reduced to a 
series of electronic blips on the 
opening “Possibly Maybe (Lucy 
Mix),” but her voice is right up 
front, growling and stronger than 
ever on the new “My Spine,” with 
its background instrumentation 
that sounds like a cross between 
talking drums and tin cans filled 
with water. And the Brodsky 
Quartet’s backing on 
“Hyperballad” pushes that pre- 
cious rural fantasy to its nearly

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operatic extreme. The 
song’s ending, with 
the strings imitating 
bird calls and compet- 
ing with Bjérk’s voice, 
brings out the melo- 
drama that somehow 
validates the dippiness 
of the whole concep- 
tion. Then there are 
the exercises in rhyth- 
mic dissonance, like 
“Enjoy,” which fea- 
tures something like 
the sound of a needle 
being jerked off a 
record run through 
electronic distortion, 
or Graham Massey’s 
stunning remix of 
“Army of Me” (called 
“Army of Mine”), the 





most extreme thing 
here. 

For all the self-efface- 
ment of Telegram, 


there’s a way in which 
the album completes 
Bjork. She’s always 
aspired to make dream music, and 
she does it here without wafting off 
into the vapors. The closing track, 
“Headphones,” is true dream 
music. Listening to it is like wak- 
ing up in the middle of the night 
and hearing a voice and not know- 
ing whether it’s the TV or the hiss 
of a bad connection coming over 
your answering machine. Midway, 
it shifts, and the voice seems to be 
coming down through the ceiling, 
the way a dream seems close in the 
seconds after you wake from it. 
For people like me, who've been 
intrigued by Bjork but felt slightly 
foolish admitting it, the harder 
edge of Telegram means never 
having to say you're sorry. x

Older women got their mojos workin’ too 


BY NORMAN WEINSTEIN Picasso once remarked that it took him | 


a lifetime to become young, and that principle came to mind as I was 
listening to Roll Over, Ms. Beethoven, a reissue compilation on the 


Prestige label. Alberta Hunter, 
Victoria Spivey, and Lucille 
Hegamin are the featured per- 
formers, and they all began their 
singing careers in the ’20s. These 
Prestige recordings were made in 
the "60s, when the artists were in 
their late 50s or early 60s, evi- 
dence of an implausibly produc- 
tive “second wind.” Although 
these are Hegamin’s final record- 
ings, Spivey went on to have 
some success on her own record 
label for another decade, and 
Hunter achieved international 
renown through her Columbia 
recordings, which were produced 
in her 80s! 

This collection makes you 
appreciate anew the impact a life- 
time of hard living has on women 
recording blues. From Janis Joplin 
to Sue Foley, blues women of the 
last 30 years have proven that 
youth and race aren't barriers to 
artistic and commercial success. 
But there are fewer models for 
older blues women. We're used to

seeing senior blues men tour and 
do significant work late into life, 
from Mississippi Fred McDowell 
to the current crop of elder states- 
men — R.L. Burnside, Junior 
Kimbrough and, of course, B.B. 
King. Where are theit equivalent 
models among women? Sippie 
Wallace performed into old age, 
Koko Taylor is getting up there 
(b. 1935), but otherwise the 
examples are few and far 
between. What kind of wind can a 
blues belter past her “prime” 
have? What makes her message 
worth heeding? 

Roll Over, Ms. Beethoven is a 
too-cute retitling of an LP origi- 
nally called Songs We Taught Your 
Mother, that title evoking a proud 


authority (this is volume eight of | 


Prestige’s Bluesville Years reissue 
series). Roll Over adds to the 
dozen songs on the vinyl release 
(four by each of the singers) six 
additional tracks culled from 
Woman Blues, a Victoria Spivey 
session with guitarist Lonnie 





Johnson. Apart from those 
Spivey/Johnson numbers, the 
singers are backed by a remark- 
able group of old jazzsters: clar- 
inettist Buster Bailey, tuba player 
Sidney de Paris, trombonist J.C. 
Higginbotham, pianist Cliff 
Johnson, and drummer Zutty 
Singleton. 

The magic begins a minute into 
the first track, Hunter’s “I Got 
Myself a Working Man.” With an 
insinuating tone and a spryly sexy 
lilt, Hunter gives you the lowdown 
about her man. “He'll never win 
no beauty contest, and goodness 
knows he don’t dress fine. Yes, 
he’s healthy and ambitious, and 
lays it on the line.” There’s fury, 
sexuality, racial pride, feminism, 
all concentrated in every word. A 
lifetime’s worth of the blues com- 
pressed into every note. And while 
Hunter carries on, Bailey’s clarinet 
trills outrageously, de Paris’s tuba 
honks gruffly, Higginbotham’s 
trombone yawns and slurs. 

Although not as lavishly theatri-

cal as Hunter (who grew even 
more dramatic in her 80s), Spivey 
and Hegamin also possess that 
earth-shattcring capacity to ener- 
gize traditional blues lyrics. They 
do so through carefully controlled 
vibrato and odd phrasing (Spivey 
throughout her career extended 
ends of verses into disconcerting 
wails), and by turning songs into 
miniature dramas heralding femi- 
nine power and_ resiliency. 
There’s a disarming matter-of- 
factness in Spivey’s sung claim 
that she’s “a red hot mama” who 
can set a city ablaze. There’s a 
smoldering yet focused self- 
respect and pride in Hegamin’s 
“Arkansas Blues,” a classic song

The songs convey a stately ele- 
gance; they're delivered with per- 
fect diction and tonal clarity — 
pristine, yet never prissy. 

These performances are even 
more captivating if you hear them 
juxtaposed against the perform- 
ers’ original "20s recordings (all 
on the import Document labcl). 
The musical qualities of the voic- 
es have changed remarkably little 
over the decades. The difference? 
These old blues woman sound as 
if they'd earned the right to sing 
the blues. They’ve become young 
— not young again, but young 
for the first time — by touching 
that wellspring of wisdom a long

Verago-go go for change 
BY BRETT MILANO What can you say about a band 


who wear different flashy costumes for every show, 
borrow song angles from film noir plots, and play entire 


gigs in different musical styles just for the 
hell of it? What I’d say is: “I bet these folks 
have been to art school.” 

Verago-go have done all of the above, 
including going to. art school (at least two 
members have: singer/guitarist Isabel Riley 
and singer/bassist Jen Diamond both 
attended Mass College of Art; drummer 
John Lakian was then playing in metal 
bands). There have always been two kinds 
of art-school bands: either they’re hope- 
lessly pretentious or they show a healthy 
disregard for rock conventions. Wire were 
one of the good ones; so were Talking 
Heads. And so are Verago-go, though at 
heart they’re more of a pop group than 
either of the above. Their favored sound is 
a cuddlecore style that conjures good 
memories of Tsunami and early Scrawl. 

But their debut CD, Flight 45 (Curve of 
the Earth), doesn’t stay in one place for 
long. Only one track (“Stay,” the one get- 
ting college airplay) is an undoctored pop 
song. Elsewhere there are numbers that 
end after a minute, change directions mid- 
way through (“Venus,” which is responsi- 
ble for any Throwing Muses comparisons 
they’ll get), or dabble in surf and metal. 
There’s an unlisted track, using the word 
“fuck” 15 times, that sounds like a vicious 
Liz Phair parody (unintentional, they say, 
though writer Diamond admits that Phair 
gets on her nerves). And closing the album 
proper is the last thing you’d expect from a 
pop group: a long jam with six minutes’ 
worth of an honest-to-God drum solo — 
the first I can remember hearing on any 
local disc. 

They tried that out for the same reason 
they try most things out: because it was fun 
and seemed like a good idea. (“And we fig- 
ure that most people are gonna turn it off 
anyway,” Diamond offers.) The same phi-

losophy extends to their stage costumes, 
which is where the art-school background 
comes out. I missed the “Sgt. Pepper out- 
fits” that Riley says they wore at a recent 
show, but-I did catch the 50s pin-up-type 
get-ups they sported recently at Mama Kin. 

“I’m psyched about having an image,” 
Riley says. “We’re all into bright colors and 
sparkles. Jen’s a filmmaker and I’m a 
painter, so that’s bound to come out.” She 
describes the two frontwomen as “polar 
opposites.” Diamond has no formal train- 
ing; Riley is classically schooled. Diamond 
is the intuitive one; Riley is “the obsessive, 
neurotic one.” 

Riley plays down her band experience, 
calling herself a “closet guitarist” who 
wrote songs in her dorm room for years, 
but both she and Diamond have at least 
one good reference each: Riley was in 
Chevy S-10 before they became Chevy 
Heston, and Diamond played in a late line- 
up of the western Massachusetts band 
Queer. They met Lakian at a bar (“the one 
where I was trying to pick up my present 
boyfriend,” Riley offers); under prodding 
they admit that the first song they played 
together was “Smoke on the Water.” Riley 
is the band’s pop strategist, the one who 
recently spent a few hours picking apart the 
Beach Boys’ Pet Sounds, and she says the 
tricky hops in the songs are there on pur- 
pose: “They’re complex, as a way of keep- 
ing up with people’s attention spans.” And 
how ‘does Lakian, with his metal back- 
ground, adapt to this band? “It’s beautiful. 
This is the first time I’ve actually been able 
to hear myself play.” 

In the past, the band have also adapted 
different musical personae for different 
gigs. They’ve played a few all-surf sets, and 
once they did lounge versions of everything

briefly); singer Peter Dayton got some local 
hits, and took some local flak, for putting 
on a suit and adopting a Bryan Ferry—ish 
new-wave persona. 

Dayton’s whereabouts have been a mys- 
tery since he left town in the mid ’80s, but 
Matador helped us track him down in his 
current home of Easthampton, New York. 
“I’ma visual artist now, I’ve got a gallery in 
New York, and things are going really 
well,” he reports by phone. “In fact, from a 
rock-and-roll standpoint, Adam Clayton 
bought one of my pieces, and I remember 
seeing U2 at the Paradise.” 

Although Dayton spent some time 
recording in Paris, he hasn’t played in town 
for 10 years and swears he never will again. 
“I’m one of the few people who said it was 
his last show and it really was. When La 
Peste broke up, punk rock was dissolving, 
and we’d gotten to the point where we just 
couldn’t get any better. Later on I got more 
into the idea of music as entertainment.” 
Going to Paris was his last stab at a music 
career, but he released only one single there 
before getting the same record-label run- 
around that most bands get at home. 

How well does he feel the music holds 
up? “It’s dated, certainly, but it’s got that 
energy, and you can tell it was good. If you 
look at the music I left behind, La Peste is 
really where it’s at. I could never do that 
again — impossible. Not that I have a walk- 
ing stick, but there’s no way I could hit that 
energy level. But I still listen to punk rock.” 


THROBBING LOBSTERS. We're real 
surprised that nobody’s tried this sooner, 
but an all-Boston (the city, not the group) 
cover outfit has finally sprung up in town. 


Lobsters are local punk/pop trio the Doom 
Buggies in disguise. The band have enough 
of a Boston garage sound that they were 
able to sneak a Doom Buggies song into 
their Throbbing Lobsters set and pass it off 
as a cover, 

“I’ve been a big fan of this stuff for a long 
time,” says singer/guitarist Bruce Allen, who 
admits he’s too young to have seen most of 
the bands he covers. “But I had the 
Throbbing Lobster compilations, and that’s 
what I learned from when I first moved to 
Boston. A lot of people have forgotten about 
these songs, especially since they’re not on 
CD and people don’t have turntables any- 
more.” The Buggies have thought about 
covering some more up-to-date Boston 
material and are even learning a song from 
Charlie Chesterman’s last solo album, but 
they promise a set of all-Bags material for 
the next Lobsters gig in March.

Yoyo A Go Go is an indie-rock fest 
BY MATT ASHARE Just a few months before the world got its first 


whiff of Nirvana’s teen spirit, in late August 1991, the International 
Pop Underground convened in Olympia, Washington. Borrowing from 


the anti-capitalist language of 


social critic Guy Debord’s The 
Society of the Spectacle, and from 
the rebellious tone of the 
Situationist International move- 
ment that Debord’s words had 
helped catalyze in ’60s Paris, the 
IPU proclaimed: “As the corpo- 
rate ogre expands its creeping 
influence on the minds of indus- 
trialized youth, the time has come 
for the International Rockers of 
the World to convene in celebra- 
tion of our grand independence.” 
And so indie rock, or the music 
formerly known as punk, was 
reborn as a loosely organized 
entity, set apart from the cultural 
mainstream and from the punks 
of a decade before, by a professed 
lack of commercial aspirations. If 
the Sex Pistols screamed of 
smashing the system, IPU affili- 
ates were simply happy to remain 
apart from it — “No lackeys to 
the corporate ogre allowed.” 

Of course, by the time the live 
International Pop Underground 


Convention CD (K records) had 
reached record-store shelves a 
year later, everything had 
changed. The innocence of the 
summer of '91 had been clouded 
by the fallout from the Nirvana 
explosion. The doors at MTV, 
radio, and the culture at large had 
been blown open to new- and 
even old-guard punks. And four 
of the 20 bands with tracks on the 
IPU CD were in line for major- 
label deals: L7 with Reprise, the 
Melvins with Atlantic, Seaweed 
with Hollywood, and Scrawl with 
Elektra. So much for keeping the 
faith. But a person’s got to make 
a living. 

Undeterred by dissension in the 
ranks, the indie-rock troops gath- 
ered once again in Olympia, as 
they almost certainly will in the 
future, from July 12 through 17 in 
1994, just three months after 
Kurt Cobain’s suicide. Dubbed 
“Yoyo A Go Go” for Yoyo, the sis- 
ter label of K and Kill Rock Stars, 
the festival attracted artists from

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around the region, the country, 
and the world: Portland’s Team 
Dresch, Denver’s Neutral Milk 
Hotel, Georgia Hubley and Ira 
Kaplan from New York’s Yo La 
Tengo, Lois Maffeo from 
Olympia and DC, Canada’s Cub, 
Beck from Southern California, 
Japan’s Copass Grinderz, and 
Boston’s Mary Lou Lord, to 
name a few. And now, more than 
two years later, we have Yoyo A 
Go Go (Yoyo), a double-CD doc- 
ument of the event featuring 36 
tracks by 35 performers recorded 
live at Olympia’s Capitol Theater. 

It’s hard to resist the tempta- 
tion to pick apart Yoyo A Go Go 
like an anthropologist looking for 
clues about an ancient subculture. 
On International Pop Under- 
ground, Rebecca Gates of the 
great Spinanes serenaded an 
indie-rock icon with the song “Jad 
Fair Drives Women Wild” and 
Bratmobile kicked off a tune by 
screaming “Mecca Normal, 
you're my punk-rock dream come

true,” two outward displays of 
insular unity. Yoyo A Go Go 
opens on a more defensive note: 
“This is a song against fucking 
racist, Nazi, homophobic, shit- 
head, fuck, bastard, Nazi, prick- 
head shits,” explains the singer 
from a band called the Rickets, 
before they offer a blast of vintage 
"80s hardcore punk, “Three 
Reichs You're Out.” 

Disc two of the Yoyo comp 
starts with the members of the 
lesbian punk outfit Team Dresch 
recounting the origin of one of 
their favorite terms, “Lesbionic.” 
It’s a story that begins with two 
members of the band being 
assaulted in the parking lot after a 
gig and ends with a grand juror 


asking whether a par- 
ticular club caters to a 
“Lesbionic” crowd. 
And this time, instead 
of Gates singing Jad 
Fair’s praises, we have 
Fair's teenage, son 
fronting the Stinky 
Puffs, introducing his 
“I Love You Anyway” 
by saying, “This is a 
song | did about when 
Kurt died.” 

But the defiant spirit 
of the 1991 Inter- 
national Pop Under- 
ground remains strong 
on Yoyo A Go Go, in 
the rough-hewn folk of 
Mary Lou _Lord’s 
“Helsinki” and the 
Softies’ bittersweet 
“Empty Patches”; in 
the bass-heavy noise 
storm of godhead- 
Silo’s “Another Schiz- 
—— _. oid Embolism” and the 

slow-churn of Co- 
deine’s “D”; in the childhood 
innocence of “I Love You Anyway” 
and the seasoned strum of Ira 
Kaplan’s guitar on “F-Train.” It 
was there before Nirvana came 
along, and it survived the subse- 
quent “creeping influence of the 
corporate ogre” because there’s no 
easy way to classify or commodify 
a scene that celebrates equally 
Corin Tucker's lacerating scream 
(from Heavens to Betsy’s “Ax 
Men”), the cuddly punk pop of 
Cub’s “Your Bed,” and the free- 
form skronk of Unwound’s 
“Valentine Card.”

Guided by 
Voices suffered an undeserved 
backlash from their last album, 
Under the Bushes Under the Stars, 
which sported hi-fi production and 
normal song lengths. 
Disenchanted fans who thought it 
was too conventional will love 
these EPs, which return to the old 
GbV standards of homemade pro- 
duction and minute-long numbers. 
Taking a. typically perverse 
approach to record-making, GbV 
have divided an album's worth of 
material between two EPs — the 
first is a 10-song CD, the second a 
six-song seven-inch — and put the 
best stuff on the more obscure, 
vinyl-only release. 

Sunfish Holy Breakfast isn't 
bad, but some songs aren't quite 
finished and others are obviously 
leftovers — notably one by Jim 
Greer, the rock critic who played 
bass until last year. The standout, 
the relatively epic “Cocksoldiers 
and their Post-War Stubble,” 
comes from the abandoned 1995 
sessions with Kim Deal producing. 
On the other hand, Plantations of 
Pale Pink is probably all new and 
definitely prime GbV: hooks every- 
where, brilliantly cryptic lyrics and 
titles (“Catfood on the Earwig,” 
“Subtle Gear Shifting”), killer guitar 
sound, production that’s just rough 
enough. Not bad for a band who've 
Officially broken up and reunited at 
least twice since the last album.

**1/2 Neurosis, THROUGH SIL- 
VER IN BLOOD (Relapse). One of 
the more adventurous bands to 
make their way out of the 
tribal/industrial ghetto, Neurosis 
specialize in vigorous mind-rape 
screeds teetering between the 
organic and the mechanical. At 
their most bludgeoning they come 
off like a less power-chord-depen- 
dent cross between Slayer and the 
Melvins, drone-core heaviness 
submerged in amniotic fluids and 
dissonant synaptic chaos. Which is 
fine for a while, but as the sample 
in their two-minute free-form noise 
teaser “Rehumanize” says, “What's 
it like out there? It's impersonal.” 

The most hopeful signs come 
from a few songs suggesting a 
new kind of post-industrial death 
cabaret. “Purify” starts out gen- 
uinely creepy and darkly atmo- 
spheric, a doom-laden minor-key 
suite with gently rolling strings and 
pensive piano touches underwrit- 
ten by queasy ambient loops and 
anomalous feedback — a ghastly 
elegance worthy of Nick Cave. 
Inevitably, it's just a set-up for the 
big thrash-guitar gundown. But 
“Aeon” could be a Rachel's track 
for the first three minutes, and 
“Strength of Fates” manages to 
pay full-on homage to the 
Cave/Tom Waits school of tortured- 
wail-and-piano sparseness for all 
of seven minutes before collapsing 
into subhuman noise.

It's instrumental hip-hop 
made for listening, and without 


| much mainstream appeal. More 


than that, it represents the ever- 
elusive “next level” many hip-hop- 
pers make claim to but few actually 
achieve. It's hip-hop'’s bebop, the 
analogy being that if Dr. Dre sways 
hips like a Duke Ellington big band, 
DJ Shadow rattles brains like a 
Charlie Parker solo. In “The 
Number Song,” for example, 
Shadow takes the vital core of hip- 
hop — the frenetic resolution of the 
breakbeat, equal parts get-down 
and tighten-up — and sustains it 
through an entire song, an impos- 
sible four and a half minutes of 
heightened, cut-up, one-man jam- 
ming.
